other phases of hobbyism and he 
makes the following pertinent sug- 
gestions. “A collector should preserve 
his hobby articles in such a manner 
they will be of educational value to 
himself and others. In the past few 
years stories and pictures have ap- 
peared in newspapers describing cur- 
ious hobbies. One is about a man who 
collected string. He rolled it all into 
a large ball. The picture showed the 
man standing beside the ball which 
was nearly as tall as the man and 
probably weighed about as much. 
That method of preserving his hobby 
appears to be a complete loss of 
time because all he had to show was 
about 200 pounds of old string all 
rolled together. If he had preserved 
about six inches of each kind of 
string, fastened these in an album, 
he would have been the owner of a 
visible history of string, showing 
hundreds of kinds. 


“Another man collected pieces of 
tin foil which he rolled into a very 
large and heavy ball. He could have 
preserved small pieces of each kind 
to fasten inside of an album or onto 
loose sheets of heavy paper. This 
would have been of interest to show 
the many kinds of tin foil in use. 


“Still another man went around 
collecting hairs from the tails of ele- 
phants, probably went to the circus. 
But why should he stop only in the 
rear of elephants? He could have 
tried his luck at lions, tigers, leop- 
ards, camels, horses, monkeys. He 
could have included cats, dogs, cows, 
pigs (short hair) and many other 
tailed animals. All these hairs could 
have been mounted in an album. 
What an interesting tale it would 
have been.

On Sunday, April 26th, the citi- 
zens of Galena, IIl., celebrated the 
birthday of their most famous citi- 
zen, Ulysses §. Grant, with a festive 
program. The main event on the pro- 
gram was the re-opening of the 
“Grant Leather Store of 1860” which 
is a replica of the shop where Grant 
clerked in the ’60’s. The store will 
remain open to the public throughout 
the summer months.

In March there was an interesting 
display of models constructed from 
the scientific drawings of Leonardo 
da Vinci on view at the Rochester 
Museum of Arts and Sciences. 

This great painter was also a 
genius at invention, The collection 
was lent for display by the Fine 
Arts Department of International 
Business Machines Corporation. Mod- 
els were built by Dr. Roberto Gua- 
telli, a noted da Vinci scholar, and 
assistants. 

Some of these inventions such as 
an excavating machine and a para- 
chute were tried out in da Vinci’s 
time. He also invented an air-condi- 
tioning unit and an improved print- 
ing press both of which undoubtedly 
saw service in his day. His most 
spectacular invention was his flying 
machine. Its design is considered the 
forerunner of the modern propeller.

On the northernmost point of Man- 
hattan Island is beautiful Fort Tryon 
Park and in the park is the Cloisters, 
an unusual museum. The museum is 
built in the form of a medieval mon- 
astery and contains many relics of 
those days. It was made possible by 
the support of John D. Rockefeller, 
Jr. Hundreds of treasures of the 15th 
and 16th centuries are on display. 
Among them are some of the most 
interesting and valuable tapestries 
in the world. Many ancient religious 
relics are on display as well as ex- 
amples of some medieval] buildings.

One of the exhibits on display 
during May and continuing through 
June at the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art is an archaeological exhibition 
sponsored by the American Fund for 
Israel Institutions in cooperation with 
the Association of Israel Museums.

The Nebraska State Historical So- 
ciety announced recently the begin- 
ning of a series of historical talks 
on radio station KODY at North 
Platte. These talks will be given by 
James C. Olson, superintendent of 
the Society and may be heard at 2:00 
each Sunday afternoon. These talks 
will be concerned with the history of 
Nebraska. — 


The Mariners’ Museum, Newport 
News, Va., which was begun about 
20 years ago now has a Wealth of 
naval lore unsurpassed by any other 


museum in this country and it ranks 
with the foreign maritime museums. 

Exhibits at the museum are such 
things as ship models of historic im- 
portance — American as well as for- 
eign, a collection of figureheads, 
relics from famous ships including 
salvaged articles from Revolutionary 
War ships which had been sunk, and 
seamen’s handwork. In addition there 
is included a medal collection and 
pictures pertaining to maritime life. 

The museum was originally envis- 
ioned by Archer M. Huntington, son 
of Collis P. Huntington, founder of 
the Newport News Shipbuilding and 
Dry Dock Company. He wanted a 
non-profit educationa] institution 
which would make Americans sea- 
minded. 

A charter was granted by the Vir- 
ginia State Corporation Commission 
on June 2, 1930, The founder’s con- 
cept was to have a complete marine 
reference library as a part of the 
institution. This would be a research 
center for students and others inter- 
ested in various lines of maritime 
investigation. As a result there is a 
considerable body of literature per- 
taining to topics that might conceiv- 
ably be studied. The museum has 
come a long way in the brief span of 
20 years.

A collection of coins and paper 
currency, chiefly from the 1700’s and 
early 1800’s, was accepted by the 
Regents of the University of Michi- 
gan, Ann Arbor, at their February 
meeting. 

The collection was a gift to the 
Kelsey Museum of Archaeology from 
Mrs. Edward D. Pomeroy of Jackson- 
ville, Fla., President Harlan Hatcher 
announced. 

Oldest of the coins are two Danish 
ones dated 1695. In addition to other 
Danish coins of the period from 1700 
to 1774, the collection includes 17 
English coins from 1787 to 1899, six 
French coins from 1741 to 1823 and 
10 German coins dating from 1768 to 
1870. Miscellaneous other foreign 
coins are included. 

In addition, coins and currency of 
the American Colonial period, bank 
notes of the period around 1840 and 
a Confederate $50 bill of 1861 are 
included, along with several coins 
dating from 1813 to 1892.

At the invitation of the Smithson- 
ian Institution Traveling Exhibition 
Service, the Council of Industrial De- 
sign in London, through ithe Dollar 
Exports Council, has organized .a 
traveling exhibition, “Design from 
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Britain.” This exhibition will open 
on March 19 at the Institute of Con- 
temporary Arts, Washington, D. C., 
under the auspices of the British 
Embassy. 

Approximately 185 well-designed 
objects, including pottery, glass, sil- 
verware, fabrics, rugs, lamps, wall- 
paper, and a dozen pieces of furni- 
ture will be on display in Washing- 
ton through April 22 before going on 
a nationwide tour. Museums in Mem- 
phis, Tenn.; Chicago, Ill.; Bloomfield 
Hills, Mich.; Minneapolis, Minn.; To- 
ledo, Ohio; Louisville, Ky.; San Fran- 
cisco, Calif.; and others will present 
the exhibition during the 1953-54 
season. 

This is the first exhibition of its 
kind to come to the United States 
since “Modern British Crafts”? toured 
American and Canadian cities in 1945 
under the auspices of the British 
Council. Great progress has been 
made since in all types of British 
home furnishings, both hand-crafted 
and machine-made. Outstanding ex- 
amples of these two categories are 
included in the present survey. A 
selection of well-made Coronation 
souvenirs will be of special interest 
to a wide public from coast to coast.

BATTISTINI 


Once upon a time there was a 
young man named Mattia who diso- 
beyed his parents. Nothing out of 
the ordinary, one will say — happens 
every day — but this one rebellion 
affected us all for had the youth not 
refused to fulfill the wishes of his 
father, Cav. Dr. Luigi Battistini, an 
Italian army physician, and of his 
mother, Elena Tommasi, there would 
have been another doctor, perhaps a 
good one, but 'we would never have 
had “The Glory of Italy,” “The Bari- 
tone of Kings and the King of Bari- 
tones” — Mattia Battistini. 

And the music loving world was 
indeed proud of its “velvet voiced 
baritone” for aside from such acclaim 
as has been the lot of few of his 
contemporaries, it appreciatively he- 
stowed upon him a lengthy list of 
honors such as Baron in the Kingdom 
of Italy; Knight of the Sovereign 
Order of Malta, the Grand Cross of 
the Orders of the Crown of Italy and 
St. Stanislaus of Russia; Grand Of- 
ficer of the Orders of St. Maurice and 
Lazarus of Italy, Isabel la Catolica 
and Alfonso XII of Spain; Com- 
mander of the Christ of Portugal and 
the Lion of Sweden; Officer of the 
French Academy; etc. ... 

Unlike so many singers’, Mattia’s 
life did not begin in humble sur- 
roundings nor did he have to sacrifice 
and undergo privations to reach his 
goal. He was born in Rome on Feb- 
ruary 27, 1856, into a noble and well- 
to-do family. His love for the theatre 
became apparent early in life as for 
instance when he was first taken to 
the opera to hear “L’Africana.” His 
uncle, physician to His Holiness Pius 
IX saw him wrapped in his mother’s 
shawl after the performance singing 
snatches from the opera and ex- 
claimed: “But this boy is an artist!” 

The Battistinis would spend their 
summers in Rieti and there young 
Mattia first began singing for his 
own delight — reportedly as a tenor 
—accompanied by an old family 
friend, Maestro Luigi Stame, com- 
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poser of sacred music and Maestro 
della Cappella del Duomo. A motet 
by this worthy musician was the sub- 
ject of Mattia’s first public appear- 

Meanwhile Mattia had completed 
his preliminary studies at the Istituto 
dell’Apollinare in Rome and enrolled, 
at the insistance of his parents, in the 
Medical School of the University of 
Rome. But it was singing, not medi- 
cal anatomy that really interested 
him and he quietly began devoting 
his spare time to the study of music. 
This led to him becoming a choir 
member of the Accademia Filarmon- 
ica Romana and taking full part in 
its activities until, unable to pretend 
any longer, he dropped everything not 
connected with music and devoted his 
full time to becoming a singer. 

To achieve this, Battistini entered 
the Accademia di Santa Cecilia to 
study under Eugenio Terziani and 
Venceslao Persichini. The latter was 
the one who recognized him to be a 
baritone and placed his voice as such. 
His operatic debut was at the Argen- 
tina of Rome in L’Africana,” on 
December 11, 1878. 

To give a chronological story of 
Mattia Battistini’s musical career 
would be rather monotonous as it is 
a story of quickly achieved success, 
uninterruptedly maintained for well- 
nigh fifty years. And it is difficult 
to pick the usual “interesting high- 
lights” for everything he did seems 
to fall in that category. One also 
notes an almost complete absence of 
adverse criticism in contemporary 
reviews and a peculiar fanaticism, 
amounting to. a cult, among his ad- 
mirers for whom he seems to be the 
very incarnation of the art of sing- 
ing. 

Of the unusual circumstances of 
his debut and some other instances in 
his career, let Battistini speak him- 
self. His interview with Alberto 
Guasco in the June 138, 1926 “La 
Tribuna” of Rome is here quoted, 
translated, in part. Asked when the 


mirific event had taken place he 
answered: 

“At the Argentina. ‘La Favorita’ 
was being given with a truly great 
interpreter, Isabella Galletti. Luigi 
Mancinelli conducted. Two baritones 
successively engaged for the part had 
met with the harshest‘ disapproval 
from the audience. The impresario 
and the conductor did not know to 
which saint to turn.” 

“And you saved the situation?” 

“Oh, certainly! With all the rash- 
ness of youth, I presented myself to 
Mancinelli. He greeted me cordially 
and granted me an audition, but be- 
fore engaging me definitely he de- 
cided I should have a try-out with 
Galletti. The rehearsal went full sails, 
so much so that she told me: ‘I 
thought I was with a timid beginner 
but instead I have for a companion 
an artist who knows his business.’

This compliment doubled my energy 
and I faced the duel with the public 
with a light heart. I won and my 
career was assured. In a short time 
I was in Spain, in Portugal and in 
England. 

“I found people who appreciated my 
art in London as well as in Stock- 
holm, in Paris as in Berlin, in Vienna 
as in Bucharest. But perhaps it was 
in Russia that I received the major 
satisfaction. There I have been 
twenty-six seasons. How many sweet 
memories! I always remember with 
emotion the period during which I 
had for colleagues Francesco Marconi 
and Antonio Cotogni. We were living 
in St. Petersburg in the same hotel. 
Cotogni, of whom through force of 
circumstances I had become a rival, 
was generous with me like a brother 
and one of his gestures of magnanim- 
ity towards me deserves to be immort- 
alized in bronze as an example to the 
artists of future generations. 

“I was then in the best period of 
youth while the great Cotogni already 
felt the weight of incipient old age, 
even though he still sang well. So, 
then, the impresario acceding to the 
exigencies of the public, began en- 
trusting parts to me which in the 


past had been Cotogni’s. I was on 
pins and needles. By my contract I 
could not refuse to sing Figaro or 
King Alfonso but, meanwhile, I un- 
derstood that poor Toto was in des- 
pair at seeing himself cast aside. The 
joy of success was embittered for me 
by the knowledge of my friend’s suf- 
fering. One day the impresario came 
and: blurted out: ‘Get ready for Don 
Giovanni!’ Patatrac! That was the 
opera which Antonio Cotogni cher- 
ished the most. ! I tried to-decline the 
offer but it was in vain. I was an- 
guished. What would happen when 
Cotogni would learn the bad news? 
I asked a mutual and_ trustworthy 
friend to try to placate the legitimate 
wrath of my colleague. 

“The next morning at half-past- 
eight — I remember the exact time— 
I heard knocking at the door of my 
room. It 'was Antonio Cotogni in per- 
son. I was ready for a painful dis- 
cussion but ins the celebrated 
baritone greeted me affectionately 
and said without preamble and with 
adorable simplicity: ‘I know you are 
to interpret Don Giovanni. . Begin 
studying the part right away. | With 
Mozart there is no joking nor is this 
the occasion to improvise. I'll give 
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you all the advice necessary so that 
you may acquit yourself splendidly. 
I place myself at your disposal with 
my whole heart and with complete 
faith in you.’ 

_. “I was touched to tears. . . To make 
it short, Antonio Cotogni taught me 
the whole part with exceptional 
thoroughness and he even attended 
the performance from behind the 
stage, encouraging me continuously. 
After the performance he embraced 
me warmly, saying: ‘Bravo! You did 
yourself honor!’ A praise from An- 
tonio Cotogni was indeed worth more

Then comes the item about the 
precious altar rug of twelve squares 
each one embroidered by a feminine 
member of the Russian haut-monde. 
Of this Battistini speaks with caution. 
Yes, he had placed it in the chapel of 
his villa in Contigliano. . . But who 
were the ladies responsible for the 
exquisite work? Silentium. .. . 

At this point the interviewer, prob- 
ably to change the subject, asks Bat- 
—s about his roles. Of this the 
leht artist speaks ‘with evident de- 

“Everyone knows, more or 
regular repertoire — ‘La Fara 
‘Maria di Rohan,’ ‘Ernani,’ ‘Un Ballo 
in Maschera,’ ‘La Traviata,’ ‘Thais,’ 
Tosca.’ But hardly any one knows 
that in the course of my career I in- 
terpreted eighty-two operas. I'll 
spare you the listing of these lyric 
productions in which I have, not un- 
worthily, appeared. How many oper- 
as have by now fallen into oblivion? 
Have you ever heard of ‘Melusine’ by 
Grammann, of ‘Baldassarre’ by the 
Cuban composer Villate, of Bottesini’s 
‘La Regina di Nepal?’ I remember 
operas in my repertoire that were 
once the rage but are now neglected 
— ‘I Goti’ by Gobatti, ‘Lo Schiavo’ 
and ‘Fosca’ by Gomes, ‘Zampa’ of 
Herold and some melodramas of Don- 
izetti of which remains naught but 
the names: ‘Roberto Devereux,’ ‘Tor- 
quato Tasso. . .’ I will say, at the 
cost of being castigated by modernist 
critics, that some of these operas 
would arouse interest even today. For 
example, in ‘Torquato Tasso’ there is 
an act — the last one precisely — 
that sparkles with dramatic inspira- 
tion. Oh, how many theatrical scores 
are discarded before their vitality has 
left them!... .” 

The fact that Battistini’s road to 
success was a short and easy one did 
not deter him from pursuing a never 
ceasing quest for perfection. All his 
life he practiced for hours every day, 
thus conscientiously and assidously 
striving to keep what he had already 
achieved and to acquire still more 
knowledge in the realms of art to 
which he had dedicated his existence. 
Neither did he limit himself to vocal 
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technique but made a thorough an- 
alysis of the characters he portrayed, 
searching deeply into their historical 
background. His costumes — on 
which he spent a fortune — reflected 
his desire for accuracy in every de- 


“There are no problems of old and 
modern singing,” claimed Battistini, 
“and there are no singers of old and 
modern fashion. Exist only singing 
and good and bad singers.” Were 
truer words ever spoken? Battistini’s 
own favorite composers were Bellini 
and Donizetti, whose filigree music 
peculiarly suited his dulcet tones and 
sensitive delivery but he appeared as 
well in more recent works — “Tosca,” 
“Andrea Chenier,” “Otello. . .” He 
never deviated, however, from his 
fine artistic style and resisted the 
temptation of over-dramatizing such 
parts as Scarpia, Gerard or Iago. 
With him, everything could be sung in 
the bel canto manner as he proved by 
his renditions of Telramund, Wolfram 
and the Flying Dutchman, and by the 
huge success he enjoyed with Russian 
audiences in works like “Russian and 
Ludmila,” “The Queen of Spades,” 
“The Demon” and “Eugene Onegin.” 

Another inflexible maxim of Bat- 
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tistini’s was never to undertake any 
roles to which his artistic sensibility 
and understanding did not altogether 
respond. For instance, he greatly ad- 
mired Falstaff yet never sang it. 
This, incidentally, caused a bit of 
strain in the otherwise amicable re- 
lationship between him and Verdi. 
“What can I do,” Battistini would 
comment, “When I do not feel the 
part, I renounce its execution for I 
believe that if I undertook it I’d be 
insincere and therefore dishonest.” 

There was no important operatic 
and concert stage in Europe that had 
not been graced by an appearance of 
Mattia Battistini. He sang in Italy, 
Russia, England, Germany, Austria, 
France, Spain, Poland, Holland, the 
Scandinavian countries, in the Bal- 
kans. He also toured Argentina, 
Brazil and Uruguay in the summer 
of 1889, together with Tamagno; but 
the crossing frightened him so that 
despite many tempting offers he 
never agreed to visit the United 
States. Aside from Carl Grammann’s 
“Melusine,” Gaspar Villate y Montes’ 
“Baldassarre” and Giovanni Botte- 
sini’s “La Regina di Nepal,” other 
unusual operas in which Battistini 
appeared were: Pietro Musoni’s 
“Camoens,” Ferdinando Paer’s “Le 
Maitre de Chapelle,” Jean Nougues’ 
“Quo Vadis?” and his nephew’s Gof- 
fredo Cocchi’s “Per la Patria.” The 
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great baritone also created the part 
of Gianni in Mascagni’s “I Rantzau,” 
at the Teatro della Pergola of Flor- 
ence, on November 1, 1892. Others 
in the cast of that world premiere 
were: Darcles, Cecchini, De Lucia, 
Paroli, Sottolana and Broglio! Rod- 
olfe Ferrari conducted. 

Fabulously successful as Battistini 
was wherever he sang, it was in 
Russia that he reaped his greatest 
triumphs. He first arrived there in 
1887 and during the following 26 
years became a sort of a national in- 
stitution. And if the Russians grew 
fond of him he fully reciprocated and 
considered Russia as his second 
homeland. This is not as strange as it 
seems, for at that time the elite of 
Italian singers were there, either 
permanent residents or frequent vis- 
itors. Battistini could well feel at 
home among Cotogni, Marconi, Mas- 
ini, Caruso, Bellincioni, Cucini, Baro- 
nat, Navarrini, Anselmi, Tetrazzini, 
Carrera, Giraldoni, Arimondi and a 
host of others. Moreover, he did not 
limit himself to the society of his 
compatriots but moved freely in the 
highest Russian musical and social 
groups, among which so many were 
his close friends. It was at a soiree 
at the house of Rubinstein that he 
heard and was impressed by an un- 
known young man named Chaliapin 
and predicted great things for him. 
Battistini was also a composer. He 
wrote a song, “Allusione,” in honor 
of his beloved Toto Cotogni, and five 
melodies dedicated to the daughter of 
the composer Michael Ivanoff, Mar- 
oussia. All six pieces were published 
in 1901, by Zimmermann, in a 
Petersburg. 

Poor Battistini; he sang until the 
end but never realized his dream of 
celebrating his theatrical golden anni- 
versary by singing again “La Favor- 
ita” on December 11, 1928. . . He col- 
lapsed during a concert in Graz, on 
October 17, 1927, and retired to his 
villa at Contigliano, in Rieti, near 
Rome, hoping that a rest would help 
him recover. But his heart gave in 
and on November 7, 1928, at 8:00 
P.M., the great voice paused forever. 
He rests in the chapel of the villa, 
alongside his wife, Dolores Figueroa, 
of the noble Spanish family of Counts 
of Romanones. 

Battistini has not left us any book 
on singing ‘wherein he would expose 
his method but he was not averse to 
talking about the subject. Some of his 
interviews contain invaluable revela- 
tions of the great artist’s viewpoints 
on vocal production and singing in 
general. : 


From an interview with Edoardo 
Pompei, August 1, 1922 — “. .. It 
is great error, into which our young 
fall easily, to suppose that to become 
an artist, voice alone is enough. An 
all-around culture and a good school 
are also necessary. For example, the 
breath has an essential function in 
singing; one must know how to skil- 
fully distribute it in the formation 
of sounds in order to obtain the max- 
imum of effect with the minimum of 
effort. The history of all great artists 
is proof of what I am saying. There 
is not one among them who has not 











given years and years to the training 
and. perfection of their vocal organs. 
I wish our young artists — to whom 
is entrusted, as a glorious heritage, 
the tradition of Italian bel canto — 
would realize this fact. ‘Necque na- 
tura sine arte sufficit’ says the Latin 
poet and the precious natural gifts 
of a voice is capital destined to rapid 
depletion if it is not guarded by the 
secure possession of the correct tech- 
nique and a thorough musical educa- 
tion — both fruits of long and well 
directed study.” 


In an interview with Professor Al- 
fonso G. Vitolo, in “Neues Wiener 
Journal” of December 10, 1926, Bat- 
tistini suggests that all singing teach- 
ers — as a condition for practicing 
their profession — be made to un- 
dergo an examination by a commis- 
sion of singing teachers, connoisseurs, 
artists and critics. (Is that an idea!) 
He also says that while beautiful 
voices are never lacking, yet, each 
century has only a few, two or three 
at most, exceptional singers who may 
be considered truly favored by God. 
Aside from these artists gifted with 
exceptional voices there is always a 
certain number of singers who, while 
not veritable miracles, yet have the 
power to please the public and touch 
the soul of the listener. If such sing- 
ers are educated under a severe dis- 
cipline they may also become brilliant 
stars. 


Battistini goes on to say that the 
school of bel canto “. . . and exacts as- 
siduous work in order to achieve by 
means of legato, agility, mezzavoce, 
etc., the perfect harmony of sound. 
The placement of the voice is the 
fundamental law of bel canto — its 
principal base.” The course of sing- 
ing he advised is as follows: “Begin 
with the scala tenuta (slow scale). 
The teacher must see to it that every 
tone is finally correct. A special set 
of solfeggi must be chosen for every 
pupil. In this manner, in four months, 
the voice may be placed. Once the 
work of placement is finished, the 
rest depends on the taste of the 
teacher and the capacity of the 
pupil.” 

After two or three years of such 
studying, according to Battistini, the 
voice of the young singer is “formed” 
and he is ready to appear on the stage. 
But after the debut and the first suc- 
cesses, the artist must continue to 
study, always striving to perfect him- 
self. This perfection may be reached 
only if there is contact with the pub- 
lic, which, approving or disapproving 
the artist, makes him see his defects 
and his good points. 


The celebrated baritone concludes by 
adding that to become a great singer 
it is not enough to possess a beauti- 
ful voice and master its use but one 
must also be a good artist, that’s to 
achieve perfection in phrasing, in in- 
terpreting with naturalness the var- 
ious parts of one’s repertoire which 
includes the manner of wearing the 
costumes. 

“My records are my school,” said 
Battistini. It would be well, there- 
fore, to look to his records for evi- 
dence of the truth of the precepts in 
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which he placed so much faith and 
which made it possible for him to 
sing “. .. as long as there is life and 
the heart functions. .. .” 


As far as we know, he first re- 
corded in 1903 and these 10-inch 
“Warsaws” are rarities avidly sought 
by collectors. It is believed he re- 
corded more titles than those known 
but they are, as yet, to be discovered. 
Taking into consideration a statement 
once made by Giuseppe De Luca, it is 
probable the Battistini Warsaw G & 
T’s were made just in time to catch 
the last glimmer of a once fabulous 
voice still in its glory. De Luca — 
product of the same school as Battis- 
tini, a Roman like him and his col- 
league — discussing vocal longevity 
in an interview with Robert Bagar 
said: “. . .Nobody lasts forever, not 
even baritones . . .Antonio Cotogni 
. . . made professional appearances 
for 62 years. But he really wasn’t 
much after his 46th year. And Kasch- 
mann... sang for many, many years, 
but he, too, suffered a kind of de- 
cline after his 45th or 46th year. Of 
course, Battistini, he’s the one every- 
body remembers about. Forty-eight 
is his record, though he went on, less 
good, for more.” Battistini was 47 
when he made his “Warsaws,” just 
one year short of the fatal age, and 
truly, they do display more of that 
peculiar velvety languidness which, 
while still present in good measure 
in his 1907 series, gradually disap- 
peared as his recording career pro- 
gressed, though flashes of it remained 
till the very end. Some, like “An- 
cora” and “Eugene Onegin,” also 
show his treatment of his extremely 
difficult messa di voce in which he 
tapers the tone to a diaphanous pian- 
issimo. 

In listening to his early G & T’s it 
becomes apparent that Battistini did 
not believe in cuts and no matter how 
long a piece he would determinedly 
make it fit into the 10-inch dise, even 
if the results were like the Largo al 
Factotum. Another, the Finch’han 
dal vino, from “Don Gionanni,” is 
actually amusing. His casual racing 
through it causes an admiring studio 
audience to applaud, cheer and insist 
on a bis. He gravely commands “Da 
capo” and repeats the performance, 
evoking the same appreciation. 


Although, as with Finch’han dal 
vino, the closeness to Mozartian style 
of Deh, vieni alla finestra is debat- 
able, this version of Don’s wooing is 
a paragon of breath conservation and 
distribution and a truly remarkable 
record from this standpoint and for 
loveliness of tone. 


The Cavatina from “Faust,” O tu 
bell’astro from “Tannhauser,’”’ One- 
gin’s Se dell’imen and the Demon’s 
No, non plorar are smoothly sung, the 
first and the last, though, not with- 
out a bit of musical muddling. The 
“Favorita” number with Carotini is 
his only duet of this period and shows 
fine teamwork between two singers 
accustomed to sing together, while 
the remaining selections — ‘La Man- 
tilla,” “Occhi di Fata” and. “Ancora” 
— nicely exhibit the intimate style

Early HARPER’S Article 


Many readers of HOBBIES prob- 
ably saw the October 1 issue of 
“Variety”, “The Bible of Show Bus- 
iness,” which contained a special sec- 
tion commemorating the 75th anni- 
versary of the invention of the phono- 
graph and the 50th anniversity of the 
RCA Victor Company. Editor Abel 
Green hit on the idea of the special 
edition after I sent him an article on 
the phonograph’s early days. It was 
published with the streamer headline 
on page one. I also had 43 other ar- 
ticles in the same issue on historical 
aspects of recorded music; a few 
under my own name; others disguised 
with the pen names of J. W. Jeffer- 
son, G. Fenn Grace, Bob Walton, Ron- 
nie James and James L. Shaw, but 
most unsigned. 

So much material was contributed 
that when the issue was complete 
Editor Abel had considerable “over- 
set.” One article, left out because of 
lack of space but of which he sent 
me the proofs, was entitled “The 
Phonograph” and was taken from 
“Harper’s Weekly” of March 30, 1878. 
Published little more than seven 
months after the invention of the 
talking machine, it is of so much 
interest that I feel it should be pre- 
served here, so I am including the 
proofs with this article and hoping

If it were not that the days of belief 
in witchcraft are long since past, witch- 
hunters such as those who figured so 
conspicuously in the early history of our 
country would now find a rich harvest 
of victims in the Tribune Building. Here 
are located the headquarters of two mar- 
vels of a marvelous age. The telephone, 
which created such a sensation a short 
time ago by demonstrating the possibility 
of transmitting vocal sounds by tele- 
graph, is now eclipsed by a new wonder 
called the phonograph. This little instru- 
ment records the utterance of the human 
voice, and like a faithless confidante 
repeats every secret confided to it when- 
ever requested to do so. It will talk, 
sing, whistle, cough, sneeze, or perform 
any other acoustic feat. With charming 
impartiality it will express itself in the 
divine strains of a lyric goddess, or use 
the startling vernacular of a street Arab. 

A few days ago a reporter for Harper’s 
visited the phonograph for the purpose 
of ascertaining, so far as an unscientific 
person might, the peculiar characteristics 
of the marvelous little instrument. Pre- 
pared for an elaborate system of weights, 
pulleys, levers, wheels, bands, such as 
abounded in the case of Barnum’s talk- 
ing machine, whose utterances, by-the- 
way, were confined to some half dozen 
inarticulate sounds that no man living 
could understand, it was rather startling 
to find in the famous phonograph a 
simple apparatus, which, but for the 
absence of more than one cylinder, might 
have been @ modern fluting machine. 


This single cylinder of hollow brass is 
mounted upon a shaft, at one end of 
which is a crank for turning it, and at 
the other a balance-wheel, the whole be- 
ing supported by two iron uprights. In 
front of the cylinder is a movable bar or 
arm, which supports a mouth-piece of 
gutta-percha, on the under side of which 
is a disk of thin metal, such as is used 
for taking tin-types. Against the centre 
of the lower side of this disk a fine steel 
point is held by a spring attached to the 
rim of the mouth-piece. An India-rubber 
cushion between the point and the disk 
controls the vibration of the spring. 


The cylinder is covered with a fine 
spiral groove running continuously from 
end to end. In using the phonograph 
the first operation is to wrap a sheet of 
tin-foil closely around the cylinder. The 
mouth-piece is then adjusted against the 
left-hand end of the cylinder so closely 
that the vibration of the voice on the 
disk will cause the point to press the 
tin-foil into the groove, making minute 
indentations resembling, on a very small 
scale, the characters of the Morse tele- 
graph. The cylinder is moved from right 
to left by the screw crank, so nicely 
adjusted that the steel point is always 
against the centre of the spiral groove. 
While turning the crank the operator 
talks into the mouth-piece in a voice 
slightly elevated above the ordinary tone 
of conversation. Every vibration of his 
voice is faithfully recorded on the tin- 
foil by the steel point, the cylinder mak- 
ing about one revolution to a word. 


In order to reproduce the words — that 
is, to make the machine talk — the cyl- 
inder is turned back, so that the steel 
point may go over the Indentations made 
by speaking into the mouth-piece. A 
funnel, like a speaking-trumpet, is at- 
tached to the mouth-piece, to keep the 
sounds from scattering. Now turning 
the crank again, every word spoken into 
the mouth-piece is exactly reproduced, 
with the utmost distinctness. 

Thus the disk is either a tympanum or 
diaphram, as the case may be, the first 
when it listens, and the second when it 
talks. Herein the phonograph seems 
actually to have got ahead of that other 
marvelous construction, the human body. 
In our anatomical economy the con- 
trivances by which we are enabled to 
hear and talk are not only separate and 
distinct, but are also much more compli- 
cated than the method by which the 
phonograph accomplishes the same re- 
sults. 

While comparing this remarkable 
machine to the race whose characteristic 
attribute it has stolen, it is, we believe, 
habitually asserted by people who have 
no means of knowing anything whatever 
about the matter that man is the only 
animal that talks), it may not be un- 
fitting to allude to the admirable ex-

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ample it sets many garrulous and weari- 
some individuals. The phonograph never 
speaks until it has first been spoken to. 
Herein it also offers a worthy admonition 
to many ambitious but inexperienced 
writers It has no original ideas to ad- 
vance, or else is possessed of that spirit 
of modesty which precludes the possi- 
bility of its annoying the public with 
unripe fancies and crude speculations. 
The phonograph only consents to aston- 
ish the world at the instance of some 
dominant and controlling mind. When 
it is about to exhibit itself, an operator 
must be on hand to put it through its 
paces. On the occasion in question this 
gentleman was . William H. Apple- 
baugh, General Superintendent of the 
Telephone Company of New York. 

Seating himself before the instrument, 
Mr. Applebaugh confided to the disk 
names, numbers, scraps of poetry, comic 
songs, and various other bits of infor- 
mation calculated to amuse the phono- 
graph, but not improve its mind. These 
were faithfully recorded upon the foil, 
which was made to revolve by turning 
the crank, Then the disk was sent back 
to the original starting-point, the crank 
again set in motion, and the metallic 
point brought into contact with the foil. 
Presently the phonograph began, in clear, 
distinct tones, to count, to call names, to 
describe its own peculiar talents, to give 
its own address, and finally to sing: 


“There was an old man whose 
name was Uncle Ned, 
And he died long ago, long ago; 
And there wasn’t any wool on the 
top of his head, 
On the place where the wool 
ought to grow. 


--This dropping into poetry appatently 
gave a sentimental turn to the thoughts 
of the phonograph, for presently, in spite 
of the fact that it was discoursing to 
a@ mixed and unsympathetic audience, it 
began to long for 


The touch of a vanished hand, 
And the sound of a voice that is still. 


As yet the phonograph is in its infancy. 
Its discovery was the result of an acci- 
dent, and so far but little idea can be 
formed of the development of which it is 
susceptible. The gentleman who has the 
honor of being its inventor is Professor 
Thomas A. Edison, the famous elec- 
trician who, is experimenting with the 
telephone, happened to notice the man- 
ne: in which the disks of that instru- 
ment vibrated in accordance with the 
breath used in speaking. Believing these 
vibrations could be recorded so as to he 
reproduced, he set to work to manufac- 
ture a machine for the purpose, and the 
result is the phonograph. 

In a short time we shall, no doubt, 
have the curious little contrivance work- 
ed up to its highest perfection. And 
then, possibly, there will follow a revo- 
lution in all departments of public sing- 
ing and speaking. There is no reason 
why we should not have all the great men 
of the age, as well as all the brilliant 
singers and actresses, taken possession 
of and driven off the course by the 
phonograph.

The Story of Mary and Her Lamb 


The final paragraph of that “Harp- 
er’s” article has a striking similarity 
to the “New York World’s” interview, 
quoted in the August HOBBIES, in 
which Mr. Edison predicted songs, 
symphonies and even complete novels 
would be “electrotyped” and sold for 
home entertainment and educational 
use. 


And, speaking of Mr. Edison, al- 
though it has been repeatedly men- 
tioned that the first recording of the 
human voice was his recitation of 
“Mary Had a Little Lamb,” how many 
of us know the story of that favorite 
childhood poem? Some _ interesting 
statements concerning it have been 
made by Edward O. Cutler of Kew 
Gardens, N. Y., who wrote the fol- 
lowing letter to the “New York Times” 
on March 31, 1951: 


Your article concerning the little red 
schoolhouse of ‘“Mary’s Little Lamb’ 
fame is of interest to old and young 
alike. The children of future generations 
will thank Henry Ford’s Wayside Inn 
Corporation for preserving the school- 
house... “Mary’s Little Lamb’’ has been 
called America’s greatest tradition. 

My grandmother, who lived in Clinton- 
Lancaster, Mass., knew quite well Mary 
Elizabeth Sawyer, the “Mary” of the 
poem, and occasionally tock my mother 
over to Sterling, three or four miles 
away, to visit “Mary.”” My mother was 
born in 1845 and my recollection of the 
stories she told me many years ago would 
place the visits around 1855. 

My mother always’ spoke 
“Sarah Hale’ as the writer of the poem, 
and I believe they were acquainted; so 
I feel Bartlett’s ‘Familiar Quotations’’ 
is probably correct in attributing the 
authorship to her.

Hoyt’s New Cyclopaedia of Practical 
Quotations says that the verse 'was 
first printed in 1830 as part of Mrs. 
Hale’s “Poems for Our Children,” 
and that she “definitely asserted her 
claim to authorship before her death.” 
However, it seems that Mary Sawyer 
Tyler (apparently the grown-up mar- 
ried name of the little girl about 
whom the poem was written) main- 
tained it was written by one John 
Roulston — a claim disproved by a 
son of Mrs. Hale in a letter to the 
“Boston Transcript” on April 10, 
1889. So even this innocent little 
poem has been the subject of con- 
troversy!

Paintings in the Antique Shop 


There are probably no antiques 
whose values vary more widely than 
do those of paintings. Dealing in 
authentic works of famous artists 
is a highly specialized business, and 
antique dealers without special knowl- 
edge in the field of art are wise to 
pass up paintings offered as valuable 
pieces in which a fortune might be 
had by resale. Values which depend 
upon authenticity require expert 
knowledge and authority and histori- 
cal records often entail long and la- 
borious research, and are best left 
for those fitted to pursue the subject. 


However, well-executed paintings of 
attractive subjects, in good condition, 
will always have intrinsic value for 
their decorative interest, just as do 
all good works of art of any kind, 
glassware, crockery or furniture. 
They are just as necessary and ap- 
pealing in the “well-dressed” house 
as the other objects of art that com- 
monly make up the bulk of things 
sold as antiques; and, bearing in 
mind that the average buyer is an 
individual -rather than a collector, 
just as salable. 


Buying and selling paintings on 
this basis is principally a question of 
desirability from the standpoint of 
appearance, and in this the best re- 
liance is on the judgment of the 
dealer himself. In other words, if the 
dealer isn’t interested enough in a 
painting to admire it himself, he 
shouldn’t try to sell it to someone 
else. He may not know what it is that 
does not appeal to him—#it may be 
coloring, composition, or subject mat- 
ter—but if the painting doesn’t strike 
him as being something he would like 
to have on his own walls, he would 
probably do better to leave it to 
someone else to find a buyer for it. 


While it isn’t necessary to know a 
great deal about artists and their

work to do business in paintings in 
this way, it is desirable to know some- 
thing about what constitutes good 
art, composition, coloring, frames, 
and so on, and to know how best to 
display paintings so that their at- 
tractive features will be seen and 
appreciated. 

The study of the art of composi- 
tion, drawing and coloring is hardly 
to be recommended to antique dealers 
who merely want to know a good 
painting when they see one, but for- 
tunately good painting is that which 
interests the common man. The great 
majority of people have good taste, 
and the technical problems of just 
how an artist does it is not important 


unless you aspire to the palette your- 
self. If you are perhaps in doubt 
about the normality of your judg- 
ment, visit some art galleries and see 
if you can agree with them. 


There is one point in which the 
dealer might do well to inform him- 
self, however. Good paintings, kept 
in homes for many years, often reach 
a very low point in condition before 
they are offered for sale. Dust and 
grime, discolored varnish and dilapi- 
dated frames convey little indication 
of what a picture will look like after 
cleaning and restoration. To discover 
what can and can not be done, the 
dealer would do well to have some

Prized Church Bell Has 
Unique Story 


It is always gratifying to find 
ministers who are bell-minded and 
who, though they may not be col- 
lectors, nevertheless take pride in 
perpetuating the use of bells in their 
services and keeping alive cherished 
stories of pioneer bells in their par- 
ishes. This is as it should be, of 
course, when one considers that bells 
are one of the Christian church’s 
oldest symbols. 


Certainly no pastor could be more 
bell-minded than Dr. Roscoe C. Coen 
of the First Presbyterian Church at 
Vandalia, Ill. Author of the epic poem 
O Bell of the World, Dr. Coen has 
also put into verse his appreciation

of one of the most historic bells in 
the State of Illinois. This bell has 
been in the possession of the Vandalia 
church for 123 years and was the 
first Protestant church bell to ring 
in that state. It is highly prized not 
only by the Vandalia congregation 
but by Protestants throughout Illin- 
ois. 

No longer in use, the bell is mount- 
ed in Dr. Coen’s church so that all 
who view it can read the inscription 
“Illinois Riggs to the Presbyterian 
Congregation of Vandalia, 1830.” 

The story behind this beautiful old 
bell is unique and well narrated by 
Dr. Coen himself.

Story of Bells Told 
in New Film Strip 


A short time ago we had the priv- 
ilege of viewing something decidedly 
new in the way of bell materials, a 
black and white filmstrip entitled 
“The Story of Bells and Carillons.” 
This film is issued by Whittemore 
Associates of Boston (see January 
HOBBIES) and is, to our knowledge, 
the first of its kind. It should be a 
welcome addition to bell collectors’ 
reference materials. 


The film was prepared under the 
direction of Frederic L. Fay of the 
Whittemore firm. Mr. Fay is an au- 
thority not only on visual aids but 
also on bells; and his love of the sub- 
ject is evident in the well-written 
manual he has prepared to go with 
the filmstrip. 


The filmstrip begins with the early 
use of crude bells, about 4,000 years 
ago, and moves on to bells in the 
ancient Hebrew Tabernacle, and in 
the early days of Christianity. The 
process of casting modern bells is 
shown. Mention is made of the dedi- 
cation or blessing of bells; accepted 
overtones in a well-tuned bell are 
diagrammed; chimes and carillons 
operated by hand-clavier and by elec- 
trical equipment are shown. Pictures 
and explanations are given of round- 
and change-ringing, and of handbells. 
The latter part of the filmstrip deals 
with some famous bells and installa- 
tions throughout the world. 


The purpose of this filmstrip is to 
stimulate interest in bells on the part 


of those who know little about them. 
It serves to dignify and enrich the 
place of a bel] as one of the appoint- 
ments of the Church today, in what- 
ever capacity it is used. Members 
should not just take a church bell for 
granted, but should know something 
of the processes and traditions which 
have accrued to it over the centuries. 
Here the bell is seen to have a his- 
tory of forty centuries as it has de- 
veloped to its present glorious height 
as a melodious-voiced instrument for 
the praise of God.

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Some Shows of Yesteryear 


Almost twenty years ago the N.R.A. 
had blossomed out all over the United 
States. A new administration was 
settling itself firmly in the seat of 
government. The American dollar 
was hard come-by to most families. 
A retrenching had definitely taken 
place in all aspects of life. Most of 
us are familiar with the patterns of 
this period. But what of the Amer- 
ican circus? Did the circus cease to 
be? How did the hard times affect 
the glitter and glamor of the sawdust 
world? 

Surprisingly enough there were a 
number of good shows out and on the 
road in 1934. Of course none of them 
ever equalled the size of the Ringling 
Show, but, then few ever have. There 
were shows of all sizes and shapes 
and they played to the largest city 
and to the smallest town. Many of 
them are no longer around today, but 
in those days of depression they were 
carrying forth the wonder and tradi- 
tion of the circus in all its grandest 
array. So let’s take a look at a 
representative few. Perhaps you 
still remember some of them. 

In 1934, the SEILS-STERLING 
BIG 4 RING CIRCUS advertised it- 
self as the “Show of a Thousand 
Wonders.” And few who saw it ever 
doubted this wonderous claim. Two 
complete performances were given 
daily, with the program consisting of 
81 displays with over 100 acts being 
presented in the four rings. A free 
mile-long street parade was held each 
noon. A come-early attraction of this 
season was Prof. Art Heller’s band 
with the ten thousand dollar calliope. 
The Grand Entry was a magnificent 
inaugural pageant of Oriental spect- 
acle .titled the “Princess of Siam.” 
Each afternoon and night Orval 
(Sunshine) Lindeman headed a troupe 
of comedy double and triple somer- 
sault leapers. High up under the 
very dome of the tent, Miss Gracie 
Orton was featured in the Iron Jaw 
number climaxed by a sensational 
whirl. The George Holland-Rose 
Dockrill Troupe performed in the 
center ring in a trick and fancy 
bareback act. Duke, the football 
horse, was presented by Capt. Albert 
Lindeman in a “Play Ball” number. 
The Catalina troupe comedy riding 
school ended the official program, 
but an added feature was given free

to all in the wild west races, flat 
race, the pony express and trick and 
fancy riding. 

In that same year, the BARNETT 
BROS. 3-RING-3-CIRCUS came to 
town bigger and better than ever 
before. The show was put on the road 
with all new wagons, paraphernalia, 
costumes and wardrobe. Numerous 
foreign features were imported from 
Europe to bolster the ranks of Amer- 
ican-born performers. Here are a few 
of the feature acts of that season: 
The Rogers-McIntoch Troupe, champ- 
ion tight-wire and aerial offering. 
The Vern Corriell Troupe which 
featured the elder Corriell in a slide 
from the extreme top of the tent to 
the ground — a distance of eighty- 
nine and one-half feet — while 
balancing all of his weight upon his 
head. The Connie-Rogers-Norma Act, 
noted equestrians. The Arca Family, 
sensational acrobats. The Burns 
Troupe Horse Act. The Ben Jamin 
Family, premier bicyclists and knife 
throwers. Texas Ted Lewis and his 
cowboys. And the Ira Haynes Band 
accompanying the show’s. prima 
donna, Josephine Rogers. 

In addition, BARNETT BROS., 
carried some of the finest animal acts 
in the country. Thomas Burns, in 
particular, was a favorite with every 
audience with his African baboon 
who was as large as a ten year old 
boy. The baboon rode a bicycle, per- 
formed on the trapeze, and played a 
game of basketball with his trainer. 

The LEWIS BROS. BIG 3 RING 
CIRCUS opened its season on April 
80 at its winter quarters in Jackson, 
Michigan. Its route thereon covered 
approximately twelve states and 
about twelve thousand miles. As in 
the sixteen years prior to 1934, LEW- 
IS BROS. played mostly under the 
auspices of all the leading fraternal 
organizations in the country. 

The show ran two hours with 
about one hundred and fifty of its 
personnel participating in almost 
every variety of circus act presented 
by any show in America. The big top 
had a seating capacity of five thou- 
sand people. Among the star per- 
formers appearing that season were 
the celebrated Hassen Ben Abdiziz 
troupe; Texas Jerry Burrell and his 
cowboys and girls; the three Grace 
sisters, aerial artists; Mae Lewis, 
premier equestrienne who appeared

daily in waltzing exhibitions on her 
favorite Russian thoroughbred horses; 
Miss Evelyn Lewis, a daughter of the 
manager who was featured in a

The CONROY BROS. SHOW was 
one of the smaller outfits that brought 
joy and happiness to the public of 
that period. They were proud to ad- 
vertise that, they were “not the larg- 
est of motorized shows, but one that 
is novel and entertaining.” So that 
each act could be viewed in comfort, 
this show presented in the old time 
one-ring circus style, with its ponies, 
dogs, goats, monkeys, the aerial and 
wire artists, and the bucking mule. 

The FOWLER BROS. CIRCUS 
took to the road that season with 
twenty cages of wild animals, and a 
conglomeration of feature acts headed 
by the Higgins and Cooper Trio; the 
Rean Earmene Troupe; the Maginley 
Troupe; Professor Anderson’s_ uni- 
formed band; and Professor Miller’s 
performing dogs, ponies, and monk- 
eys. Professor Miller was Mr. Obert 
Miller, owner and manager of the 
now-famous Al G. Kelly and Miller 
Bros. Circus, the largest motorized 
show on the road today. 


The side show opened every day 
immediately after the Grand Street 
Parade, and was managed by King 
Oliver who boasted of one of the fin- 
est collections of strange people and 
curiosities in the world. 

The WORLD BROTHERS TRAIN- 
ED WILD ANIMAL CIRCUS offered 
Bud Horne, cowboy movie star, and 
his Congress of Rough Riders as the 
feature attraction of their season’s 
tour. Other attractions in the twenty- 
four display program were Captain 
Walker’s African lions; Cupid, the 
wonder pony, and his trainer, Doc 
Young; the La Toscas, on their “Thin 
Thread of Shiny Steel;” Madame 
Robson and her High School Horse; 
and “Tusko,” one of the famous per- 
forming pachyderms of show busi- 
ness. 

Jethro Almond and James Conley 
owned and managed the ALMOND 
AND CONLEY BIG THREE-RING 
CIRCUS AND MENAGERIE. And if 
you were one of the many that year 
who entered their big tent, you saw 
their beautiful new Oriental spectacle, 
“The Golden Goddess,” followed by a 
thirty-act program running two hours. 
Among the marvels you may remem- 
ber were the Almond and Conley 
troupe of performing ponies; Madame 
Frieda; the Aerial Butterfly; Brownie 
Silverlake, the producing clown; the 
Schoda_ Sisters, Europe’s greatest 
lady gymnasts; the Francis Peasley 
trio performing feats of strerigth and 
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idurance; the Sanders Trio, comedy 
xcrobats; and trained high school 
iorses led by that famous horse, Col. 
ack, with Ethel Kirtley as rider. 

The season of 1934 marked the 
forty-seventh annual tour of the 
RICE BROS. CIRCUS. Bigger and 
better than ever, it brought to the 
American public a fast moving show 
featuring such well-known artists as 
Captain Frank Zonga and Miss Wal- 
lace with their trained liberty ponies; 
Sakroto, Japanese acrobat and equil- 
ibrist; Captain John Schwarz and 
Miss Dolly Bell with their perform- 
ing elephants; Miss Bennie Slaughter 
and her wonderful flock of trained 
pigeons; Sascurum on the bounding 
rope; and Harold and Ellen Saunders, 
wire artists. A big wild west show 
followed the main performance with 
a wrestling match as the added 
attraction. 

And thus it was with some of the 
American circuses in 1934. For the 
nation’s economic ills they offered 
the only panacea they knew best — 
a clean show, lots of laughs, lots of 
thrills, and a brief forgetting of 
every day worries in the glamour and 
hoop-la of spangle-land.

old pictures cleaned up. In most large 
cities the public art galleries are 
ready and willing to offer sugges- 
tions about the possibilities of restor- 
ation and its advisability, in their 
interest of the preservation of good 
art. 

Given some desirable pictures, the 
antique dealer is often at a loss for 
display. There are severe limitations 
to the number that may be hung in 
the average shop at any time. Even 
if sold merely as a better-than-aver- 
age picture, a painting that might 
bring in at best a couple of hundred 
dollars requires several feet of wall 
space. The same space used for a 
cabinet of choice glassware or china, 
or collector’s items, has potential 
sales many times the possible income 
from the, sale of one painting. 

But a good painting, attractively 
displayed, helps to. sell the furniture 
and bric-a-brac that surrounds it. A 
well-displayed picture adds lustre to 
the candlesticks below, the clock on 
the mantel, and the adjoining sculp- 
ture. With all respect to the school of 
thought that maintains that the best 
way to sell good things is to obscure 
them, I maintain that the best mer- 
chandisers are those who display 
things to best advantage. “Appeal,” 
even in antiques, doesn’t thrive in 
dusty corners and dark cellars. 

Paintings are especially vulnerable 
to inadequate light. Inherent in their 
virtues is their ability to reflect 
light. Colors as we see them are due 
to absorption of certain spectra of 
‘ight, and reflection of the others. 
The lasting beauty of the works of 
the old masters is due in large part 
‘o the translucence of the pigments, 
oils and varnishes with which they 
were painted, and their permanence. 


Under lights, they continue to glow 
with a richness and beauty that many 
oils of more recent origin cannot 
achieve. 

Any painting is better under a 
suitable light. Lighting is the first 
requirement, and it must be not only 
of the right shade and intensity, but 
also from the right direction. We 
have a great deal more help available 
today in this than in years gone by, 
in numerous shades of color in spot- 
lights, floods and fluorescent lights, 
but only by experimentation can the 
best results be achieved. 

All paintings are to some extent 
originals, even though some are, in 
fact, merely copies of other paintings. 
Not so very long ago reproductions 
of pictures could only be done by 
hand, and was very often done by the 
self-same artist who painted the or- 
iginals. Considering the variety of 
subiects and differences in likes and 
dislikes of the average “snooper” in 
antique shops it is small wonder that 
paintings are proverbially slow ta 
sell. But given time and adequate 
display (if they are not over-priced) 
there is no reason why paintings 
should not be a good source of in- 
come in their own right,‘ as well as 
helping, by reflected glory, to sell a 
lot of other antiques.

Battistini applied to the interpreta- 
tion of songs. 

To me, his Milan G & T’s are his 
best. He made them at 51, an age at 
which many singers are content to 
rest on their laurels. The voice is 
still there, honey-sweet, flowing, pliant 
and firm; and save for a few tell-tale 
notes, still youthful and beautiful. 
All fourteen are operatic selections; 
some, like “Zampa,” “Don Sebasti- 
ano” and “Martha” but seldom heard. 
Each is a valuable and worthwhile 
acquisition, especially “Ernani”— 
de verdanni miei, Da quel di and Vieni 
meco; “Martha”’—“I] mio Lionel; 
“Don Sebastiano”—O Lisbona; “Dan- 
nazione di Faust”—Su queste rose 
and “La Favorita”’—A tanto amor. 
These in particular have caught the 
ineffable mellifluousness of his voice, 
his suavity of delivery and his state- 
liness of line. 

A part he particularly liked and 
which was made to order for him, 
was that of the King in “Ernani,” 
and his O de’ verd’anni miei from this 
work explains, in part at least, why 
he drove audiences and critics alike 
into a state of delirious frenzy. Such 
wealth of nectareous tone, such regal 
bearing. In Vieni meco and Dae quel 
di, with Corsi, we get a taste of Bat- 
tistini’s almost sighed a ftor di lab- 
bro, a vocal treasure unknown nowa- 
days. Lo vedreno, o veglio audace is 
another fine record and O Sommo 
Carlo complete the evidence of one of 
Battistini’s finest impersonations. 

His A tanto amor is the only rec- 
ord of this piece that properly con- 
veys the bitterness of the King of 
Castile’s words to his mistress, be- 
cause of the tonal inflections given by 
Battistini. All the other baritones 
make it sound as if Alfonso is mak- 
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ing sweet love to Leonora. Well, he 
isn’t. The words have a double mean- 
ing. For Leonora they spell her roy- 
al lover’s resentment and reproach at 
her change of heart, for the unsus- 
pecting Fernando they seem to be the 
king’s approval of his desire to mar- 
ry his lady-fair. A difficult role that 
Battistini carries but masterfully. 
When “Martha” is given, Il mio Lion- 
el is usually omitted. Why? goodness 
knows, probably because it’s one of 
the best pieces in the score — but, of 
course, it must be sung as Battistini 
sings it. Other specimens of Battis- 
tini’s vocal skill are “Zampa’”—Per 
che tremar and “Un Ballo in Mas- 
chera”—E7ri tu and Alla vita — as 
fine as any but showing a marked 
deficiency in the lower region of the 
voice. Not so in his nephew’s “Per 
la Patria”’—Bella Italia which he 
sings with forcefulness and patriotic 
fervor. 

And finally the “Don Giovanni” 
duet with Corsi. His recitative alone 
is enough to make the record prized. 
Here is found the perfect execution 
of the beautiful art of musical patter 
and as done by Battistini and his 
kind, this “spoken singing” often ac- 
quires a beauty superior to that of the 
piece which follows it. And the sug- 
gestiveness he injects into his lines... 
The duet itself is 'well sung, Battis- 
tini’s voice being in the foreground— 
reversing the rule of giving promi- 
nence to the voice carrying the mel- 
ody — with him, however, something 
not to be resented since one would 
rather listen to him than to most of 
his recording partners. 

The years 1911, 1912 and 1913 
brought forth another goodly number 
of Battistini’s discs, some quite fine 
and some less appealing. For curiosity, 
if nothing else, it is of interest to 
hear his three excerpts from “Quo 
Vadis?” as Battistini was quite fond 
of portraying Petronius. 

More recordings followed in 1921 
and in 1923, of new selections but also 
some repetitions of items he incised 
before — not always a wise thing to 
do since it inevitably invites compar- 
isons which may not always favor the 
later effort. As with other singers 
who have recorded over a long per- 
iod of time, the last records are col- 
lected mostly as a tribute to a great 
voice no longer at its best, or by 
enthusiasts like myself who wish 
complete sets of records of their pre- 
ferred artists. 

The voice we hear on Battistini’s 
records is one of the few links we 
have with that great age of vocal 
titans and we must be grateful that 
it also produced the minds capable of 
inventing the device that perpetuated 
at least flashes of the art of singing 
as it 'was meant to be — something 
utterly beautiful, best expressed in 
Mattia Battistini’s own words: “Come 
il sole colora i fiori, cosi Varte colora 
la vita.”

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Jonah and the Whale Bank 


By F. H. GRIFFITH 


An added point of interest in collecting mechanical 
banks is the historical aspect connected with certain of 
them, They form a special group unto themselves and 
these will be dealt with in subsequent articles as we are 
concerned with one in particular at this point that has 
both historical and biblical] reference. This is Jonah And 
The Whale, No. 20 in our listing. 


There has existed some degree of confusion about 
Jonah And The Whale as there are two types that were 
made. One is quite rare and the other is more or less 
common. Their operation’ is entirely different and ap- 
pearance-wise they don’t look anything alike. Then too, 
the more common type has the name Jonah And The 
Whale cast on the side in very large letters while the 
rarer type has no name inscribed on it. At present we 
are concerned with the rare specimen as shown, and the 
other type will be covered in a future article. 


The bank shown is inthe excellent collection of Andrew 

merine, one of the pioneer collectors of mechanical 
banks, and through his courtesy he furnished certain in- 
formation about the bank. 


Unfortunately, to date, there exists no information as 
to the origin of the bank. There are no markings or 
patent dates on the bank and no patent papers or cata- 
logs have appeared describing or picturing it. It is even 
difficult to date the time or period of the bank’s manu- 


facture. Mr. Emerine obtained the bank from an antique 
dealer, Robert Beveridge of Albany, N. Y., in the middle 
1930’s. It was the first one to turn up at the time and, 
of course, created quite a sensation among the mechan- 
ical banking clan. 


The bank shown is in mint condition in all respects 
and undoubtedly was never in a child’s possession for 
any length of time. It operates as follows: A coin is 
placed in the small boat-shaped holder located by the 
whale’s tail, then the lever, located midway on the base 
beside the. whale, is pressed. The boat-shaped holder 
shoots forward and the coin drops through a slot into 
the square-shaped receptacle located under the whale. 
At the same time, the whale opens its large mouth and 
the head and shoulders of Jonah emerge,.from the whale 
face up. The whale also flips its tail up in the air during 
the action. To reset the bank a small knob-like lever 
located at the end of the tail is pulled back and the 
figure of Jonah goes back inside the whale. 


The bank is painted in attractive colors. The top of 
the base in front of the whale is a replica of the sea- 
shore with stones, shells, and a turtle, all painted in 
natural colors. From there back, blue waves are shown. 
The whale is a true whale color with red eyes and light 
color underneath the jaws. Jonah’s face is painted natur- 
ally and he has a black cloak. The sides and ends of 
the base are a dull red with gold trim. 
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The bank is a very rare and interesting item and dif- 
ficult to find. Apparently a limited number were manu- 
factured and it must not have sold too well originally. 
Perhaps the subject matter of Jonah coming out of the 
whale didn’t appeal to the public but, of course, this 
makes it all the more interesting to the collector today. 
The opposite is true of the other Jonah And The Whale 
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and it obviously had wide popular appeal in the period 
of being on the market. 

It might be well to note that the rare Jonah And The 
Whale is often referred to as Jonah And The Whale 
On Pedestal and Jonah And The Whale-Jonah Emerges 
From Whale. So far there are only two of these banks 
known to exist in private collections.

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Kate Greenaway’s Valentines 


By CARROLL ALTON MEANS 


PART IV 





One of the books illustrated by Kate Greenaway, 
which was over-looked by Messrs. Speilmann and Layard, 
is “Flowers & Fancies, Valentines Ancient and Modern,” 
by B, Montgomerie Ranking and Thomas K. Tully, F. R. 
H. S., “With Illustrations in Colour by Kate Greenaway.” 
London: Marcus Ward & Co., 1882. This small volume 
(24mo.) appeared in red or blue morocco gift bindings 
with gilt edges, or in cloth binding with fancy embossed 
decoration, including a round vignette derived from one 
of the four illustrations in the book. Another edition 
appeared in 1883, which suggests that the volume was 
well-received. In the Meacham sale in 1921, two copies 
were included (lots 100° and 101). 

Unlike the second “Quiver of Love,’ which we have 
already mentioned, “Flowers & Fancies’” was issued 
giving full credit to Kate Greenaway as the illustrator. 
She was not commissioned to do the work for this par- 
ticular volume, since the illustrations were the property 
of Marcus Ward & Co., having been made during the 
period of her employment by them.

They were first used for the “Calendar of the Sea- 
sons for 1876,” each illustration representing one of 
the seasons. It should be recalled that Gleeson White, 
in his article in “The Studio,” mentioned “the calendars 
published by Marcus Ward” and specifically “a set, ‘The 
Four Seasons;’ also a calendar with four designs issued 
separately as cards.” This is possibly the set he referred 
to, because it appeared as a set of four small valentines 
with fancy frame including a legend, “Love’s Greeting,” 
at the top and a two-line verse at the bottom. The size 
of the illustrations, in gold and colors, on both calendar 
and valentines, is 2%” x34". 

The same illustrations (cut to 2%”x38%”) were at- 
tached lightly at the bottom to large illuminated cards 
with embossed and scalloped edges. The illumination, 
(45¢” x 636”) is a “lilies and doves” design with upright 
verse panel in the center, outlined in gold or silver with 
graduated tones of blue, green and yellow in the back- 
ground. The illumination is evidently the work of Kate 
Greenaway as it includes such evidence as the ‘toad 
stool” flowers, which are to be found in many of her 
early drawings. 

The verses were printed on the backs of the smaller 
cards and are identical to those appearing in the panels 
of the larger illuminated cards. They also appear in the 
book, with title and credit line for the author. These 
verses do not include the two-line verses on the smaller 
cards, which are more descriptive of the scenes and 
hence are used to identify the four valentines. The four 
subjects in the “Flowers & Fancies” set are as follows: 


1. Spring “Through the meadows we will stray” 
2. Summer “Flow’rets, flow’rets tell me pray” 
3. Autumn “Among the cornsheaves lovers meet” 
4. Winter “The snow that all around we see” 


In the book, No. 1 faces p. 20 and the verse is “A 
Spring Holiday;” No. 2 is the frontispiece with verse, 
“Yea or Nea,” on p. 55; No. 8 faces p. 86. on which 
appears the verse, “Love Stories;” and No. 4 faces p. 
134 on which is the verse “Love In Winter.” All of the 
verses were written by Julia Goddard. 


We could stop here with our description of the “Flow- 
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ers & Fancies” set were it not for the fact that Marcus 
Ward & Co. re-used the designs in their “Calendar of 
the Seasons” for 1883. These illustrations are slightly 
smaller (2”x2%”) with new backgrounds in full color 
added. The frame is composed of attractively arranged 
floral-boughs with birds and butterflies in gold and sil- 
ver on a yellow background. Whether Kate Greenaway 
assisted in the revision of the designs is unknown. She 
was not given the credit of her initials for the work. 

A group of valentines less conclusively of Kate Green- 
away design is the one which we will call the “Children 
on Flowers” set. Collectors in this country and abroad 
have not failed to note “her peculiar charm” in the 
composition of these valentines and have included them 
in their collections without any other proof that they 
were her work. The series was popular and, in this 
country, was reproduced for use as advertising cards. 

In addition to the fact that the children depicted are 
typically Greenaway, and that the floral work compares 
with the work on cards known to have been designed by 
her, we have the comforting knowledge that these vai- 
entines were produced by Marcus Ward & Co. in much 
the same manner as other valentines of the period. It 
is not likely that the firm would have employed another 
artist to do work similar to hers. 


The valentines were produced in two sizes, small 
(2%"x3%") illustrations on plain cards with fancy 
gold frames; and large (8%”x4%”) illustrations on 
gold-embossed and scalloped edge cards of the type used 
for many of the valentines previously mentioned. The 
verses were printed on the backs of the cards. One 
example, however, is composed of a large card with green 
cloth ruffle mounted on a tan, 8vo. folder with gold lace 
paper as an extra underlying frame. The verse is printed 
on the inside fly-leaf of the folder. 
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The valentines in the “Children on Flowers” set, with 
identifying flower and first line of verse, are as follows: 
1. Pansy “A Fairy told me that my darling slept” 

2. Primrose “My Love she is an Elfin Queen” 
8. Daffodil “Ah! Yes you mocked me when I pled” 
4, Flowering thorn, Peach or Almond 

a. “A Little boy sat on a thorn” or 

b. “In the spring-time of the year” 


We have no evidence to show that these illustrations 
were used in a book. It seems quite obvious after read- 
ing the verses that they were intended to be valentines, 
but in the case of other valentine subjects, the cards 
were also used for New Year’s and Birthday purposes. 


The verse of No. 3, entitled “A Haughty Beauty,” by 
Edgar Berrie, is to be found on p. 153 of “Flowers & 
Fancies.” The second verse (b.) used on No. 4 is en- 
titled “Spring Memories,” by the same author, and is 
to be found on p. 43 of the same book. In connection 
with No. 4, we have located an additional New Year’s 
verse, signed by “F. G. H.” The three verses describe 
the flower as a, “flowering thorn;” b. “peach;” and ec. 
“almond.” Perhaps this is what is known as “poetic 
license.” 


We have been unable to locate the remaining verses, 
or the names of the authors. It seems obvious that the 
verses were written to fit the designs and that, despite 
the lack of conclusive proof, these were original, fanci- 
ful designs by Kate Greenaway. 


Our next subject will be the “Children by Pond” series, 
which is one of the best done by Kate Greenaway during 
her early period. We will also discuss the early “Page 
Boy” set and the later “Children in Ulsters” set.

According to the Chinese, the use 
of silk dates from 2650 B.C. and the 
first patron of the silkworm was 
Hoang-Ti, Third Emperor of China 
and his Empress, Si-Ling-Chi. She 
was the first practical breeder and 
silk reeler, and so beneficial to the 
nation was her work, that her sub- 
jects bestowed the title of Goddess of 
the Silkworms on her, and the Con- 
Con Feast was celebrated during the 
season in which the eggs hatched. 


Silk culture from that time one was 
one of the cherished secrets of China, 
and the headquarters was in the 
Province of Chen Tong, where it was 
produced for the royal family. 


When it became an article of ex- 
port, long journeys were made by 
caravans taking eight months for the 
trip to Syria. The price there, how- 
ever, more than paid expenses of the 
journey and left a profit for the 
merchants. 


In this manner for a thousand 
years the Chinese sent silks to Persia, 
and from there it was exported to 
western nations. So carefully was the 
secret guarded, that it is believed 
Aristotle was the first person to learn 
the true origin of silk from Persia. 


Commenting on silk, on the return 
of Alexander’s victorious army, he 
described the silkworm as a “horned 
insect” passing through several trans- 
formations which produced “bomby- 
kia.” ; 

For 500 years after Aristotle’s

SILKS 


By D. TUDOR HARRELL 


igin of silk among the Greeks and 
Romans was that it was either fleece 
which grew on a tree, thus confus- 
ing it with cotton, or a fibre ob- 
tained from the inner bark of a tree, 
the product of some plant or flower, 
perhaps milkweed. 

In the 6th century, A.D. all the 
raw silk was being imported from 
China via Persia, and when the Em- 
peror Justinian, having been at war 
with Persia found his supply of raw 
silk cut off, he was in great distress. 
A crisis was averted by two Nestor- 
ian monks who came from China 
with the seed of the mulberry tree 
and a knowledge of rearing worms. 
No one, on penalty of death, was 
allowed to export the eggs, but in 
A.D. 555, they concealed a quantity 
of them in their pilgrim’s staffs. 


Justinian gave control of the silk 
industry to his own treasurer. Weav- 
ers were brought from Tyre and 
Berytus to manufacture silk, and the 
whole production was the property 
of the Emperor. He fixed prices, and 
under his management silk became 
eight times more expensive. The Roy- 
al Purple was 24 times its former 
price. However, this monopoly was 
not of long duration, for Justinian 
died in A.D. 565, and at his death 
the industry spread. 


About the year A.D. 910, silk made 
its appearance in Cordova, Spain, 
being brought there by the Moors. 
From Spain it extended to Greece 
and Italy. Silks were introduced to 
this continent through the Spanish 
Conquest of Mexico and the first 
silkworm eggs were said to have 
sold for $60 per ounce. 


A century later royal orders were 
issued requiring mulberry trees to be 
planted in the Colony of Virginia, 
and a fine of 20 pounds of tobacco 
was imposed for neglect. Fifty pounds 
of tobacco was given as a prize for 
every pound of reeled silk produced. 


Silk culture was introduced in Con- 
necticut as early as 1737, the first 
coat and stockings made from New 
England silk being worn by Govern- 
or Law, and the first dress by his 
daughter in 1750. 


For 84 years this state led all 
others in the amount of raw silk 
produced, and here the first silk mill 
was built, for manufacturing silk 
goods.

Vacations and Art 


Culture is on the rampage — and it 
seems to be fitting into everyone’s 
vacation plans. Witness these two 
New England art galleries which 
cater to the traveler. 

On Cape Cod, long a rallying 
ground for artists, the Mayo Hill 
Galleries in Wellfleet, open from June 
to September, are starting a second 
season of bringing the art of 57th 
Street to the Panama hat circuit, 
Three major shows are scheduled for 
the summer in the attractively mod- 
ern galleries designed by Nathaniel 
Saltonstall, architect, noted private 
art collector, and first president of 
Boston’s Institute of Contemporary 
Art. The emphasis in the galleries 
is on paintings which give the collec- 
tor, young in years and financial 
sinews, an opportunity to start col- 
lecting. 

The galleries are a trinmph of col- 
laboration between artist, architect, 
and landscaper. The galleries face 
north and a glass wall rolls back 
the entire length of a cantilevered 
balcony to give full access to the ex- 
hibition room. The side entrance is 
dominated by a 17-foot outdoor 
fresco, designed by Anne Poor. One 
of the few outdoor frescoes in New 
England, it shows Cape Codders in 
holiday mood, and extends to all an 
invitation to relax. 

Outside, velled paths create 
their own ahstract patterns against 
a grassy background. Further on, 
an outside terrace has been devised 
for showing off sculpture to the best 
advantage. It is shaded by a trellis, 
and at night is floodlit. 

The Mayo Hill Galleries are a three 

hour drive from Boston. You take 
Route 6a, after you pass the Canal. 
From New York, driving time is 
about seven hours. Plane connections 
can be made to Hyannis or Province- 
town. 
, Another successful gallery is run 
in connection with the Publick House 
in Sturbridge, Mass. The Ballroom 
of this 18th Century Coaching 
Tavern has been turned into an ele- 
gant art rom. Exhibitions are 
changed every month throughout the 
year. 

Often the paintings are by New 
England artists which give travellers 
an opportunity to look through the 


artist’s eye at the New England 
scenes they are on their way to see, 
or have just seen. 

Sturbridge also supports an 
art school under the direction of 
Carl Pickhardt, a well known artist 
in his own right, and a former in- 
structor at the Worcester Museum 
School. 

There’s even a threatre in the 
round in this unspoiled, elm-shaded 
village which lies athwart the New 
York-Boston highway, just a few 
miles over the Connecticut State line 
in Massachusetts. 

Europe does not have a monopoly 
on Festivals devoted to the arts. The 
home-grown ones are bustin’ out all 
over... especially in New England. 

Boston last year brought 200,000 
people into the Public Garden to a 
Contempory Festival. This 
year, again backed by the city, the 
sponsors have planned a week-long 
show, June 7 - 14, and expect a turn- 
out of 400,000. All New England 
artists will be invited to enter the 
Festival competition and a jury of 
national experts will select the best 
work for display and prizes. 

The 1953 Festival will run night 
and day with musical events held 
under the stars on the Public Garden. 
Arthur Fiedler and the Boston Pops, 
Boris Goldovsky and the New Eng- 
land Opera Theater will be among 
the music makers. The modern music 
of some of Boston’s finest contem- 
porary composers will also be heard. 

Last year 1,200 artists including 
such famous painters as Karl Zerbe, 
Patrick Morgan, Channing Haire, 
Gardner Cox and Thomas Fransioli 
entered their best work. 


At Old Sturbridge Vilage in Stur- 
bridge, Mass., a summer-long festival 
of folk opera, drama and ballet, the 
first of its kind in northeast U. S. 
will run from July 18 to August 31. 

Stephen Vincent Benet’s famous 
New England classic, “The Devil and 
Daniel Webster,” will be the feature 
of the Festival. The work will be per- 
formed nightly in a natural woodland 
amphitheatre. 

Fashioned after the summer festi- 
vals staged at Central City, Colo., 
the Festival aims to produce recog- 
nized artistic works whose thematic 
material is rooted in New England’s 
history, and to inspire new artistic 
writing expressing the cultural heri- 
tage of the region. 

“The Devil and Daniel Webster,” 
first produced in 1939, was set to 
music by Douglas Moore, head of the 
department of music at Columbia. 
The cast will include leading singers 
from the Metropolitan and New York 
City Center Opera companies. 

Dr. Elmer Nagy, who formerly di- 
rected the Central City Opera Festi- 
val, will stage the Old Sturbridge 
Village productions. Musical director 
will be Moshe Paronov, director of the 
Hartt College of Music and conductor 
of the Hartford Symphony Orchestra. 
Several dance pantomimes will be 
added tu the opera for which Alwin 
Nicolai of the Henry Street Settle- 
ment has been engaged as choreo- 
grapher. 

Old Sturbridge Village is located 
at the intersection of U. S. Route 20 
and New York-Boston Route 15, 150 
miles from New York and 60 from 
Boston.

names of The Children of Israel in 
the Holy Place. 

The breastplate was to be made 
after the 'work of the ephod, a gar- 
ment of linen worn by the Jewish 
high priest over the tunic and outer 
garments. It was sleeveless and di- 
vided below the arm pits, one part 
covering the breast, and the other 
the back. It was richly embroidered 
and bound with a girdle. To each 
shoulder was attached an onyx en- 
graved with the six tribes and set 
in gold ouches, and from these ouches 
depended the breastplate, which was 
jeweled with twelve precious stones. 

It was to be of gold, blue, purple, 
and scarlet, and fine twined linen. 
It was to be foursquare and doubled 
and a span was to be the length, and 
a span the breath thereof.

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Literature 


A fast expanding field is collect- 
ing literature related to the auto- 
motive industry. 

Outstanding in interest are the 
brochures distributed by manufactur- 
ers of cars in the dawn of the indus- 
try. Treasured are the leaflets de- 
scribing the virtues of such self-pro- 
pelled vehicles as the Monarch, Hols- 
man, Duro-Car and Hatfield. Then 
there was the manual given to the 
purchaser of a new car which told the 
owner how to operate and make re- 
pairs on his mechanical masterpiece. 

An excellent means for securing 
pictures and descriptive data on early 
cars is to look through old maga- 
zines. Back files of the Saturday Eve- 
ning Post, for example, record the 
birth, maturity, and decay of many 
cars such as R.C.H., Jackson, Michi- 
gan, and Briscoe. 

Cosmopolitan, Leslie’s Monthly and 
other popular magazines during the 
late ’90’s and early 1900’s had many 
informative articles on the growth 
of the automotive industry, famous 
races, exhibitions and shows. 

Parts catalogs for companies sup- 
plying axles, pistons, and engine 
parts are full of historical informa- 
tion. From them it is possible to 
develop long lists of now forgotten 
cars, with the years in which they 
were produced, their model numbers, 
and other data important for identi- 
fication purposes. 

At the time of the birth of the 
automobile industry there were a 
number of trade magazines devoted 
to the cycle and carriage industry. 
Gradually those publications began to 
include sections on horseless vehicles 
until the time came that their orig- 
inal identity was lost. Publications 
such as Cycle and Automobile Trade 
Journal, Motor, Motor Age, and 
Horseless Age, are fascinating read- 
ing, for in their pages are recorded 
the day by day developments of a 
business which was to change the 
social organization of our nation. 

Going over into the field of books, 
there are at least three classes here. 
First, there are the numerous manu- 
als on car operation put out by such 
writers as Homans, Pagé, and Pem- 
berton. First editions in such books 
are just as sweet to the owner as 
those of any of our more classic 
«authors. Secondly, there are the books

telling of thrilling races around the 
world and across continents. In them 
we can learn of the exploits of such 
cars as the Itala, Zust, and Flying 
Thomas. Third, when the automobile 
was a novelty it was frequently one 
of the main characters in romances. 
“The Lightening Conductor” and “The 
Scarlet Car” are typical of books in 
which the automobile was the main 
support of the plot. 

Not exactly in the field of litera- 
ture are the photographs of early 
care made both by manufacturers 
and by amateurs. From these pic- 
tures can be secured accurate ideas 
as to construction and equipment. 


APPAREL 

Second-hand clothing stores, the 
Salvation Army. and Goodwill Indus- 
ries and antique shops yield such items 
as linen dusters, leather caps, leather 
leggings, gauntlet gloves, and goggles 
to form the basic equipment of the 
automobiliana enthusiast. The wo- 
men, too, wish to have dresses, hats, 
and veils that are authentic for the 
age of the car. Thus, to appear ap- 
propriately garbed at a_ horseless 
carriage meet requires no little re- 
search and effort. 

While six main areas for the col- 
lector of automobiliana have been 
outlined it should not be felt that the 
entire scope has been covered. The 
people who go in for collecting in 
the automotive field show just as 
many strange leads and unusual in- 
terests as in any other area of col- 
lecting. A jeweler collects old time 
auto clocks. Someone else has a great 
enthusiasm for ignition coils and al-

The statue, excavated by Dr. Mat- 
thew W. Stirling, director of the 
Smithsonian’s Bureau of American 
Ethnology, was in fragments. The 
pieces were mingled with the bones 
of a child. Apparently the figure haa 
been deliberately smashed as an of- 
fering at some important ancient In- 
dian ceremony. After several years of 
laborious work, the statue now had 
been pieced together by experts at 
the Museo Nacional of Mexico. It 
proved to be an extraordinary piece 
of artistry, according to a report of 
Dr. Philip Drucker, of the Bureau of 
American Ethnology, just published 
by the Smithsonian. The restored 
statue is nearly three feet high. It 
is that of an old man carrying on 
his head a brazier, such as was used 
by the Aztecs to carry burning coals. 

Once the statue was restored, says 
Dr. Drucker, it was not difficult to 
identify it with the fire god known 
to the Aztecs as Xiuhtecutii, a sort 
of Mexican Prometheus, the most im- 
portant of the minor gods whose cult 
flourished during the time of the 
Aztecs through the Valley of Mexico. 
He also was known as Huehueteotl, 
the old, old god—the most ancient of 
the Aztec divinities, upon whose aged 
body the job of carrying fire to the 
world was heavy. 

The Indian who made the statue, 
some five or six centuries before the 
coming ot Cortez, was a master art- 
ist. He knew all the tricks of con- 
veying the sense of great age through 
suggestion. There are sharp-peaked 
indentations above and below the eyes 
which throw heavy shadows, giving 
the effect of deep sockets from which 
the heavy-lidded eyes bulge. The 
deeply incised lines about the face 
suggest both the wrinkles of age and 
grimaces caused by the physical 
strain of carrying the heavy brazier. 
The arms and legs are unmistakably 
the scrawny limbs of a very old man. 
The shoulders are hunched, the back 
bent to an almost deformed angle to 
support the great weight. 

The discovery of this fine speci- 
men not only gives us a new master- 
piece of ancient American art but 
demonstrates that predecessors of the 
Aztecs in the highlands of Mexico ex- 
tended their influence to the Gulf 
Coast more than 500 years before 
the followers of Montezuma did the 
same. 


Lincolniana 


Bernard J. Losh, writing in the 
March 22, 1953 issue of the Dayton 
(Ohio) Daily News, points out the 
incontrovertable evidence that Lin- 
coln’s parents were legally wedded, 
and that the evidence has now been 
documented by George W. Head, a 
descendant of the minister who mar- 
ried them. 

During Lincoln’s lifetime the evi- 
dence could not be found even by 
Lincoln himself because Rev. Jesse 
Head, a circuit riding minister, had 
filed the record in another county. 
Thus the record of the marriage in 
Hardin County, was instead filed in 
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Washington County, Ky., where the 
minister lived. 

This gave opportunity for the rise 
of a rumor, probably started by Lin- 
coln’s political enemies in the late 
1850’s, that Lincoln was illegitimate. 
It was in 1859, Mr. Head relates, that 
Lincoln attempted and failed to find 
the marriage record of his parents. 

Mr. Head, a great-great-grandson 
of the Rev. Head, who is advertising 
and sales promotion manager of the 
National Cash Register Co. has un- 
dertaken, as a personal duty, to still 
the old rumor, which still crops up 
today. 

As recently as last October, Mr. 
Head reports, he forwarded photo- 
static copies of the record to the Chi- 
cago Historical Society, whose en- 
thusiasm, he felt, indicated that that 
institution had not known of this 
proof, 

The truth of the Lincoln marriage 
in 1806 had been a tradition in the 
Head family and, George Head, hear- 
ing the rumor crop up at a club 
meeting, determined to make a sur- 
vey. It was as a result of this in- 
vestigation that the record was dis- 
covered. And, he says, “I am contin- 
ually meeting people who are deeply 
interested in Lincoln and have read 
much about him, but who still be- 
lieve the false rumor that his parents 
were never married.” 

The original log cabin in which 
the Lincolns were married was moved 
from the original site at Beechland, 
Washington County in 1912, to the 
Pioneer Memorial State park at Har- 
rodsburg, Ky. Here, in 1922, a monu- 
ment was also dedicated to the Rev. 
Jesse Head and his wife, the circuit 
rider who performed the ceremony. 


Antiques Hunting 
in Virginia 

One of the best known antique 
hunters in western Virginia is Mrs. 
A. M. Goodwin of Clifton Forge, ac- 
cording to a recent story in the Rich- 
mond Times-Dispatch. 

Recently she received a letter ad- 
dressed only to “The Antic Lady” at 
the local post-office. 

Mrs. Goodwin and her 1929 Ford 
convertible negotiate hundreds of 
miles of the back trails, visiting 
thousands of homes from mansions 
to hovels. She is welcome whereever 
she goes, and she often takes her 
ukulele along to entertain, 

As a child she played around famed 
old “Reveille,” then more than 150 
years old. She was even named for 
the late Mrs. Elizabeth Crutchfield 
Blair, gracious mistress of that his- 
toric home. 

Mrs. Goodwin keeps her collection 
in a special room, which is only 
shown to interested persons. She has 
hundreds of pieces including a cuckoo 
clock, Bisque figurines and glass 
items. ;

A Visit toa 
SCIENTIFIC WONDERLAND

The Willis Michael Collection, York, Pa. 


The last article (Part VI) was de- 
devoted exclusively to the Hahn 
Planetarium clock and we will now 
resume our leisurely travels through 
the famous Willis Michael collection. 


Illustration No. 33. Here again is 
something very different and, of 
course, rare and unusual. It is the 
Jupiter musical clock. This piece is 
undoubtedly of German origin and is 
altogether impressive in size, the 
beautiful graining in the mahogany 
case and its mechanical performance. 

The dial is unusually small and en- 
tirely out of proportion to the mas- 
sive construction of the case. It is 
set in a painted background and sur- 
rounded by fantastic paintings of 
witches and goblins in the four 
spandrels. It should be noted that the 
hands are beautifully designed and 
pierced. 

The distinguishing features of the 
clock are of course the musical and 
mechanical attachments. The figures 
of six soldiers stand in the open stage 
above the dial. On the hour, the fig- 
ures raise trumpets to their lips and 
perform an oscillating movement in 
unison ‘while organ music, played on 
pipes inside the case, creates the il- 
lusion that the figures are actually 
playing trumpets. The entire per- 
formance is striking and extremely 
fascinating. 


At the moment, I know of only one 
other similar clock in a private col- 
lection. They are often found in 
museums but are too large and ex- 
pensive for a collection in small 
quarters. The wide expanse of the 
Michael clock room accommodates it 
nicely and the appearance of dispro- 
portion is not apparent. 


The movement and mechanical feat- 
ures of this clock are of brass and 
power is supplied by two very heavy 
weights. 

The Jupiter clock is a _ distinct 
rarity and is a most interesting 
specimen. 




















Illustration No. 84. Some have 
hastily called this a Viennese mon- 
strosity. I do not agree in any sense 
with this description. To me, it is 
something completely different and No. 34 
as such it is fascinating.

This clock did undoubtedly origi- 
nate in Vienna and is typical of the 
Viennese decorative design of the 
Hapsburg reign. It must be studied 
carefully if one is to understand anc 
appreciate the intricacy and beauty 
of its details. 

The entire case is of hand ham- 
mered dull brass and the sunburst 
is of polished and lacquered brass as 
are the lightning flashes that appear 
below the spread eagle. Both the 
eagle and the mask below it are most 
interesting. The remainder of the case 
is made up of flowers and foliage in 
endless profusion. The dial and 
hands, of course, complete the whole 
lavish design. 

This clock probably dates some- 
where in the Victorian period:and my 
guess would class it as circa 1810 to 
1830. That is little more than a guess 
based on some of the design features. 

There are smailer specimens of 
clocks somewhat similar in design 
and of the size for table or mantel 
use. I have never seen another of 
the magnificent size of this one. 
Similar ones might be found in the 
middle European countries but it is 
my opinion that one will rarely be 
seen on this side of the Atlantic 
Ocean. 


Illusteation No. 35. We now come 
across a very interesting early Amer- 
ican long case clock made by William 
Crane in the vicinity of Boston. 

I find a slight difficulty in dating 
this clock since William Crane is 
listed as a clockmaker at Canton, 
Mass., circa 1780, and at Stoughton, 
Mass., circa 1800. One would incline 
to the opinion that this is a Canton 
specimen and consequently of the 
earlier origin. 


The case is of pine and beautifully 
hand grained. This feature would 
indicate the earlier origin. 


There are many design features of 
this clock that vary greatly from the 
traditional American long case, or 
grandfather, clock. If I did not know 
of its American origin, I would, at 
first glance, give it a continental 
background. It has a coarse type of 
French feet instead of ogee, bracket 
or ball feet usually seen in American 
cases. I have a Henry Hahn, Read- 
ing, Pa., clock in my collection with 
thinner and more graceful French feet 
but nevertheless the French foot was 
seldom used in American cases. The 
quarter columns, do not extend the 
full length of the waist as is usual 
in American cases and they are fin- 
ished with brass capitals. The pendu- 
lum door is rectangular instead of 
the Queen Anne arch or some other 
shaping at the top. The separated 
pillars of the hood are finished with 
brass capitals. The crown is rounded 
rather than scrolled and is sur- 
mounted by fretwork strikingly like 
that found on many English cases. 
The two side finials are of brass and 
in keeping with the period. The cen- 
ter finial surmounted by a spread 
eagle is unusual in a long case clock. 
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The dial is, of course, hand painted 
on metal and is nicely decorated in 
the spandrels. The hands are excep- 
tionally good. The usual curved date 
slot appears below the winding holes 
and there is a second hand. In the 
opening above the dial a ship floats 
on a painted ocean and rocks with the 
pendulum swing; a feature widely 
used in English clocks. 

This is undoubtedly an American 
made clock. One may say, however, 
that it reveals exceptionally strong 
English influences in design, which 
makes it all the more interesting. 


Illustration No. 36. Here is indeed 
a fine example of a London made 
clock in an exquisitely carved ma- 
hogany case with a good brass dial. 

Mr. Michael lists this clock as 
made by George Burgess, circa 1745. 
My references list only one George 
Burgess of London (Cheapside) who 
‘was apprenticed in 1770 and a mem- 
ber of The Clockmakers Company 
from 1780 to 1795. Reference lists 
of watch and clockmakers are not 
always dependable and often vary 
considerably in the data given. Mr. 
Michael may very well be right in 
his dating of this clock. He is a care- 
ful and thorough student of the sub- 
ject. Actually, a study of the hands, 
the dial markings and the decorations 
in the spandrels would indicate an 
early eighteenth century dating. 

I note a tendency on the part of 
many Americans to a decided prefer- 
ence for painted dials in the grand- 
father type of clock and this is diffi- 
cult for me to understand. All of the 
earliest and best long case clocks 
were fitted with brass dials. The 
brass dial is consequently older and 
better than the painted dial with a 
few rare exceptions. Ernest L. Ed- 
wards in his book “The Grandfather 
Clock” makes the following state-

Coronation 
Dolls 


By LUELLA TILTON HART 


On February 24 there was a public 
showing of approved coronation sou- 
venirs at the Tea Centre on Lower 
Regent Street, London, England. 

For this one coronation, Queen 
Elizabeth II has permitted the copy- 
ing of any Royal Emblem on any 
souvenir, except objects of transient 
nature, Heretofore, the Lord Cham- 
berlain’s office has always passed 
on all coronation souvenirs. The red 
tape and restrictions involved, cre- 
ated a lack of production. As a re- 
sult there was a loss of revenue for 
the Kingdom. 

This year, the Board of Industrial 
Design at the instigation of the Board 
of Trade, has taken over the souven- 
ir problem. At no previous coronation 
has the shopping public had an oppor- 
tunity to see in advance a display 
of the best in souvenirs before mak- 
ing its choice. 

Up to February 23, there were

2,544 submissions. Of these 966 were 
approved, 118 provisionally approved. 
Those not approved will be sold but 
the dealers who will supply the buy- 
ing public have had an opportunity 
to see in advance a display of all 
souvenirs and thus make a more 
worthy choice.

Mr. Ottenberg has written the fol- 
lowing about this beautiful Queen 
Model: 

“The following details about this 
special doll, approved by the Council 
of Industrial Design, are of interest 
to the collector. She is approximately 
12 inches high. Her robes are of 
purple velvet, ermaline edged, gold 
braid, crown and cipher and ermaline 
shoulder cape, are made as near as 
possible as those to be worn by her 
Majesty. Her dress is of gold lamee, 
lavishly bejeweled, showing Tudor 
roses, thistles, shamrocks and daffo- 
dils, standing for England, Scotland, 
Ireland and Wales respectively. 

“The authorities concerned, were 
very helpful in giving us information 
as to robes, insignia, etc., but we 
could not obtain any details about 
Her Majesty’s dress, and it was left 
to our discretion how to make it. The 
Imperial Crown is made of gilted 
metal studded with stones, 

“We are making a limited issue of 
150 pieces, each accompanied by a 
certificate showing the number of the 
individual doll and total issue. The 
greater part of our production has 
already been bespoken. Our London 
customers were so much interested 
in this coronation souvenir, that most 
of them wanted to have the total 
issue for resale. The sculptured head 
bears a nice resemblance to Her Ma- 
jesty.” 

Hamley’s Toy Store, Regent Street, 
London, take orders for this doll. 

The other approved and beautiful 
doll shown at the Tea Centre is the 
mode] of Her Majesty Elizabeth II 
created by the artists of the Chelsea 
Art Doll Makers of Carlyle Square 
S. W. 3. London. 

With the photograph of this doll 
came a photostatic copy of the per- 
mits granted, together with informa- 
tion all collectors wish when they 
acquire a doll of rare value. 

Quoting the information given by 
Captain Xavier Puslowski, director 
of the Chelsea Art Doll Makers: 

“The miniature figure of Elizabeth 
II shown at the Tea Centre has been 
produced by us with the collabora- 
tion of the following English, Polish 
and Italian artists: design and robes, 
Halima Naleez; sculpture, Mario Ric- 
ciardi; colouring and figure, Mary 
Nicoll; regalia, Felix Stawinski; 
postishes, Peter Isaia. 

“As you can see from the adjoined 
photostat, a permit by the Privy 
Purse has been granted as far: back 
as August 1952, but it took over six 
months of hard experiments before 
we achieved the final result. 

“Six sculptors commissioned by us 
for the model of the Queen’s head 
have failed to satisfy our require- 
ments. Finally Mario Ricciardi pre- 
duced this happy blend of resem- 
blance, beauty and charm.

“We are, however, turning out a 
cheaper model in which, although the 
appearance is identical, the body will 
be made of an unbreakable compound 
cast from moulds taken from Mary 
Nicoll’s model. This figure will cost 
U. S. A. $100. The robes and regalia, 
postishes and coloring will be hand 
made identically as the model you 
have seen. 

“There will also be a third model 
made exclusively to order and priced 
U. S. A $3800. In this model Mary 
Nicoll will hand model every single 
figure and finish it to highest pos- 
sible perfection. These models will be 
numbered. 

“The overall height of each figure 
is 18 inches including the red velvet 
covered base, of 12 inches diameter. 

“Our bank is: Lloyds Bank Ltd., 
112 & 114 High Street, Kensington, 
London W. 8. and orders accompanied 
with a letter of credit should be sent 
to this bank.” 

Coronation dolls may be obtained 
after coronation until the end of the 
year 1953. After that time it is im- 
possible to order them unless the 
Queen further relaxes regulations of 
past years. There has been a rule in 
England that representations of roy- 
alty may be made only during the 
year of coronation and not again 
until after the death of the ruler. 

A third collector doll of this cor- 
onation is the representation of Eliz- 
abeth II made by the home-workers 
employed by the Liberty Company 
Ltd., of Regent Street, London. The 
demand far exceeds the supply on 
these dolls. They are not shown 
among coronation souvenirs as none 
will be available except through Krug 
Importers here in the United States. 
The doll was granted recognition, 
however, and Liberty of London are 
proud of their Queen doll. 

Many other nice coronation dolls 
are available. They are not portraits 
of the Royal couple, but they repre- 
sent peers and peeresses of the Realm 
as well as church dignitaries and mil- 
itary figures taking part in the cor- 
onation or in the procession.

Dauphin Doll 


The Dauphin doll is not lost, re- 
port readers who saw the article in 
the November, 1952 HOBBIES, writ- 
ten by Clara H. Fawcett. 

It now reposes in the Nantucket 
Historical Association on exhibit in 
the Fair Street Museum on the is- 
land. 

According to the article, “A Wax 
Doll of the Dauphin,” the doll was 
created as a likeness of the lost 
prince, the son of Louis XVI and 
Marie Antoinette, at the time he was 
secreted. A woman, probably a nun, 
made the doll which was finally 
brought to the United States by a 
sea captain, Jonathan Coffin, for his 
little girl in 1785. 

The face was originally painted as 
a likeness to the prince who, al- 
though he was declared to have died 
in prison, also was rumored to have 
fled France secretly.

In the United States May Day is 
celebrated in schools throughout the 
land. Many colleges and universities 
have elaborate festivities with spec- 
ia] ceremonies that have grown to 
be almost a tradition. 


An old belief among the peasants 
of Europe was that when cows ate 
grass in pastures where many butter- 
cups bloomed, the deep coloring of 
the flowers made the butter yellow. 
For thousands of years, flowers have 
had a special significance in the lives 
of men. They are usually associated 
with important occasions such as 
weddings and funerals, and are used 
to bring beauty to the home. 


Flowers have different . meanings 
in their silent language. The rose is 
for love, the daisy for innocence, the 
eamellia for loveliness, the thistle for 
sterness, the day lily for coquetry, 
and the pansy for thoughts. Ferns 
are not flowers, but they are often 
found on old buttons. They stand for 
fascination. 


One of the loveliest and most com- 
mon of the bouquets of flowers found 
pictured on buttons is the urn shaped 
vase filled with blossoms, A wooden 
button in black with a large rose in 
the center is one of the older flower 
buttons. A lovely bouquet or corsage 
pictures two open roses with a daisy 
between, sprays of dainty grasses 
in the background, and a ribbon tied 
around the stems. Another unusually 
fine example is of brass, with an 
open work border studded with cut 
steels and a finely detailed rose in 
the center. A large poinsettia is 
worked out in enamel, in gold, blue, 
and red. Many of the flower buttons 
can be found in four or five differ- 
ent sizes. 


When rainy days keep children in- 
doors, it is a good time for mothers 
to bring out the boxes of old buttons 
which they have acquired and let the 
youngsters make bouquets of flower 
buttons. The buttons can be individu- 
ally wired for a bouquet or fastened 
to a cardboard background for a pic- 
ture in which the basket is drawn 
below. Modern plastic goofies in the 
shape of flowers and leaves make 
very attractive and colorful bouquets 
when fastened to a green wire stem. 
Artificial green fern makes the bou- 
quet complete. 


May baskets filled with early 
spring wild flowers are hung on the 
doorknobs of friends’ homes. A May 
basket is supposed to be a surprise 
gift, usually given without a card to 
identify the sender. Any button col- 
lector would enjoy a May basket 
filled with flowers, especially if the 
blossoms were all made from beauti- 
ful buttons.

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Some may wonder at the inclusion 
of Robert Adam in a series of articles 
on cabinetmaking in America but his 
influence on furniture-making after 
the Revolution was very great because 
of his effect upon the designs of Hep- 
plewhite and Sheraton and their 
American interpreters. 

The last twenty-five years of the 
eighteenth century in England are 
often called “The Golden Age of Fur- 
niture” for during those few years 
there was a remarkable group of men 
at least in the early part of the per- 
iod—designing and making some of 
the most beautiful furniture the world 
has ever seen. Chippendale died in 
1779 and Hepplewhite in 1786, but 
Sheraton lived until 1806, Robert 
Adam until 1792, and his brother 
James until 1794. 

There were four Adam brothers — 
Robert, James, John and William —- 
the sons of an architect and builder 
of Scotland. In 1757 Robert returned 
to England after four years of study 
on the continent and in Italy especial- 
ly. There he had become imbued with 
the classic ideal because of his intense 
interest in the excavations at Hercu- 
laneum and Pompeii. In 1758 he open- 
ed an office in London with his three 
brothers under the trade name of The

CABINETMAKING IN AMERICA 
DURING THE SEVENTEENTH & EIGHTEENTH CENTURIES 


Robert Adams — 1728-1792 
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By ETHEL HALL BJERKOE * 


Adelphi and soon became the most 
famous architect of his time, so fam- 
ous that those years in which his in- 
fluence ‘was well-nigh supreme are 
called the Adam period. 

Robert was foremost an architect, 
but when his. beautiful classic 
houses were completed there was no 
furniture suitable for them, so he 
made designs for such furniture, 
often for special places within a 
given room. Since he was not a cabi- 
netmaker, he employed others to do 
this work. He also planned the inter- 
ior trim of his houses, the decorating, 
and the furnishings, so that an Adam 
interior possessed a perfect unity. 

At first the furniture made for 
these houses built by Adam was of 
mahogany. Later, however, this be- 
came less popular than satinwood, 
harewood and painted furniture, with 
much of the painting in the style of 
Angelica Kauffmann. 

In the Adam designs, the cabinet- 
work was rectangular and the entire 
effect was one of great delicacy and 
charm. Legs were slender, either 
round or fluted, with turned feet, or 
tapered with spade feet. The Adam 
style made use of oval and circular 
paterae; the classic urn and lyre; 
goats’, lions’, and rams’ heads; the 
anthemia; the Greek fret and honey- 
suckle; swags; bellflower husks; egg- 
and-dart molding; and draped classic 
figures. Only the most elegant French 
brocade was used for upholstering. 

Our debt to Adam is largely be- 
cause of his classic influence on the 
Hepplewhite-Sheraton style, an in- 
fluence which permeated the entire 
furniture trade in England after 
1770. To him goes the credit for the 
shield-back chair, and the sideboard 
with doors and drawers as we know 
it today. 
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As we have often said, each new 
furniture style is a development from 
one to the other. No new style springs 
immediately upon the fashion scene. 
Since neither Robert Adam (nor his 
brothers,) was a cabinetmaker, it was 
necessary for him to employ cabinet- 
makers of the period to carry out his 
beautifully designed furniture to be 
used in his extremely classical inter- 
iors. In his later years Chippendale 
was employed by Adam for this pur- 
pose as well as Hepplewhite, and be- 
cause of this factor 'we find the work 
of Chippendale during these later 
years merging into the type assigned 
to Hepplewhite, although until his 
death Chippendale was making beau- 
tiful furniture in his latest manner, 
the French. 

Hepplewhite owed much to Adam 
from whom he borrowed the shield- 
back chair which is so characteristic 
of the Hepplewhite chair style. Hep- 
plewhite also developed and intro- 
duced the sideboard as we know it 
today to replace the earlier side table 
although it is believed that this was 
originally designed by Adam. 

In later articles we shall study in 
greater detail this influence of Adam 
upon Hepplewhite and Sheraton and 
through them upon the American 
cabinetmakers, particularly Samuel 
McIntire and Duncan _Phyfe.

This illustrated 
piece is oblong with incurvate ends, the 
front with stiles headed by leaf-carved 
Capitals, flanking two end drawers over 
cupboards, and a central drawer over a 
Cupboard door with lower coved recess; 
On quadrangular pillar legs with plinth 
feet. The top, sides and front inlaid 


with tulipwood crossbandings enclosing 
borders of linked anthemion palmettes, 
Panels of festooned ‘half-fan  paterae, 
ovals with classic urns, and laurel and 
drapery garlands centering lion masks; 
the drawers embellished with silver- 
plated patera and loose ring handles.

ADAM CARVED MAHOGANY AND 
SILK DAMASK ARMCHAIR, _ English 
18th Century. Rounded shield back, 
open padded arms on molded incurvate 
supports and shield-shaped seat covered 
in silk damask.

Tarshish, meaning a stone of Tarsus 
from Tartessus, which was a mari- 
time country mentioned in the Old 
Testament, thought to be in Spain. 
Tartessus means golden stone, and 
could have been the topaz or yellow 
jasper. This was engraved with the 
name Naphtali. 


The twelfth stone in the Breastplate 
was Yashpheh, which the ancients 
translated as yellow jasper. This was 
engraved with the name of Asher. 
This was thought to be green, al- 
though some authorities believe the 
stone could have been nephrite or 
jadeite, the Chinese Yu stone. 


Record is found of Aaron, clad in 
vestments 'with gold, blue purple and 
scarlet, standing before the altar of 
God, bearing over his heart the jew- 
eled breastplate, whose twelve 
precious stones depicted a tribe of 
Israel. If God was wroth, the stones 
were thought to turn dull, and color- 
less, but if they obeyed God’s com- 
mands, the stones shone forth in 
splendor. 

From the twelve stones of the 
Breastplate are linked the twelve 
signs of the zodiac and the twelve 
months of the year, each having its 
own particular stone. 


Although the stones in Aaron’s 
breastplate are hard to identify, ow- 
ing to the fact that names in that 
time differ from those of today, a 
list compiled was as follows:

ment: “Also about 1780, or perhaps 
a little earlier, appeared the sheet 
iron dial with painted chapters and 
decoration.

From this comprehensive descrip- 
tion of J. D. Custer’s talents and ac- 
tivities, we can rightfully expect to 
find some unusual features in one of 
his clocks and we are not disap- 
pointed. Illustration No. 40 shows the 
dial of this clock and No. 38 shows 
the striking movement. 

The beautiful and graceful broken 
scroll case is typical of the Phila- 
delphia school of case design but the 
similarity stops with the case. 

A study of the dial ‘will show the 
radically different mechanical feat- 
ures of this clock movement. The 
moon phase disk is located in the 
lower part of the dial instead of the 
traditional location above the dial. 
It is much smaller than the usual disk 
and, of course, the activating mechan- 
ism is at the bottom of the movement. 
There is a date hand pointing to the 
date instead of the date showing 
through a window which is almost 
universal in other clocks. The second 
hand is much larger than in most 
clocks. And, to finish it off, I have 
never seen more beautiful hands 
than. these. 

The view of the movement shows 
clearly the striking mechanism which 
is entirely different from anything 
I have ever seen. It is undoubtedly 
one of the three different striking 
controls mentioned in his biography 
quoted earlier. There is a curved arm 
fastened at its center to an arbor 
directly connected by a pinion at its 
opposite end to the strike train. At 
one end of the arm is the striking 
hammer and at the other end a coun- 
ter weight. When the strike train is 
released, the arm. revolves and the 
hammer strikes the edge of the bell 
as it passes in each revolution. There 
is an ingenious device to move the 
arm outward and inward; inward so 
that the hammer will strike the bell 
in passing and outward so that the 
counter weight will pass without 
striking. 

It would appear that this striking 
mechanism might have a decided ad- 
vantage over the conventional type 
wherein the striking hammer is pulled 
back and released by pins set in a 
revolving 'wheel. There should be less 
friction and certainly less stress and 
strain. The action should be smooth- 
er with less power fequired and, con- 
sequently, wear should be reduced. 

It is almost beyond comprehension 
that J. D. Custer, entirely self-taught, 
could produce a clock of such pleas- 
ing symmetry, such lasting beauty 
and such mechanical perfection. Sure- 
ly he merits all of the kind things 
said about him, and more. 

There will be at least one more 
chapter before we are finished with 
the fabulous collection of Willis 
Michael.

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Bottles to Behold 


“Where did you get this interesting 
bottle?” 

I don’t know how many visitors 
have asked Carol Smith, Fort Worth, 
Texas, this question. They seem fas- 
cinated with her Santa Claus bottle, 
although at first many seem to think 
it is a design of a Russian peasant. 

This eight-inch high glass Santa 
Claus is a “Character bottle,” one of 
the several hundred variants avail- 
able for home decoration and family 
hobby. These shaped bottles, mostly 
products of a century past, have re- 
cently enjoyed a “coming out” party. 

They are proving to be a feature 
of the trend towards the use of un- 
conventional bric-a-brac for shelves 
in the sun room, for the Welch cup- 
board, the mantel, or any odd corner. 
These wonderful treasures of the Gay 
Nineties somehow have slipped by the 
attention of all but a few collectors 
—until recently. But the realization 
of the human interest these “statues 
in glass” contain, and the delight of 
their sheer beauty has won a home 
decoration response that bids to go 
far, to say nothing of the hobby at- 
traction they inspire.

You wouldn’t expect to find an 
extensive and authentic collection of 
these figure bottles in Texas but the 
Lone Star State is ever full of sur- 
prises. Carol Smith, not only pos- 
esses a collection of “characters” that 
would arouse envy in a New Eng- 
lander, practically buried in antiques, 
but she knows the history and back- 
ground of each item. 

“Take Santa here,” she explains. 
“He was cast about 1860 and was 
the conception of the public of that 
day —droopy mustache, not as jolly 
or fat as our recent model. Actually 
he was a fancy bar bottle, moulded 
for the holidays, to be filled with 
gay spirits. Only a handful found 
their way to Texas.” 

In this El Campo Road exhibit, 
displayed on glass shelves against 
panes of glass through which the 
morning sun radiates its glorious 
beauty, are to be found early Ameri- 
can creations, imported French and 
Italian pressed glass ones. 

There is “Old Sol,” an amber Ele- 
phant, which once contained tonic 
bitters; Drake’s Plantation Bitters, 
shaped as a log cabin in golden am-

Her pride is a “Crying Baby” bot- 
tle, of about 1864, the bottle designed 
as a baby’s head indulging in a lusty 
ery, Another radiantly attractive bot- 
tle is that formed in green glass as 
a bunch of grapes, an early perfume. 
A blue Shampoodle is a relic of a 
Texas inventor of a hair tonic — the 
bottle is cast as a French poodle, 
sitting up, wearing a clown’s cap, and 
holding a hoop. 


There are also bottles which are 
shaped as elephants, dogs, bears, 
whisk brooms, a court jester, an old 
fashioned lady’s slipper, several busts 
of famous people, revolvers, pigs, a 
cat on a hassock, the Lorraine lady, 
an exquisite French creation and one 
of the rarest acquisitions — the frost- 
ed bottle resembling a feminine leg 
encased in a high boot.

GLASSMAKING AT JAMESTOWN, by 
J. C. Harrington. Published by Dietz 
Hs aad Richmond, Virginia. 48pp. Price 


It seems a bit unusual that with 
all the trials of the Jamestown set- 
tlers, they saw fit to start operating 
a glass factory just a little over a 
year after they first landed on Amer- 
ican soil. However, such was the case 
and in 1608 glassmaking began in 
America and has the distinction of 
being the first industry of this first 
English colony. 

Explorations were carried on by 
the National Park Service in 1948 
and 1949 at the Jamestown site, as 
part of its overall development pro- 
gram for the Colonial National His- 
torical Park. Glass Crafts of Ameri- 
ca, which is an organization composed 
of leading manufacturers of hand- 
made glass is cooperating with the 
Federal Government in this develop- 
ment program. This booklet may be 
obtained at National Park Service 
stands, book stores, and from the 
Eastern National Park and Monu- 
ment Association, Jamestown, Va. 

Since glassmakers in England were 
at a premium German and _ Polish 
workers were sent over by the London 
Company. Apparently this first in- 
dustrial venture came to a close about 
a year later. It began again about 12 
years later but there is no evidence 
of any glass being made there and 
its operation was of short duration. 

The author was able to spend three 
months in England gathering inform- 
ation on English glass making at 
the time of the Jamestown venture. 
This was of help to him in adding 
to an understanding of that under- 
taking. 

What the first glass house looked 
like can only be conjectured although 
the size of the building has been 
determined by excavations. Not much 
evidence remains to show what was 
made in the glass house, although 
it was of a common green glass. 

This booklet is brief but makes 
very interesting reading and gives 
us another glimpse into the lives of 
this country’s amazing settlers.

THE SPIRO MOUND, by Henry W. Ham- 
ilton. Published by The Missouri Ar- 
chaeologist, Vol. 14, October, 1952. 
Columbia, Missouri. 276pp. 


The Spiro Mound near Spiro, Okla., 
is considered to be one of the greatest 
archaeological discoveries ever to be 
made in North America. It repre- 
sents the last archaeological period 
before the European settlers came to 
these shores. - 

From 1933 to 1935 commercial ex- 
cavations were carried on at the 
Spiro Mound by some. private individ- 
uals who had taken a lease on the 
property and would not allow anyone 
but themselves to explore the prem- 
ises during this period. Archaeologi- 
cal material found was immediately 


sold to anyone who would buy it. 
Thus many of the objects have been 
scattered and information concerning 
details of their discovery has been 
lost. The author, an amateur archae- 
ologist and vice president of the Mis- 
souri Archaeological Society had 
learned of these commercial excava- 
tions which were unearthing some 
remarkable artifacts. Since no pro- 
fessional archaeologists were study- 
ing the project, he set about compil- 
ing data on what he could find out 
about the excavation. In this he was 
ably assisted by his wife. 


Mr. James B. Griffin, Director, 
Museum of Anthropology, University 
of Michigan, who was consulted by 
the author, makes some interesting 
comments concerning the age and re- 
lationship of the Spiro Mound to 
other archaeological material. This 
book represents a start on classifying 
material found at the Spiro. A much 
more complete history would have 
been possible if archaeologists could 
have explored its possibilities before 
its commercial exploitation. Perhaps 
in time it will be pieced together, 
but it will take time and effort which 
might have been saved. 


This book shows how valuable the 
work of amateur archaeologists can 
be to professionals. Over half of the 
book contains photographs of objects 
found, measurements and a descrip- 
tion of them, Mr. Hamilton and his 
wife who undertook the compiling of 
information with no thought of gain 
for themselves, in fact some expense, 
are to be commended. It helps to 
form another link in the archaeol- 
ogical history of the North American 
Continent.

“THE ROSE IS RED” or Esther How- 
land’s Valentines, by Marion Winslow 
Emerson.

Valentine collectors are familiar 
with the name of Esther Howland 
who made the first commercial val- 
entines in this country. She was a 
career woman at a time when such 
women were rare. In fact she is 
called “New England’s first career 
woman.” This little booklet gives 
briefly the story of how she 
began making valentines in the year 
1848 in Worcester, Mass. Begun as 
a pleasant pastime, her valentines 
became so sought after, that she em- 
ployed some other young girls and 
they went to work on the top floor 
of her home. 


The booklet contains some reprints 
from magazine articles and also has 
photographs which would be of _in- 
terest to Esther Howland fans. Her 
valentines and other historical in- 
formation may be found at the Amer- 
ican Antiquarian Society today.

ALWAYS THE YOUNG STRANGERS, 
Carl Sandburg. (Harcourt, Brace and 
Co., New York City. 1953). 


Were Abraham Lincoln alive today, 
he would enjoy every page of this 
magnificent book which deals so ac- 
mirably with the common people of 
America in a simple, understanding 
and penetrating manner. Glancing 
through the index (how many modern 
autobiographies nonchalantly omit 
this very necessary adjunct!) you 
will find comparatively few “famous” 
names among the five hundred odd 
names listed, but all come to life be- 
neath the author’s magic pen. Take 
the description of John Krans, for 
instance, indeed, “a rich memory”: 

“,..He read his Bible and some- 
times a newspaper, though most often 
he liked to read the land and the 
sky, the ways of horses and corn. He 
was a loyal Republican and a devout 
Lutheran churchman while he gave 
a fine and decent respect to the opin- 
ions and beliefs of others. Politics 
would take time he didn’t have to 
spare from his farm work and he 
couldn’t see any fun in arguments. 
He wasn’t an arguing man unless 
we should say that with a plow he 
could argue against stubborn land 
and with strong hands on leather 
reins he could argue with runaway 
horses. I saw him once coming into 
Galesburg when he had walked seven 
miles from his farm leading a cow 
he was going to sell in town....I 
have sometimes thought that John 
Krans pictured God as a Farmer 
whose chores were endless and in- 
conceivable, that in this world and in 
worlds beyond ours God planted and 
tended and reaped His crops in mys- 
terious ways past human understand- 
ing.” John’s death at the age of 
eighty-eight was described to Sand- 
burg by the farmer’s son: 

“,..He was sittin’ here by this 
stove and he was talkin’ just as 
natural and he got up from his chair 
and came over here on the sofa and 
laid down and that was all. He didn’t 
say a word and we soon saw he was 
gone.” 

Carl Sandburg was born at Gales- 
burg, Ill., January 6, 1878, of par- 
ents who had come from Sweden: 

“IT was born on a cornhusk mat- 
tress,” he tells us. “Until I was ten 
years old, when we became a family 
of nine persons, I remember the mat- 
tresses were bedticking filled with 
cornhusks. And as we all slept well 
on cornhusks and never knew the 
feel of feather beds till far later 
— we were in favor of what we 

ad. 


A Swedish midwife assisted and 
two days after Carl’s birth, Mrs. 
Sandburg was up and around, pre- 
paring her husband’s breakfast be- 
fore he left to start swinging ham- 
mer and sledge at the C. B. & Q. 
blacksmith shop at seven in the morn- 
ing, doing a washing, cutting and 
sewing diapers, some of which were 
made from Pillsbury Best Flour 
sacks. Often the children heard from 
father and mother: 

“In the old country we had white 
bread only at Easter and Christmas.

in American Art

A generation or so ago, the view 
down Main Street was considerably 
enlivened by the presence of one or 
more carved wooden Indians, color- 
ful, commanding figures which lent 
a certain rugged character to the 
American scene as they stood before 
tobaccanist’s shops. 

Today all but a few have disap- 
peared. Many have met ill deserved 
fates, some being hacked to pieces, 
burned or stabbed by sundry individ- 
uals; some carried off by college 
boys for various escapades; and 
fought by young cowboys. Others, 
failing to receive the annual coat 
of paint and the life-giving dose of 
linseed oil in the hole in the top of 
the head, “cracked up.” 

Also conspiring against the braves 
were the Baltimore fire of 1904, the 
San Francisco earthquake and fire 
of 1908 and the Chicago fire of 1871. 

According to a new book, “Cigar 
Store Figures in American Folk Art,” 
by A. W. Pendergast and W. Porter 
Ware, the heydey of the wooden In- 
dian was the period 1850-1890, and 
in 1900 there were about 100,000 still 
on United States sidewalks. But by 
1920 most had disappeared and today 
there are only about 3.000 in the U. S. 


Strikingly enough, squaws, maid- 
ens and princesses far outnumbered 
the chiefs 2s subjects (80%). Chiefs 
comprised only 10% of the number, 
The remaining 10% were “fiery 
Scotchmen, English officers with small 
fatigue caps or high bearskins, ogled 
simpering Dolly Vardens with short- 
cut skirts, bustles and hats; Turks, 
gorgeous sultanas and Columbines 
with alarmingly short skirts; Punch; 
and others; (here the authors quote 
Weitenkampf.) One per cent were 
portraits of some particular person, 
such as Henry Ward Beecher. 


The figures were painted in vivid 
red, green, blue, yellow, etc., with 
bodies a dull chocolate or yellow- 
chocolate. According to Ware and 
Pendergast, itinerant painters used 
to repaint them yearly for $10 per 
Indian, or the equivalent in whiskey. 


Although the female form was a 
more popular subject, the male In- 
dians were larger, being almost life- 
size. Squaws were six inches shorter 
than life-size and maidens and prin- 
cesses three feet tall. Figures as 
small as 80 inches were used for 
window displays. 


As part of our rugged past, the 
era of long “seegars” and mud streets, 
and long skirts, these relics deserve 
an appreciation. They were carved 
by the same woodcarvers who carved 
the figureheads on sailing ships, after 
that era slipped away with the ad- 
vent of the steamship. In turn, the 
Indians passed with the era of hand- 
craftsmanship and the primitive be- 
ginnings of distinctly American cul- 
ture. —F’. C.

Here in America we have white bread 
every day in the year!” 

In fact, the gratitude of the Gales- 
burg folk who mostly came from the 
old world, might be described as the 
theme of Sandburg’s book. Although 
their daily lives were hard and long, 
(no eight hour day then!) they real- 
ized and were immensely grateful to 
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God for the opportunities the new 
world presented, and they faced each 
day’s tasks with boundless zest and 
enthusiasm. In the old world the 
steeple of the village townhall and 
church had been their horizon, over 
here it was the limitless prairie that 
beckoned on the ambitious. 

The Sandburg family was fond 
of music: 

“For three or four years a blind 
Negro with an accordion came to 
town for a few days and gave out 
with music at the corner of Main and 
Kellogg, near a poolroom. He had 
ballads, sad songs and glad, and al- 
ways my father had time for this 
fellow. One payday night he listened 
a half-hour, turning to me once in a 
while with smiles to see if I likewise 
appreciated good music and songs. 
The Jesse James song my father had 
heard the previous year and he want- 
ed it again. His hand went into his 
pocket and came out with a nickel. 
He looked with real respect at the 
nickel, then walked up, dropped it 
in the tin cup, and asked if we could 
have ‘de Jesse Yames song.” 

Sandburg tells of the first book he 
owned: 

“The first biography I owned was 
of a size I could put in any one of 
my four vest pockets. I didn’t buy 
it. I found it and said, ‘finders keep- 
ers!’ I was going along to the Sev- 
enth Ward school when I saw it on 
a sidewalk....I picked it up from 
the wooden board where it had been 
rained upon. I brushed the dirt off 
and smoothed it where the top corner 
had been scorehed. When I measured 
it later it was two and three-fourths 
inches long and one and one-half 
inches wide. The front cover had 
gloss paper and a color picture of 
the head and shoulders of a two-star 
general in a Confederate gray unl- 
form. The title read A Short History 
of General P. T. Beauregard.” 

These biographies came in ten-cent 
packages of Duke’s Cameo or Duke’s 
Cross-Cut cigarettes, and by begging 
them from friends who smoked, the 
boy soon had a library: ; 

“I was proud in a sneaking foolish 
way about my vest-pocket library. It 
was so handy and could be hid so 
easy. I didn’t tell anyone I was 
proud. That was my secret. I had 
books I didn’t have to return to the 
Seventh Ward school or the Public 
Library. I was a book-owner but it 
wouldn’t do to talk about it.” 

During his youthful years (the 
book only covers the first twenty 
years of the author’s life), Sand- 
burg reflected much: 

“T had my bitter and lonely hours 
moving out of boy years into a grown 
young man. I can remember a winter 
when the thought came often that it 
might be best to step out of it all. 
The second thought came. ‘What 
would be the best way?’... 

“After thinking about these dif- 
ferent ways of doing away with my- 
self, I would come out actually feel- 
ing a little cheerful. The idea came 
to me like a dawning, ‘If death is 
what you want, all you have to do is 
to live on and it will come to you 
like a nice surprise you never imag- 
ined.’”

_Amid the greatest display of an- 
tiques on earth the young Elizabeth 
II receives the crown placed on the 
head of the bubbling inpulsive young 
Victoria just 120 years ago, without 
the Empress of India title, just as it 
was then. 

Victoria learned the hard way how 
to subdue impulses to make them fit 
the continuing pattern of history. 
She selected and carefully taught 
Queen Mary the essence of the best 
basic traditions. Forced by the kaleid- 
oscope of modern history into a 
strange, reserved austerity, Queen 
Mary stubbornly preserved the better 
traditions of history in a world in 
turmoil, and somehow held the affec- 
tion of her modern people. 





There is a hoary old joke that was 
told by some professors of economics 
in Americana to illustrate the prin- 
ciple of division of labor. It had to 
do with a desert island where every- 
body made a living by taking in each 
other’s washing. We thought it was 
corny the first time we heard it. But 
as we read 1952 official statistics for 
the U. S. A. we feel that we have 
found that island. 

There are eight million workers 
on farms in the U. S. A. producing 
our food and the fibres and hides for 
our clothing. There are seventeen mil- 
lion in factories and mines manufac- 
turing things for us to use. The rest 
of us, 132 million, make our living 
by taking in each other’s washing, 
or performing some other services 
for each other. 

There are ten million in trade sel- 
ling back and forth to each other 
what the farmers and factory work- 
ers produce. There are six million 
government employees to tell the 
farmers and factory workers what to 
produce, how to produce it, and how 
much old age insurance they get. 
There is another hard-working four 
million who transport what the farm- 
ers and factory workers produce, and 
tend our push button utilities. An- 
other nineteen million officially “em- 
ployed” give you all kinds of service, 
such as doing your washing, mending 





your leaky faucet or your broken 
tooth, singing the blues, or writ- 
ing editorials. 

These are not a professor’s corny 
old joke. They are the most recent 
figures, carefully compiled. They are 
worth a pause for careful contempla- 
tion before we shoot off our mouth 
about what is “good for the country.” 





Every spring, early Americana, 
starting from the bluebonnet plains 
and hills of south Texas, rolled a 
new green carpet of grass up through 
the sandhills of Nebraska across the 
plains of Wyoming, Montana and the 
Dakotas. The buffalo, king of the 
plains, advanced on this carpet from 
winter quarters along the way. The 
Indian’s ‘cattle’ were coming back 
to the tribes that had lived on dry 
jerky through the winter. Then sud- 
denly, just eighty years ago, it all 
stopped. There was no more fresh 
meat. There was no more jerky. Soon 
there were no more Indians. This all 
happened after Abraham Lincoln had 
passed into history. It was day be- 
fore yesterday. 

For another decade, dusty, bawling 
trail herds of white men’s cattle fol- 
lowed the green carpet north to white 
men’s markets and to new breeding 
grounds for white men’s cattle for 
white men’s markets. 

The clever plains Indians covered 
their tracks and arranged confusing 
signs as they departed this world as 
a separate race and passed to their 
happy hunting grounds. They left 
millions of stone arrowheads scat- 
tered all over the western plains. As 
long as they could pick up stone ar- 
rowheads the pale faces would think 
there were “plenty” of Indian relics 
left. We have fallen for the trick. 
While we were picking up arrow- 
heads we were letting some of the 
best of Indian relics slip through our 
fingers, Now, we are scraping the 
bottom of the barrel. 

Spot a good Indian painting on a 
home tanned hide and you will find 
yourself competing with many mu- 
seums of the country over its pos- 
session. Many of the good stone peace 
pipes are under museum lock and 








key. Much of the beadwork is white 
man’s trade goods. One must search 
long for Indian carving or drawing 
on horn. Most of the genuine wam- 
pum must be at Fort Knox or buried 
some place else. 

As your spring travel takes you 
across the green carpet unrolling to- 
ward the north, give a thought to 
how we may best preserve the entire 
and true history of those plains. 
Wind and sand and tractors are rap- 
idly covering up history there, deeper 
than it has been covered in ‘several 
thousand years about the pyramids 
of Egypt. 


“Face” is the most important 
power in the world. It is probably 
“face,” not love, that actually “makes 
the world go ‘round.” The scientific 
principles of “face” are deep buried 
in the myriad of symbols in old clas- 
sical Chinese writing. They are so 
intricate and precise that they may 
not be fully translated into any mod- 
ern language. The old type of schol- 
ar-ruler mandarin who wrote them 
fell before the Industrial Revolution 
along with the buffalo and the ox 
team. We challenge all collectors to 
collect carefully the principles of 
“face” along with the robes, the jades, 
the ivories and tthe paintings of the 
mandarin era. 

Jesus gave “face” to Mary Mag- 
dalen. He gave “face” to the thief on 
the cross. Such simple acts of “face” 
were the motive power that carried 
all over the world the teachings of 
Jesus and the preachings of Saint 
Paul about what other people should 
do. Notice, in these acts there was no 
sacrifice of “face” for the Supreme 
Ruler or his representative on earth. 

We miss the boat when we confuse 
“face” with self importance. We miss 
the boat when we confuse it with 
“charity.” For “charity” has been 
the most mistreated word in English 
translations, always carrying a smear 
of big I and little you about it. 

Russia has already lost the leader- 
ship of the modern socialist-minded 
world, because she has not understood 
that “face” is always a_ two-way 





street. It is not a mere display of 


power and self importance. It must

There are a number of interesting 
articles in this edition published by 
the Smithsonian Institution. One that 
will appeal especially, however, to 
lovers of Americana is “Artificial 
Lighting in America: 1830-1860,” by 
Malcolm Watkins, Associate Curator, 
Division of Ethnology, United States 
National Museum. 

This discussion is enhanced by the 
accounts of visitors to our shores 
during this period such as Charles 
Dickens, Harriet Martineau and oth- 
ers. In 1853 and 1854 Frederick Law 
Olmstead traveled through parts of 
the deep South and made some inter- 
esting observations on his experi- 
ences. 

Most of the lighting was by candle- 
light and in some of the poorer cab- 
ins firelight was the only means of 
light at night. Some cabins had no 
windows but windows would have 
been superfluous during the day as 
the author said there was sufficient 
space between logs to admit daylight. 

However, in the cities different 
kinds of lamps could be found, such 
as whale-oil lamps, Argand lamps, 
astral lamps, etc. These lamps burned 
whale oil or lard and were usually 
decorative. The article tells how these 
various lighting devices were made 
and there are plates to illustrate the 
principle types of lighting used. 

Those primarily interested in art 
will be interested in “The Artist and 
the Atom” by Peter Blanc, Art De- 
partment of American University. 
There are other authoritative articles 
but due to limitations of space, we 
will not go into them here. Readers 
who are interested may obtain these 
reports from libraries or buy their 
own copy from Superintendent of 
Documents, U. S. Government Print- 
inf Office, Washington 25, D. C.

Mr. Lewis has been a craft in- 
structor at Loughborough College for 
many years and also tutors in book- 
binding at the Summer School for 
Teachers at the college. He is, there- 
fore, familiar with ‘the problems 
which may beset the novice at this 
craft. A book of this type would be 
helpful to a class or a serious student 
of bookbinding who wanted to work 
at home. Unless a person were sure 
he were going to make good use of 
the equipment required it would not 
be * practical for him to obtain the 
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material for home use. However, 
with the proper equipment and the 
will to achieve it would be possible 
for a person working at home to 
learn basic ss stein: as given in 
this book.

This gives one an idea 
of the range of possibilities. Also 
very helpful to the dealer, is a com- 
prehensive list of over 200 books 
covering many different kinds of an- 
tiques. The prospective dealer will 
want to know some of these and per- 
haps have some for reference pur- 
poses in his shop. 

This book will he extremely help- 
ful to those interested in the antiques 
trade. 





THE COMPOSITION AND ASSAYING 
OF MINERALS, by Remington & Fran- 
cis. Published by The Philosophical 
Library, Inc”, N. Y. 1953. 127pp. Price 
$5.50. 


The purpose of this book is to give 
the chemical composition of minerals 
and it is not intended to be a com- 
plete guide to mineralogy. This is 
to be a handy guide to the qualitative 
and quantitative examination of min- 
erals by scientists or students.

History of Zoar 

A 7% page illustrated booklet en- 
titled “Zoar, an Ohio Experiment in 
Communalism” has just been pub- 
lished by the Ohio State Archaeolog- 
ical and Historical Society. The book- 
let gives a fascinating and romantic 
story of the early struggles of the 
Zoarites, their experiment in com- 
munal living, their prosperity, and 
finally the dissolution of the Society 
in 1898, and the distribution of the 
properties. 

The village of Zoar is located in 
Tuscarawas County, and was founded 
in 1817 by a group of Separatists 
from Wiirttemberg, Germany, who 
left their homeland because of relig- 
ious and political conditions. 

Among the 38 illustrations in the 
booklet are some of the early homes 
of log with the red tile roofs, the 
later ones of frame and brick, the 
formal garden, the church, mill, brew- 
ery, and the No. 1 House. This home 
of the leader, Joseph Beimler, is now 
a museum which houses furniture, 
pottery, metal work, textiles and cos- 
tumes, all made by the Zoarites, and 
carrying their distinctive designs, in- 
cluding the Zoar star used as a cover 
design. 

The restoration of several build- 
ings in Zoar by the State Historical 
Society is being carried out to fur- 
ther the state’s purpose to preserve 
and maintain Ohio’s historic land- 
marks.

“But by jingo if we do, we’ve got 
the men, we’ve got the guns, we’ve 
got the money, too.” Somehow, we 
think that should make the people 
of the world love us in the future. 
Are we not spending billions to make 
them love us? 

The G. I. who lends a helping hand 
to some ragged kid in Korea, Berlin 
or elsewhere, confers “face” on the 
child, and on himself, and on us. Per-

May, the most loved month of the 
Spring Time and more renowned in 
poetry and song, play and story than 
any other spring month takes her 
name from the Roman Goddess Maia, 
who was referred to in ancient times 
as “She who brings Increase.” 

For centuries, May first was cele- 
brated as the birthday of May, or 
May Day, and was set aside for danc- 
ing and rustic games. The May Pole, 
always the center of festivities, was 
a thing of beauty from which 
streamed ribbons of rainbow colors, 
the ends to be held by the dancers 
when dancing around the pole. It 
was wreathed in flowers and blossom- 
ing tree branches that scattered per- 
fume and colored petals over the 
merrymakers. Another happy May 
Day custom was the gift of flowers, 
usually arranged in baskets and hung 
on the door latch or left on the door 
step of friend and neighbor. 

May Day is still celebrated in many 
localities today, especially in the 
warmer climates where flowers are 
abundant at this time of the year. 
The town or city square is made 
ablaze with blooming plants and trees 
set out in pots and containers along 
walks and paths. The shops feature 
the current flowers in huge bou- 
quets throughout the store and many 
restaurants present a gay corsage to 
each lady as she enters and to each 
gentleman a single bloom for his 
lapel. In some of the most exclusive 
hotels a boxed corsage is sent to each 
lady guest with the compliments of 
the manager. And, as in the days of 
long ago, the flower baskets are still 
hung on the door knob or set on porch 
steps to say “I like you and wish you 
the joy of Springtime.” 





We were happy to welcome to the 
Mart the wives of the delegates to 
the American Bowling Congress, a 
group of about fifteen women en- 
joying and improving their leisure 
time while their husbands attended 
the Congress. Some of the ladies 
were making repeat visits and their 
enthusiasm for the Mart enticed the 
rest to join them on a treasure hunt. 
Mrs. Frank Baker, ‘who is the wife 
of the national secretary was in 
charge of the group. 


Mrs. William Gray, Sr., of Webster 
Grove, Missouri, is probably the most 
ardent collector of the group. Her 
pleasure in her hobbies and intelligent 
manner of going about collecting 
them seemed to be the inspiration 
for the other collectors who, in some 
instances, were just starting their 
adventures in antiques. 

Mrs. Gray has an 18th century 
home which is furnished with an- 
tiques of that period. The accessories

are the appropriate “finds” that she 
is constantly looking for to complete 
the perfect whole. Many novel ideas 
are worked out from old pieces to add 
to the sum total of charm. Such is 
her use of old glass Christmas tree 
ornaments simulating bunches of 
grapes. They are filled with water 
and ivy and hung in the huge double 
dining room window. The light shin- 
ing on the colored glass and trailing 
vines make an unusual picture that 
is greatly admired. A collection of 
old lace edged plates of the 18th 
century are also used in this dining 
room, adding an authentic touch to 
the furniture. 


As well as a home furnished with 
antiques that is a tribute to her ef- 
forts and fine taste Mrs. Gray collects 
certain items of which she is especial- 
ly fond, for the sheer love of collecting. 
Among these is her collection of un- 
usual napkin rings which at present 
number over fifty pieces. Several 
very rare ones. with beautifully 
wrought figures beside the ring, the 
whole group mounted in a standard 
were added to the collection during 
this Mart visit. In the shop of Rose 
Weber she found an enchanting chick 
standing on a wish bone. Fran Ry- 
baraski’s shop contributed two “finds” 
made by the Meriden Co., of Con- 
necticut. One a Kate Greenaway fig- 
ure of a little girl in the familiar Em- 
pire dress and picture hat. The other 
ring has two exquisite cupids, flying, 
one on each side of the ring. From 
the shop of Ovie Pitts came a fine 
silver ring mounted on a full blown 
flower standard. 


It will be of interest to other col- 
lectors to know of Mrs. Gray’s busi- 
ness-like way of keeping records of 
all of her treasures. Books are kept 
in which everything is listed and de- 
scribed, giving history, background, 
etc. For this information she does a 
great deal of research work which 
add to the cultural benefits of her 
hobby and makes it all more interest- 
ing. Records are kept of the actual 
amount paid for each article and the 
present market value. And, as she 
says, it is the greatest fun to find a 
wide margin between the two when 
collectors luck favors the bargain 
hunter. In addition to all of this in- 
formation Mrs. Gray makes illustra- 
tions with pencil and brush to further 
identify the pieces. 

All of this is done because Mrs. 
Gray finds it fascinating ‘work but 
she also has an eye to the future 
when other hands will take over her 
treasured possessions. She says that 
the importance of this procedure has 
been brought to her attention many 
times when talking to some fortunate 
person who has inherited antiques 
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either in small or large numbers and 
“Who just love them but do not know 
a thing about them or their value.” 

Mrs. William Gray Jr., of Home- 
wood, Illinois, is just starting her col- 
lections and is inspired by the pat- 
tern set by Mrs. Gray, Sr. Her house 
is modern in design and furnishings 
but antiques are used as accessories 
and charming accents. The Gray 
kitchen is done in turquois and pink, 
two colors that an artist finds in cop- 
per and which make a perfect back- 
ground for the antique copper pots 
and utensils displayed on wall and 
shelves. Mrs. Gray, Jr., loves to col- 
lect small demi-tasse spoons. She has 
a rack on the kitchen wall upon which 
they are attractively arranged as 
collected. This spoon rack is a con- 
versation piece when friends raid the 
kitchen at snack time, and these il- 
lustrate the use of a collection for 
home decoration. Milk glass is an- 
other favorite item and is used in the 
modern dining room with perfect 
taste. Mrs. Gray ended our pleasant 
conversation by saying, “It will take 
me years and years to find all of the 
things that I hope for but that is the 
fun and the whole idea of hobbying.” 

Mrs. Clarence Stein, also of Web- 
ster Grove, Missouri, is particularly 
interested in lamps and Haviland 
China with an eye to their usefulness 
and suitability in her home. She is 
also, collecting furniture and has a 
very old slipper chair and marble top 
table that are her most treasured 
pieces. 

Mrs. O. F. Nickels of Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin, another young woman just 
starting to collect is interested in un- 
usual salts and Haviland china. 

Mrs. Earl J. Reed of West Palm 
Beach, Florida, is interested in Havi- 
land and old music boxes. Her col- 
lection consists only of boxes of un- 
usual shape and unique in interest. 

Mrs. George A. Obenaur of Buffalo, 
New York, says that she collects 
beauty and finds it in lovely figur- 
ines and Bisque ornaments which she 
buys with the appropriate setting in 
her home in mind.

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Money of Yesteryear 


By CHARLES FRENCH 


That oldest branch of numismatics 
—the study and collecting of ancient 
coins—for many decades took a back 
seat with American collectors, This 
was partly due to a great many of 
them being such new collectors that 
the ancients seemed a trifle above 
their heads. U. S. coins were handier, 
and more easily understood. Boards 
were available for them at reason- 
able prices. 

Now after many have collected for 
years, constantly delving into new 
fields, and ever-increasing reborn in- 
terest in this most intriguing series 
is beginning. Perhaps more would 
collect them were more information 
readily available. There are thou- 
sands of varieties, some difficult and 
others nearly as simple as a col- 
lection of Lincoln cent dates. One 
ean collect Romans—either the Em- 
peror series, or the Emperor and Re- 
publican series, or Greeks of any of 
the cities, or the colonials. Detailed 
information is what is needed, plus 
some good volumes on ancient times. 

Let us consider the Greeks. The 
unit of account was the Drachm. 
The Drachm’s weight was not iden- 
tical, it ranged from about 55 to 95 
grains Troy. Hence silver coins were 
not always the same size for the 
same denomination. Still the Drachm 
in today’s language would have been 
equivalent to the shilling, or U. S 
quarter dollar. 

The Attic standard most popularly 
used contained 67.5 grains Troy to 
the Drachm, Silver coins were used 
in denominations of Drachm, one 
Drachm; Didrachm, two Drachms; 
Tetradrachm, four Drachms. Octa- 
drachms and Decadrachms are known, 
but very rare, and seldom offered. 
We shall therefore disregard them in 
this article. 

Attic gold coins were regulated in 
weight the same as.silver but called 
the “Stater.” The Stater was equiv- 
alent in weight to the Didrachm and 
equivalent in value to 20 Drachms of 
silver. Weight and sometimes size is 
the only way to tell the denomina- 
tion of Greek coins. In size, a Tetra- 
drachm is usually about the size of 
or a little larger than our quarter 
dollar, but much thicker. 


When collecting Greek coins, one 
does not collect “rulers” or “dates,” 
but endeavors to secure coins from 
the many provinces, or towns in each 
province. Greek provinces of the times 
such as Spain, Gaul, Sicily, Italia, 
Thrace, numbering over 25 in all, 
each can be subdivided into the many 
towns, cities, tribes, kings, etc., that 
struck coins under Greek regime. 


I would suggest that a start be 
made, if one wishes to collect Greeks, 
by limiting your collection to a rep- 
resentative set of the Provincial 
pieces rather than endeavoring to 
secure all. This:could be done eco- 
nomically where a complete detailed 
collection would’ éntail considerable 
investment because of the many great 
rarities one would have to secure. 
Such a collection would be interest- 
ing to both the collector and the 
viewer. 

Gold coins of this period are very 
rare and hard to come by. Bronzes 
are usually in inferior condition. I 
would therefore suggest that the sil- 
ver pieces would be the most sensible 
to collect wherever possible. While 
these are more expensive in the Greek 
series than the Roman, they are not 
prohibitive. 

The Roman series, not as artistic 
as the Greeks, are more easily ac- 
quired, During the Roman’s times 
many more coins were used than in 
the Greek era, and they are constant- 
ly being unearthed, many times in 
hoards of thousands of pieces. Den- 
arii and Antoniniani can frequently 
be purchased for a dollar or two. 

The three main subdivisions of the 
Roman series are: (1) The early 
coins of the Republic, the large casts 
Aes Grave. Crude and rare. (2) The 
Consular or Family series, of silver 
and bronze — and a few gold — coins. 
A collection of silver Denarii of the 
many families, well over 200 known, 
makes a most interesting collection. 
(3) The gold and silver coins struck 
by the emperors. 


Collectors usually satisfy them- 
selves by possessing Aes Grave to 
represent the coins of the Republic. 
While there are known subdivisions 
of this coin, they are very rare. 


The silver pieces of the Family 
period, commencing about 268 B.C. 
continue until about the time of 
Christ. They are the Denarius, by 
far the most popular denomination, 
identified by the mark X on the coin; 
the Quinarius (5 asses or half a 
Denarius) identified by a V or Q; 
the Sestertius (2% asses or quarter 
Denarius) identified by IIS. Obverse 
has helmeted and winged head of 
Jupiter or “Roma,” as is the case 
with the later Denarii. Reverse has 
the “Dioscuri” portrayed; later Vic- 
tory in Biga, and towards the end 
many different reverses commemor- 
ating events of interest to the money- 
ers. g 
While it has always been thought 
that the face of “Roma” was on the 
Denarii of these times, we find a 
very wide variety of expressions and 
looks, some with hook noses, others 
fat, others thin, and a new theory 
recently evolved suggests that these 
faces were not those of “Roma” but 
of some celebrity closely connected 
with the family issuing the coin. 
While this theory has not been cur- 
rently accepted, it has a good many 
points and were it true would solve 
one of the mysteries of ancient coin- 
ages. A collection of many Family 
Denarii can be secured for $2.50 ant 
less, in fine condition. 

The Imperial series are by far the 
largest and the first to have the ac- 
knowledged head of men upon them. 
Previously they were always under 
the guise of a “deity.” Starting with 
Augustus B.C. 27-A.D. 14; they con- 
tinue until Honorius A.D. 395-423. 
Thence through the Byzantine em- 
pire on up into the dark ages. 

Emperors had their wives and sons 
upon different coins, commemorated 
great battles, many events of historic 
interest, until the varieties run up 
into the hundreds. The earliest were 
fine silver Denarii. 

Around the middle of the third 
century the Denarii began to become 
debased. Poorer silver and more al- 
loys, a true form, of inflation, be- 
came the vogue, until about A.D. 260 
when the first debased Antoniniani 
began to replace the Denarii. Debased 
silver and copper pieces that grad- 
ually deteriorated into silver plated 
copper pieces, and then plain copper 
coins. These clearly show the decline 
of the Roman civilization. 

A collection of a coin of each ruler 
make a most interesting set. The 
majority can be purchased in fine

If you watch for cents of 1909S 
VDB; 1914D; quarters of 1932D, all 
Liberty standing types from 1916-23 
with sharp dates, 1916D Mercury 
dime, you will be looking for most all 
the real rarities that still can be 
found in circulation. 

True, unusually old, gold, large 
sized bills, and old pieces in uncireu- 
lated condition are rare, and might 
turn up occasionally, but other pieces 
older than 19 years old, must be in 
extremely fine condition to demand 
a premium that would pay you to 
look for them. People today are sav- 
ing hoards of the Liberty head dimes, 
quarters and halves, and while they 
might be worth a small premium 
some day in the condition found (fair 
to good) there are literally thou- 
sands around. 

I cannot stress more the import- 
ance of condition in coins. Very few 
badly worn coins are ever worth 


much premium.

Troy, New York 
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When Britain’s Coins Were 
Made of Gold 


Queen Elizabeth II, for whose Cor- 
onation an entirely new coinage has 
been designed, can look back on more 
than 2,000 years of coin-minting by 
her predecessors. 


The earliest English coins were 
made of gold, and were struck by the 
rulers of tribes in the south and east 
of the country during the first half 
of the first century B.C. They were 
uninscribed, and continued in use 
until the Romans invaded Britain 
around 43 B.C. In imitation of their 
conquerors, the rulers of ancient Bri- 
tain then began to mint coins bearing 
their own inscriptions. Nine of these 
rulers are known to us from Roman 
records, and coins bearing the names 
of six of them have survived. 


During the Roman occupation Ro- 
man coins became the currency of the 
whole country and minting in Britain 
would appear to have died out, ex- 
cept between A.D. 237-337 when Ro- 
man mints were in operation first at 
Colchester and then in London, Be- 
tween the Roman withdrawal and the 
establishment of the Anglo-Saxon 
kingdoms, some crude copper coins 
were made, but gold coins were prob- 
ably minted at Canterbury and Lon- 
don from A.D. 600. 


King Offa’s Silver Pennies 


By the end of the seventh century 
every Anglo-Saxon ruler had estab- 
lished his own mint and issued coins 
bearing his inscription and, later, his 
portrait. It was with Offa, King of 
Mercia, whose capital was London, 
that the coinage of England really 
began in the 8th century. He issued 
silver pennies bearing a fine portrait 
of himself, and for the next five cen-

turies the silver penny was the only 
coin issued in England. 


The pennies generally bore the 
name and bust of the king, some form 
of cross on the reverse with an in- 
scription of the name of the mint 
and the moneyer responsible for the 
coin. By the mid-12th century there 
were many mints, but they were re- 
duced in number by King Henry II, 
and further by successive kings in 
the 13th century. By this time silver 
coins of fine workmanship were be- 
ing minted. 


In the middle of the 14th century 
a coin called the noble was issued, 
to be followed in the next century 
by the angel. There was also the 
groat, valued at fourpence, and the 
sovereign introduced by King Henry 
VII (A.D. 1485-1509). The sovereign 
became the supreme coin, and the 
angel was supplemented by the gold 
crown, worth five shillings, intro- 
duced by Henry VIII. This in turn 
was followed during the six years 
reign of his young son, Edward VI, 
by a silver crown. Henry VII minted 
a silver shilling to which Edward VI 
added six- penny and three - penny 
pieces, and Elizabeth I, his half- 
sister, issued three-halfpenny and 
three-farthing pieces. These were not 
continued by her successor. 


Modern coinage can be said to 
begin with the second coinage of 
Charles II in 1662, based on a twenty 
shilling gold piece, called the guinea, 
from the source of its West African 
gold. No such coin exists today, but 
the term survives as the sum of twen- 
ty-one shillings, and it is in guineas 
that professional men in Britain still 
state their fees, and in guineas that 
buyers bid at many auction sales. 


Charles II’s currency eventually 
ranged from a five guinea gold piece, 
through shillings and sixpences, down 
to a silver penny, with copper half- 
pennies and farthings. Towards the 
end of the 18th century, in the reign 
of George III, the copper penny was 
introduced and there was, for a short 
time, a copper two-penny piece. 


Coins of Eight Values 


The coinage of the realm of Eliza- 
beth II which will be issued for gen- 
eral circulation is of eight values. 
In cupro-nickel will be the half-crown 
(35c); florin (28c); shilling and six- 
pence (21c). There is to be a 12- 
sided three-penny piece (3%c), and 
bronze pennies (1-1/6c), half-pennies 
and farthings (about %c). 


To replace silver, cupro-nickel, an 
alloy of 75% copper and 25% nickel, 
was authorized by Act of Parliament 
in 1946. This was to enable Britain 
to repay silver supplied by the United 
States of America under Lend-Lease 
agreement during World War II to 
provide silver for use in industry. 

The Royal Mint, where the coinage 
for the reign of Queen Elizabeth II 
is being made, stands opposite the 
ancient Tower of London, in which 
it had previously been situated for 
500 years. The mint, which has been 
on its present site for over 140 years, 
is visited every year by many over- 
seas visitors. The Chancellor of the 
Exchequer of the time is always the 
Master of the Mint, but the practical 
superintendence is done by a perman- 
— Deputy Master and a Comptrol- 
er. 


More than 1,100,000 coins are mint- 
ed in London every day of the year. 
Most official medals, and many for

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private commemorations, are also 

manufactured in the Royal Mint, as 
well as the engravings of the official 
seals of the United Kingdom and Col- 
onial Governments. The Royal Mint, 
in addition to United Kingdom coin- 
age, also produces coins for many 
other countries of the Commonwealth, 
and a number of overseas countries 
seclodine: Bolivia, Burma, Jordan, 
Iraq, Costa Rica, Nicaragua and Gua- 
temala. 


End of Local Mints 

Although coins have been minted 
in London for more than 1,000 years 
it was not until the 16th century that 
the last of the local and ecclesias- 
tical mints was closed and coinage 
concentrated on the Mint in the 
Tower of London. Coining by the 
hammer was replaced by machinery 
290 years ago. 

Today, in this place of romantic 
tradition, where the bright new coin- 
age of a new reign is being made, 
the machinery is intricate, powerful 
and modern. The coins being made 
there are worthy to stand beside the 
finest products of the Craftsmen of 
long ago.

condition for under two dollars each. 

The Imperial Denarii record activ- 
ities of the army, the entry and de- 
parture from provinces and cities, 
public events, victories, athletic feats 
and games, journeys, naval activities, 
and religious topics. 


To the beginner, reading the leg- 
ends on ancient coins is difficult, and 
indeed this is the case with the Greek 
coins, for a knowledge of Greek is 
necessary. These primitive pieces can 
be identified sufficiently for the be- 
ginner, however, from their designs. 

The reading of the legends on Ro- 
man pieces is not nearly as difficult, 
after one becomes accustomed to their 
manner of writing, abbreviations and 
the like. The “X” on a family coin for 
instance tells us immediately that 
this is a Denarius. Rest of the leg- 
end, either on the obverse or reverse 
is the family name, ie-Surname of 
Libo, family name of Marcia; Rullus 
Servilia, ete. 

The inscriptions on the Imperial 
coins contain, in an abbreviated form, 
the date of their issue, calculated by 
the number of times the tribunal 
power had been conferred upon the 
emperor. This office was renewed 
each year on January 1. The abbre- 
viated legend Tr. Pot. or Tr. P., fol- 
lowed by a Roman numeral XX, Cos 
VI; IMP XI would mean that the 
emperor had the tribunal powers for 
the twentieth time, the consulship for 
the sixth time (Cos VI); and the 
imperatorship for the eleventh time 
(IMPXI). Consulship and impera- 
torships were not an annual occur- 
rence, however, and cannot be used 
to determine the date. Most general 
ancient collectors are not very inter- 
ested in collecting dates on Romans,

however, having enough to do trying 
to secure a representative coin from 
each of the rulers. 

And so you have the foundation 
knowledge to start an ancient coin 
collection. Most dealers have them 
for sale and they are very frequently 
offered in auction sales where you 
can bid what you like. A little time 
in the public library or even some 
research in an encyclopedia will give 
you more knowledge. All of which, 
together with the gradual accumula- 
tion of your collection will afford 
you many pleasant hours, numismat- 
ically.

Book of the Dead of Ancient Egypt

Your author was very pleased to 


receive many complimentary mes- 
sages in regard to his article “The 
Lure of Papyri’ in a recent issue 
of ‘HOBBIES. Many readers ex- 
pressed surprise that the piece dealt 
mainly with Greek texts while papy- 
rus is usually associated with ancient 
Egypt: Several readers mentioned 
viewing the great Egyptian scrolls in 
the Metropolitan and other leading 
Museums and expressed, a desire to 
read a bit about this phase of the 
history of the book. My ‘first article 
on papyrus (August, 1952) dealt with 
the Greek and Coptic as these are 
just about the only types that the 
average collector may ever hope to 
acquire for his or her collection. 
When an Egyptian specimen of qual- 
ity does come on the market it can 
well command a Pharoah’s ransom!

In reply to reader’s questions con- 
cerning the Egyptian papyri I would 
like to ramble on a bit about the sub- 
ject in general and more particularly 
the most important type of manu- 
script, both artistically and histori- 
cally, the Book of the Dead. 

It is quite possible (although never 
proven) that even before Greek use, 
papyrus was the chief vehicle of 
Hebrew literature. Certainly in later 
times the Torah was written on papy- 
rus and it has never lost the old scroll 
form even to this day. 

Many of those who have visited 
modern Egypt find it hard to believe 
that in ancient times great sections of 
the country, particularly in the Delta 
region, were occupied by swamps 
which abounded ‘with papyrus reeds 
(cyperus papyrus — Greek, twfy — 
Egyptian). Of all of these none: re- 
main except those cultivated in Mu- 
seums and Botanical Gardens. One 
must travel to the Sudan or Abys- 
sinia to view the tall. plants growing 
freely in their natural habitat. It is 


more curious to note that even though 
papyrus was grown in several other 
lands it was never put to literary use 
outside of Egypt. It was the Egypt- 
ian papyrus manufacturer who pro- 
duced sheets for the Greeks, Arabs, 
and Romans as well as for national 
consumption. 

The papyrus played a great part 
in Egyptian art and culture, in addi- 
tion to its use as a writing material. 
In architecture columns were often 
represented as a papyrus stem while 
their capitols were in the form of the 
bloom of the same plant. This same 
flower was used for decoration on 
many household and ceremonial ob- 
jects. Crowns of papyrus were a holi- 
day attire while woven roots were 
worn as a light boot. The roots also 
served as food for the poorer classes. 

While great Egyptian monuments 
of stone were overthrown and dam- 
aged by the elements and such de- 
structive forces as the tomb robbers, 
the papyri remained. Perhaps the 
papyrus scrolls did not appeal to their

collecting instincts as did the gold 
and silver found in the royal tomb 
chambers. There also may have been 
superstitious reasons for not despoil- 
ing the sacred writ. 

The papyrus manuscript was usu- 
ally in roll form and often placed in 
pottery jars which were then hermeti- 
cally sealed and deposited with the 
deceased in his tomb. If fate did not 
permit them later to fall into un- 
skilled hands to be unrolled these 
scrolls often bring to light unexpected 
details of religious or profane liter- 
ature of the ancients. In these price 
conscious days probably every Egypt- 
ian and Arabian nomad knows that a 
good papyrus is worth hundreds, if 
not thousands of dollars. At least

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with the thought that never again 
will we see an occurrence such as 
happened in 1778 when over 60 scrolls 
of papyrus were burned by peasants 
because they enjoyed the rather 
pleasant smell the materials released 
as they were consumed in the flames! 
The first true development in 
Egyptian literature seems to have 
taken place in the obscure epoch 
which preceded the middle kingdom, 
and under the period of the XII 
Dynasty. (The dates of the various 
periods are approximately. Old King- 
dom, 3188-2294 B. C.; Middle King- 
dom, 2300-1590 B. C.; New King- 
dom, 1590 B. C. onwards.) A new 
and much improved literature arose 
at the beginning of the 18th Dynasty 
(1590-1350 B. C.) when the new king- 
dom came into the cultural pic- 
ture. It was actually the Pharoah 
Akhenaten who broke with the tradi- 
tions of the ancient classical lan- 
guage. The famous Hymn to the Sun 
written under his reign is composed 
in the vernacular tongue of the 
people of the period. This great 
Hymn begins: 
Beautiful is thine appearing in the 
horizon of heaven, thou living Sun, 
the first who lived . .. . Thou art 
beautiful and great, and glissenest, 
and art high above every land. Thy 
rays they encompass the lands, so 
far as all that thou has created ,Thou 
art Ra, and thou reachest unto their 
end .... When thou goest down jn 
the western horizon, the earth is in 
darkness, as if it were dead. They 
sleep in the chamber, their heads 
wrapped up, and no eye seeth the 
other .... Every lion cometh forth 
from his den, and all the worms that 
bite . The earth is silent, for 
he who created it resteth in his 
horizon. 
This work may well be compared 
to many of the great Biblical Psalms 
of i 


vid. 
In the Book of the Dead we see 
the peak of the Egyptian art of book 


writing. The practice of adding 
religious literature to the funerary 
relics of the Egyptian did not become 
general until about the XVIII Dynas- 
ty. These texts had been used before 
this period but in the Middle King- 
dom they were written inside the 
wooden coffins, on their walls, and 
still earlier (towards the end of the 
Old Kingdom) they are found only on 
the walls of a certain few King’s 
pyramids, in the inner chambers. On- 
ly in later periods did the need arise 
to include written copies of such texts 
to accompany the deceased to the 
Netherworld. When papyrus instead 
of stone came into general use for 
the funerary texts the writing itself 
became more cursive and compact 
while maintaining the same ortho- 
graphy. The hieroglyphic gave way 
to hieratic characters. 

The most beautiful and noted books 
of the Dead were written for the 
Pharoahs, and even more so for the 
scribes themselves. -The scribes 
played the most important role in 
Egyptian literature, greater even 
than that of the schoolmaster. Their 
cast was a very highly developed one 
and was repeatedly pictured in bas- 
relief and sculpture. Among the great 
scribe’s deadbooks are the great 
papyrus of Ani and the Hunefer man- 
uscript (British Museum). Both of 


these were written expressly for 
scribes and probably in some part by 
the scribes Ani and Hunefer them- 
selves. These noted manuscripts are 
78 and 18 feet in length respectively. 
Another noted papyrus is that of 
Queen Netchemet, measuring a bit 
more than 12 feet long; this specimen 
is noted for the beauty of its vig- 
nettes. Egyptians of the lower classes 
could never afford a manuscript of 
this noble length. These had to be 
content with a few square inches of 
inscribed papyrus which would be 
pasted to the chest of their mummy 
with a gum or asphaltum. A Book 
of the Dead could be as expensive a 
thing as the purchaser liked. Speci- 
mens could extend to over 100 feet in 
length, writing of the finest charac- 
ters, as well as illustrations painted 
in the most brilliant colors that the 
scribes palette and talent could fur- 
nish. (Illustration 1). 

There was really no standard text 
for the Book of the Dead. The con- 
tents consist of “spells” which we 
usually call chapters. Nineteenth 
century scholarship gave each of 
these a number by which they are 
known today. Although the number of 
chapters and their order varies from 
manuscript to manuscript is is not 
believed that any one book contained 
them all. In many cases chapters 
were repeated again and again and 
even plain gibberish was set down by 
the scribe. This misrepresentation 
testifies to the lack of conscience of 
some scribes. Knowing that no ex- 
amination would ever be given to the 
scroll after it was placed in the tomb 
with the deceased they turned 
out papyri of the poorest quality as 
to text. There was even shirking and 
inferior workmanship in antiquity! 
If only the scribes could have known 
how microscopically each and every 
line they wrote ‘would be examined 
and studied by scholars today; per- 
haps then they would have been more 
careful in the execution of passports 
to the Netherworld for their patrons. 
How they risked the anger of the 
Gods for their deceased customers! 
On the other hand many of the scribes 
were the finest of craftsmen. 
The vignettes and paintings of their 
productions are indeed exquisite; the 
freshness and sparkle of the colors 
and the blackness of their inks all 
bespeak of the care and talent of the 
artist in compounding his pigments 
and his application of them. 

In the case of ‘these well made 
papyri the scribe-artist. certainly 
succeeds in beautifully setting down 
the rites requisite for the well being 
of the dead, the knowledge for him 
to possess if he is to pass safely 
through all the underworld, to be 
justified in the Great Assize of the 
Judgment Hall of the Two-fold Truth, 
and finally to enter into peace the 
Egyptian equivalent of the Elysian 
Fields! 

It seems to me that one of the great- 
est treasures the early manuscript, or 
even the general book collector, could 
aspire to would be a fine Book of the 
Dead. It would indeed be delightful 
if the collector could secure one that 
easily. In many decades not one has 
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appeared at public auction; neither 
have we ever been able to find a com- 
plete specimen listed in a book dealer’s 
catalogue. was with extreme 
pleasure that I recently completed 
negotiations and secured a complete 
illuminated papyrus Book of the Dead 
of the finest quality and in perfect 
state of preservation! (Now in the 
Lillian W. McChesney Collection.) 
This is the papyrus of Neb-Neteru, 
Prophet of Amon Ra, king of the Gods, 
and royal scribe of the records of Up- 
per Egypt, the chief overseer of the 
towns and prefects, Nes-er-Amon. This 
great document is a papyrus scroll 13% 
feet in length and 10 inches in height, 
It has been mounted on cartonnage 
sheets for preservation. The text con- 
sists of 22 chapters and is inscribed 
in precise hieratic characters. The 
scroll is illuminated with two full 
page illustrations painted in pastel 
colors and surrounded by hieroglyphic 
inscriptions in vertical columns. 

The first painting represents the 
Sun-god Ra, hawk headed, seated on 
a chair of state. On his head he wears 
a _ disk, symbolic of the Sun, from 
which rises a uraeus. His apparel 
consists of a deep collar and a long 
ornamented tunic which even covers 
his feet. He holds the symbols of 
love and sovereignty. Immediately 
in front of him is a table and by its 
side stands the deceased, Neb-Neteru, 
with a long black wig, and attired in 
a lengthy white garment with a 
shorter decorated tunic. He is raising 
his hands in praise of the Sun-god 
and holding in one hand a vessel with 
burning incense. (Illustration 2). 

The second vignette 
Osiris “dweller in Amentet” standing 
upon a pedestal, bearing the white 
crown of Upper Egypt and holding 
the scepter, flail, and book. In front 
of him is a table with cfferings 
among which are: two bowls brim- 
ming with beer, small loaves of bread, 
fowl, the head of an ox, etc., and at 
the left side stands a priest wearing 
a leopard skin, holding the symbol 
of life and an incense burner. The 
hieroglyphic inscriptions chiefly con- 
tain the name, titles, and descendance 
of the deceased. These are repeated 
(sometimes more fully) in the rubrics 
of the following 20 chapters of the 
text itself. This painting is colored 
in white, black, yellow, red, and blue. 

The hieratic text throughout the 
papyrus is the work of one hand and 
based on textual evidence very prob- 
ably that of Neb-Neteru himself. 
Since Neb-Neteru was Royal Scribe 
and through this evidence it appears 
that the manuscript is autographic 
we may well place this in the cate- 
gory of the great Ani and Hunefer 
specimens at the Brifish Museum. It 
is interesting to note that in the text 
the words “maat kherw’”, i. e. “true 
of word” or “triumphant” which we 
should, according to rule, expect to 
find always following the name of 
the deceased, are in this case omitted. 
We find this very same variant in the 
case of the Greenfield papyrus, writ- 
ten by a Royal Princess who ‘was 
keeper of the sacred rolls of Amon 
Ra at Thebes and a chief singing 
woman of the goddess Mat. In this 
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case also the papyrus is believed to 
be _autographic. Our Neb-Neteru 
deadbook dates circa 860 B. C. (The- 
ban ‘Karnak’ Recension) while the be- 
fore mentioned specimen is ascribed 
to circa 970 B. C. 

In the Book of the Dead of Neb- 
Neteru we translate such interesting 
chapters as: (numbers in parenthesis 
following each title are those given 
to the texts by modern scholars and 
do not indicate any sort of chron- 
ology.) (Illustration 3). 

The chapter of making the deceased 

to remember his name in the Nether- 

world. (XXV) 

The chapter of performing every 

transformation which it pleaseth the 

deceased to make. (L:XXVI) 

The chapter of not letting a man 

perform work in the Netherworld. (V) 

The Negative Confession. (CXXV). 

To quote just a very small part of 

this: I have not done evil to man- 

kind. I have had no knowledge of 
worthless men. I have not caused 
pain. I have not added to the 
weights of the scales. I have not 

misread the pointer of the scales. I 

have not carried away the milk from 

the mouths of children. I have not 
extinguished a fire when it should 
burn, etc. 

The chapter of making heat to be 

under the head of the deceased in 

the Netherworld. (CLXII) 


My Friend 
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The chapter of repulsing the four 

crocodiles which come to carry away 

the heart of the deceased from him 
in the Netherworld., etc., etc. 

To mention just a few of the quaint 
texts. After the last of the 20 chap- 
ters we find a large and clean margin. 
To give the reader an idea of the 
context of one of the separate chap- 
ters I would like to translate a por- 
tion of number VI: 

The chapter of Beating Back the 
Crocodile which Cometh to Carry 
away the Magical Words from the 
Deceased in the Netherworld. — Get 
thee back crocodile that dwellest in 
the East, the serpent Nauu is in my 
stomach, and I will give him into 
thee; let not thy flame be against me. 
The spell ends — The things which 
are created are in the hollow of my 
hand, and those which have not yet 
come into being are in my body. 
am clothed and wholly provided with 
thy magical words, O Ra, the which 
are in heaven above me, and in the 
earth beneath me... . My face is 
open, my heart is upon its seat, and 
the crown with the serpent is upon 
me day by day. I am Ra, who is his 
own protector, and nothing shall 
ever cast me to the ground. 


Thus we have had a brief look at 
the papyrus of ancient Egypt and 
more particularly the Book of the 
Dead of Neb-Neteru, representative 
of the learning, literature, culture, 
and art of antiquity. 


Ben Ames Williams 
Novelist and Collector

American literature has suffered 
a great loss in the very sudden pas- 
sing of Ben Ames Williams whose 
delightful stories and novels have 
been entertaining the American pub- 
lic for over a quarter-century. 


Ben Ames Williams was born in 
Macon, Miss., March 7, 1889, a grand- 
nephew of James Longstreet, the 
famous Confederate general, known 
as “General Lee’s War-horse,” who 
figured prominently in House Divid- 
ed. Later the family moved to Jack- 
son, Ohio and Ben attended Allen 
school in West Newton, Mass., and 
then went to Cardiff, Wales, where 
his father, Daniel Webster Williams, 
served as United States Consul. After 
receiving his degree of A.B, from 
Dartmouth College, Ben got a job as 
reporter on the Boston American and 
devoted his spare time to the writing 
of short stories. On September 4, 
1912, he married Florence Trafton 
Talpey of York, Maine, whose male 
ancestors had all been captains of 
ships in the trade between New Eng- 
land and China. 


By December, 1916, he decided that 
he could support his family (the sec- 
ond of three children had already 
arrived) by his pen, and resigned 
from the newspaper. He had eighty- 
two rejections before selling his first 
short-story, and as a short-story writ- 
er, he found that, while the maga- 
zines were calling for shorter and 
shorter stories, his ambition was to 
write longer and lohger ones—so the 





natural result was that he com- 
menced writing novels. He was _des- 
tined to produce more than thirty 
novels and some five hundred short- 
stories. } 

“To write a book which seeks to 
interweave fact and fiction,” he once 
told the present writer, “is something 
like the work of a detective. And I 
thoroughly enjoy the work.” 

This ability to interweave fact and 
fiction is splendidly exemplified in 
his masterpiece House Divided pub- 
lished in 1947. It is a long historical 
novel dealing with the Currain fam- 
ily in Virginia before and during the 
Civil War. Five major characters 
portray traditional Southern atti- 
tudes. Although one of the major 
characters is General Longstreet, the 
author is interested primarily in the 
civilians during the bitter conflict, 
and unforgetable are his vivid de- 
scriptions of the effect of war upon 
non-combatants. It is our considered 
opinion that this is probably the most 
generally satisfying novel dealing 
with the War between the States. 
The author spent more than twenty 
years on research, and four and a 
half years on the actual writing of 
this work which topped best-seller 
lists for months after its appearance. 

Williams was ever a painstaking 
and tireless student of social history, 
and a wide traveler throughout 
America and many foreign countries 
—always with the purpose of increas- 
ing his knowledge of human nature 
under various skies. Though on oc- 
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casion, he modestly referred to him- 
self as a mere teller of tales, a man 
who liked to write and therefore did 
it, systematic and thorough work lay 
‘behind his success. 

Williams deserves the thanks of the 
serious historian, for at least six of 
his historical novels, including Great 
Oaks, 1930, Come Spring, 1940, and 
Thread of Scarlet, 1939, shed new 
light on incidents in the American 
Revolution, War of 1812, and the 
Civil War. It is for these notable 
books, including of course, House Dt- 
vided, that Williams will finally be 
judged as a permanent contributor to 
American fiction, For he paints a 
canvas richly crowded with vivid 
details of every-day life, and, as Dr. 
Harry R. Warfel so aptly states, 
“animated with action exemplifying 
the problems of people responding to 
the forces operating in their day.” 
And in the briefest and most spon- 
taneous of his stories, there is al- 
ways “something of his affirmative 
attitude that mankind can work its 
way upward steadily in spite of han- 
dicaps and difficulties.” 

It must not be thought that all of 
Williams’ novels deal with the his- 
torical past. Time of Peace, 1942, for 
instance, is a contemporary historical 
novel covering the period from Sep- 
tember 26, 1930, to December 7, 1941, 
in the story of one Mark Worth, a 
composite American. He is in the be- 
ginning an anti- F. D. Roosevelt iso- 
lationist as a result of the cynicism 
following the first World War. As 
the story unfolds, his analysis of 
European events finally leads him to 
approve American foreign policy. It’s 
a Free Country, 1945, concerns a too 
carefree, improvident, but likeable 
young couple, who after spending 
their inheritance, comes to grief in 
the 1929 depression. Leave Her to 
Heaven, 1944, portrays two dissimilar 
sisters whom Richard Harland suc- 
cessively marries. Ellen murders her 
crippled brother-in-law and then com- 
mits suicide. Ruth, though falsely 
accused of murdering Ellen, brings 
Richard great happiness. 

Williams also tried his hand at 
successful psychological novels. 
Among these may be mentioned sev- 
eral. The Sea Bride, 1919, tells the 
story of a young bride of an old 
whaling captain who goes insane on 
a three-year voyage. The Great Acci- 
dent, 1920, portrays a seemingly 
worthless, “playboy” son of a wealthy 
politician who becomes an honorable 
man when given authority and re- 
sponsibility by being elected mayor 
of his city. And The Rational Hind, 
1925, concerns the deterioration of 
the Dillard family in the small com- 
munity of Fraternity, Maine, in the 
years after the beginning of this 
century. 

A big man—he was six feet tall 
and weighed around 235 pounds, Ben 
Ames Williams was active and force- 
ful. He played as hard as he worked 

—at hunting, fishing, riding and 
curling, an ancient Scotch game 


played on ice, in which the opposing 
players slide large circular stones. 
An excellent curler, Williams played 
in several international matches. His 
friend, Maine neighbor, and fellow 
historical novelist Kenneth Roberts 
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who frequently accompanied him on 
trips to Canada, New Mexico, Col- 
orado and elsewhere described him as 
being “tolerant, wise, the best of 
sportsmen and the best of friends— 
qualities that shine out from every 
paragraph that he writes.” 

Like Winston Churchill, Williams 
believed that a man should enjoy not 
one, but many hobbies. In addition 
to his sport hobbies, he was a great 
book collector, especially those deai- 
ing with American history and man- 
ners. Another hobby was the collect- 
ing of early Colt revolvers. He had 
acquired one of the world’s best and 
most valuable collections. 

I once sent Williams a literary 
questionnaire. His answers to some 
of the questions are illuminating. My 
worst fault: “How would I know?” 
My favorite actor and actress: 
“None.” My chief hobby: “Hunting 
and fishing.” My favorite book (by 
myself): “The Strumpet Sea’, by an- 
other, William Shakespeare by Victor 
Hugo.” My usual time for rising and 
retiring: “Daylight and dark.” My 
time for writing and working: ‘“Fore- 
noons.” My favorite smoke: “Cigar- 
ettes.”’ My favorite food: “What have 
you got?” My favorite drink: ‘“Dit- 
to.”” My favorite indoor sport: “Back- 
gammon.” My favorite character in 
history: “Belisarius.” (A Byzantine 
general, 505-565, who defeated the 
Persians.) My favorite character in 
fiction: “None.” My favorite animal: 
“Dogs.” My favorite study in school: 
“English.” My favorite country out- 
side my native land: “Canada.” My 
favorite quotation: “Unless man’s 
reach exceed his grasp, then what’s 
a Heaven for?” 

The author’s winter home was at 
Chestnut Hills, the pleasant suburb 
of Boston, and his summer home was 
a farm at Searsmont, Maine. The 
old house at the latter place was be-

queathed to Williams by a friend 
named A. L. (“Bert”) McCorrison 
who appears in a number of his 
stories and novels as “Chet McAus- 
land” resident of “Fraternity,” the 
fictitious name for Searsmont. 

“I enjoy life each year more and 
more, and propose to continue to do 
so,” Williams wrote me not long ago. 
He was, indeed, a man who enjoyed 
the good things of life to the full, 
and believed with the genial G. K. 
Chesterton: “There are no uninterest- 
ing things—only uninterested peo- 
ple.” Great, therefore, was my shock 
to read in my morning paper of Feb- 
ruary 5, 1958, that my friend had 
died very suddenly the day before. 

He, apparently still hale and 
hearty at sixty-three, collapsed and 
died of a heart attack while playing 
his favorite game of curling (played 
indoors on artificial ice). A doctor 
pronounced him dead, as the police 
were preparing to remove him to a 
nearby hospital. His wife and son, 
Ben Ames, Jr., had hurried to the 
club, and arrived just as life was 
ebbing away. 

In recognition of his contribution 
to American literature, Colby Col- 
lege, Waterville, Maine, gave Wil- 
liams the honorary degree of Doctor 
of Letters in 1942. A similar honor 
came from his alma mater, Dart- 
mouth College, Hanover, New Hamp- 
shire, in 1948.

Like most sayings, 
this one is rather silly, and ignores 
the obvious fact that the value of 
autographs does not depend upon the 
whims of one individual, but upon a 
concensus of expert opinion. On oc- 
casions, when an autograph is very 
rare or unusual and there is no prec- 
edent for setting a price, the seller 
may indeed dispose of it for “what- 
ever someone will pay,” but such 
cases are a distinct exception. The 
value of the average autograph is 
pretty much established, although 
prices may vary slightly from dealer 
to dealer. 

Suppose, for example, that you 
wish to buy a Civil War commission 
signed by Lincoln and Stanton. The 
usual price for such a document is 
$380 to $40, depending on its condi- 
tion. If an uninformed dealer should 
ask $75, and sell to a collector equal- 
ly uninformed at that price, should 
we conclude that a commission signed 
by Lincoln is worth $75? I think not. 
Why should it be worth $75, when 
one can buy them by the handful at 
$35 each? 

Now, suppose you wish to sell a 
commission signed by Lincoln. The 
reliable autograph dealer will pay 
you about 50% of what he expects 
to get for it, say $17.50 if he plans 
to sell the commission for $35. Some 
dealers might pay as much as $22.50, 
but this makes their margin of profit 
extremely slim. Unless the dealer 
has in mind a certain collector who 
will buy the document at once, he 
must list it in his catalog, investing 
both time and money in its sale. 
He may have to hold it in his files 
for several years or more before find- 
ing a buyer. Considering the dealer’s 
risk, and investment of both time and 
money, he is certainly being very fair 
with the seller when he pays 50% of 
an item’s retail value. 

Admittedly, those who have auto- 
graphs to sell, or who wish to learn 
the value of autographs which they 
have acquired by gift or inheritance, 
face a somewhat difficult problem. 
Nearly all dealers require that the

seller name his price, or else pay a 
fee for appraisal. The amateur who 
knows little of autographs can hardly 
hope to put the right price on what 
he has to sell, and therefore he may 
ask too high or too low a price —or 
he may not know to whom he should 
offer his autographs. 

While I am always happy to ad- 
vise HOBBIES’ readers of the money 
value of their autographs, and will 
be glad to answer any inquiry ad- 
dressed to me c/o HOBBIES, pro- 
vided a stamped, self-addressed envel- 
ope is enclosed: with the inquiry, I 
believe it might help prospective sel- 
lers if I were to explain in some 
detail the factors which govern auto- 
graph values. For the moment, I shail 
put aside all sentimental considera- 
tions, and look at autographs solely 
from the point-of-view: how much 
are they worth in hard cash? 

First, let me point out that there 
are certain types of autographs 
which are almost without money val- 
ue, unsaleable to a dealer or advanced 
collector. Among these are the fol- 
lowing: 

(1) Signatures cut from docu- 
ments or letters, or signatures on 
ecards. With rare exceptions, plain 
signatures are valueless, The ad- 
vanced collector, who usually acquires 
autographs by purchase, desires let- 
ters and documents in their original 
and complete form. 

(2) Signatures and signed photo- 
graphs of movie stars, sports heroes, 
current stage favorites, crooners and 
popular singers, and contemporary 
senators and congressmen. 

(3) Autograph albums containing 
signatures and sentiments of popular 
figures of the sport and theatre 
world —or autograph albums dated 
between 1870-1920 which contain 
mere signatures of the popular per- 
sonalities—minor authors and states- 
men—of the period. 

(4) Lithographic, copper-plate, or 
wood-engraved facsimiles. Only orig- 
inal autographs are desired by the 
experienced collector, and most fac- 
similes are utterly without value. 

Among the autographs which have 
money value are the following: 


(1) Complete letters and docu- 
ments of almost any person whose 
name may be found in a biographical 
dictionary, such as presidents, states- 
men, military leaders, jurists, au- 
thors, poets, scientists, explorers, 
western personalities, and other indi- 
viduals whose fame is built on a more 
or less permanent foundation. 

(2) Letters and diaries of persons 
unknown to fame, but who have writ- 
ten about interesting or important 
events. Examples are letters and di- 
aries relating to the gold rush, west- 
ern development of America, famous 
battles, Indians, early American com- 
merce and industry, early develop- 
ment of any American city, or any 
significant phase of American 
history. 

Autographs are subject to the law 
of supply and demand, just as other 
commodities are, and where the de- 
mand is strong and the supply very 
limited, the price is almost certain 
to be high. If there is no demand, 
the autograph has no value. If the 
demand is very strong, then regard- 
less of how common an autograph 
may be— Lincoln, Washington, and 
Napoleon are extremely common in 
autographic form—then the value 
will be substantial. If the demand is 
only moderate, but the autograph in 
question is extremely rare, then the 
price may still be high. 

The gulf between abundance and 
rarity is often great, and in the case 
of minor figures may have a start-' 
ling effect on autographic values. 
Take two members of the Hale fam- 
ily, for example. Nathan Hale, who 
was a spy during the Revolutionary 
War, and Edward Everett Hale, who 
wrote “The Man Without a Coun- 
try.” Both men achieved prominence 
in their respective fields, yet Nathan 
died very young and left few auto- 
graphs, while Edward Everett lived 
to a ripe old age and seems not to 
have put down his pen for a moment 
during his long life. Consequently, 
the autograph of Edward Everett 
Hale is extremely common, and just 
recently a dealer offered three Auto- 
graph Letters Signed for 50c the lot, 
about 17c each. On the other hand, 
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Nathan Hale’s autograph is exces- 
sively rare, and even a few words 
from his pen, without signature, 
would be worth at least $100, and a 
full Autograph Letter Signed would 
command $1,000 and probably more. 

The condition of an autograph may 
have a considerable effect on its val- 
ue. While a few minor tears are not 
serious, the value will be greatly de- 
pressed if the paper is brittle, the 
writing badly faded, or any portion 
of the letter or document is missing. 
Letters in pencil, too, are less valu- 
able than those in ink, and letters 
signed with initials only, or unsigned, 
are worth considerably less than 
specimens signed in full. 

Perhaps the most important single 
factor which affects evaluation is 
contents. Letters of famous persons 
which are of purely nominal interest 
—accepting or rejecting invitations, 
sending an autograph, discussing 
trivial matters — are usually of small 
value. Those with important or in- 
teresting contents are, on the other 
hand, keenly sought after. A letter 
of Longfellow discussing the origin 
of his poem “Hiawatha” would com- 
mand a good price, say $30 or $40, 
if sufficiently detailed; but a letter 
of Longfellow sending his autograph 
to an admirer or making a luncheon 
engagement would be worth only $3 
or $4, and might be rather difficult 
to sell at that price, A letter of 
George Washington politely declining 
to dine with his correspondent would 
be worth perhaps $75, but a letter 
of Washington discussing the critical 
situation at Valley Forge would like- 
ly be worth a thousand dollars or 
more. Without knowing the exact 
contents of a letter or document, it 
is hard to fix a precise value. 

Contrary to popular belief, the an- 
tiquity of an autograph has very 
little effect on its value, and auto- 

aphs are not considered “old” un- 
ess dated before the year 1500. The 
Revolutionary and Civil Wars, auto- 
graphically speaking, are in the 
“modern” period. Only autographs 
dated before 1500 are valued solely 
because of their age, and not in- 
frequently one finds beautifully pre- 
served documents of the late Middle 
Ages offered for sale at a dollar or 
two each. 

The amateur is often astonished to 
learn that the autograph of Stalin 
is rarer and more valuable than that 
of his predecessors Nicholas II, Paul 
I, or Alexander I, and a full Auto- 
graph Letter Signed (not typed) of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt is worth five 
or even ten times as much as a com- 
arable letter of James Madison or 
ames Monroe. Certainly it is not 
true that the longer an autograph is 
held the more valuable it gets. Thirty 
years ago letters of Coolidge were 
bringing five or six times as much 
as they sell for today, and while it 
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is quite impossible to predict accur- 
ately what the value of Coolidge’s 
autograph will be in the future, it is 
probable that it will decrease in val- 
ue as more of his letters pour on the 
market and the available supply in- 
creases. 

With very few exceptions, the au- 
tographs of a celebrity become much 
more common after his death, for the 
obvious reason that his friends are 
timid about selling his autograph let- 
ters while he is still alive. The death 
of any famous man is usually a sig- 
nal for his autographs to flood the 
market. Right now, for example, the 
autograph of Stalin is extremely rare, 
but I am willing to wager that within 
fifty years it will sell for not more 
than one-fourth the price it fetches 
today. 

And now, a final word of caution! 
Do not heed the advice of well-mean- 
ing persons who know nothing of 
autograph values, and who are not 
familiar with the current autograph 
market. They may tell you that your 
treasured Autograph Letter Signed 
of Daniel Webster, written to your 
great-grandfather, is worth a for- 
tune, while in reality Webster letters 
are very common, and generally sell 
for $3.50 to $10. They may gravely 
suggest that a Document Signed of 
Button Gwinnett is worth $500, and 
recommend that you ask that price 
for it, when in actuality any docu- 
ment bearing the signature of this 
Signer of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence is worth much closer to 
$5,000. Many owners, who really need 
the money which their autographs 
would bring, hang grimly on to their 
specimens under the false impression 
that “the longer they are held the 
more valuable they get.” Like stocks 
and bonds, autographs are subject to 
fluctuation in value. The time to sell 
is when the price is up, rather than 
waiting until it falls, 

Remember, too, that a letter or 
document penned by a distinguished 
person does not necessarily have a 
high value. King George III of Eng- 
land and the poet William Blake were 
contemporaries; both lived to an ad- 
vanced age, and yet there is a tre- 
mendous difference in the monetary 
value of their autographs. A dealer 
would pay $5 to $10 for a routine 
Autograph Letter Signed of George 
III, but he would cheerfully give five 
or ten times that amount for an 
Autograph Letter Signed of the rela- 
tively obscure William Blake. The 
span is one of rarity, not of great- 
ness, for it happens that George III’s 
autograph is extremely common and 
Blake’s is extremely rare. 

If you have autographs or familv 
documents which you wish to sell, 
and know how much you want for 
them, you can offer them to any of

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
Dear Sir: 

A brother of mine has the signa- 
tures of two presidents. These sig- 
natures are on vellum land grants, 
One is signed by John Tyler and the 
other is signed by Martin Van Buren. 
Do you think these are of any value 
as collector’s items? If so, how can 
we dispose of them?

Answer: I have been asked this 
question many times, for landgrants 
are the most common of all presi- 
dential documents, and almost every 
old family seems to have a landgrant 
tucked away in a trunk or bureau 
drawer. Unfortunately (in this case), 
these landgrants are not what they 
appear to be, for they were not per- 
sonally signed by Tyler and Van Bur- 
en. Except as curiosities, they have 
no value. 

In the early days of our republic, 
the signing of landgrants was a part 
of the president’s daily routine. As 
our country moved westward, and 
more and more land was stripped 
from the Indians or bartered away 
from foreign nations, it became a 
national custom to hand out parcels 
of frontier land to old soldiers. Madi- 
son and Monroe, for example, signed 
many thousands of landgrants —so 
many, indeed, that their autographs 
in this form have only small value. 

By the time the second administra- 
tion of Andrew Jackson rolled 
around, the daily stint of landgrant- 
signing was enough to cause writer’s- 
cramp, and we can imagine Jackson 
sighing as he sat down to a mountain 
of vellum deeds, each of which had 


to be signed personally. In late 1833

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Wyoming Man Follows Trail 
10,000 Years Old 


I have been asked by many friends 
and acquaintances how I came to 
gather a collection of Yuma points, 
a task that was costly and similar 
to hunting the proverbial needle in 
the haystack. Since I have been asked 
this question so many times, I will 
attempt to answer it. 

I have been a collector from my 
earliest recollections. First it was 
agate marbles, campaign buttons, 
coins, stamps and post cards. I also 
collected autographed photographs, 
letters and documents of famous peo- 
ple from 1920-1935. Believe I have 
one of the best collections of famous 
people in the World War I period. I 
have a presidential collection con- 
sisting of a letter, document or auto- 
graphed photograph of all of our 
presidents. Am very proud of my 
autograph collection which I use as 
an aid in teaching of history in the 
high school in Casper, Wyoming. 

I then turned to Indian legends. I 
gathered many legends and traveled 
around the country giving lectures 
on these legends. This study of the 
Indian brought me in contact with 
artifacts. I saw many collections of 
arrows and spears. Once in a while I’d 
see one outstanding specimen in a col- 
lection, one that seemed to stand out 
like a diamond among pieces of glass. 
I inquired and found out they were 
Yumas, very old and rare artifacts. 
As far as I could find out there were 
no Yuma collections, so I decided to 
start out and build up the world’s 
finest Yuma collection. But before 
going into the story of how I gath- 
ered the collection, I’d better tell 
you what a Yuma is. 

The Yuma is really a blade and not 
an arrow or spear. It is a stone arti- 
fact made by some prehistoric people 
about 8,000 to 12,000 years ago. It is 
not known whether or not these peo- 
ple were of the Indian race as we 
have never found any remains of

Yuma man. All we know is that they 
did exist and that they did turn out 
some of the finest pieces of stone 
workmanship ever found in North 
America. The typical blade is a long, 
slim, triangular piece of stone with 
oblique chipping and parallel sides. 
The length varies from two to seven 
inches. They are called Yumas be- 
cause the first known Yuma blades 
were found in Yuma County, Colo. 
Dr. E. B. Renaud of Denver, Colo., 
made a study of these artifacts and 
realized they were made by a pre- 
historic people, a culture different 
from our American Indian. Dr. Re- 
naud named them “Yuma” in honor 
of Yuma County, Colo. This was 
about 1928. There is no doubt Yumas 
had been found before, but Renaud 
was the first to realize these blades 
were made by a prehistoric people. 
The Yuma blades are not all iden- 
tical. There are three distinct types 
and quite a few variations of each 
type. These three types are Oblique, 
Collateral and Indeterminate. The 
Yuma is usually found at a depth of 
two to eight inches in the ground. It 
is true we get some surface finds 
due to erosion and weathering of the 
earth’s surface. The great dust 
storms of the 30’s, called black bliz- 
zards, uncovered many Yumas in 
Kansas and Colorado. The material 
from which the blade is made varies, 
depending upon the material in the 
county where the blade was made. 
It might be well to mention that ma- 
terial or color has nothing to do in 
the definition of a Yuma, but it is 
— and general lines of the 
ade. 


Well, when [ decided to gather a 
Yuma collection, I realized I must 
read everything I could find on the 
Yuma. That was almost as difficult 
as hunting the Yuma itself. I did 
much research and found the best 
authorities to be Dr. E. B. Renaud, 


Dr. Frank H. Roberts, Dr. Figgins, 
Dr. Howard and Dr. Marie Worming- 
ton. I read everything I could find 
on the Yuma. During my research I 
could only hear of one outstanding 
Yuma collection. It was one owned 
by Perry and Harold Anderson of 
Yuma, Colo, This collection was the 
original Yuma collection, the one that 
Dr. Renaud had studied and named 
“Yuma.” There were many articles 
written about this superb collection. 
I was determined that some day I 
would have a fine collection, too. 

I began by searching in the field. 
I met one old timer who had collected 
around Colorado sites, etc., for more 
than thirty years. He had more than 
8,000 pieces, and only two Yumas, 
which I now own. I met a Wyoming 
collector who had hunted thirty years 
and had thousands of arrows and 
spears, but only one Yuma, which I 
finally got. I suddenly realized that 
if I lived to be 1,000 years old, I’d 
not have time enough to reach my 
goal of 100 Yumas. So I revamped 
my plans. Instead of hunting Yumas 
in the field, I started hunting col- 
lections and spending money for Yu- 
mas instead of gas, tires and shoes. 
It paid off much better. 


I’d spend most of my three months 
teachers’ vacation hunting collections. 
First, it’s a task to find the collec- 
tion, then there is about one good 
Yuma in each fifty collections, and 
when you find the Yuma, then the 
job is to “dig” it out of the collec- 
tion. Some people do not value an 
artifact until they discover you want 
it, then it becomes priceless. To test 
this theory a few times I picked out 
one of the poorest specimens in the 
collection, possibly worth about ten 
cents and I’d ask very casually, 
“Would you take twenty-five dollars 
for this specimen?” Never once did 
the owner say “Yes.” I am sure this 
little joke did no harm. It made the

collector very happy to be able to 
refuse me and it amused me. It also 
proves that collectors are not mo- 
tivated by money 

Well, how did I I get the Yuma? [I 
prefer the cash deal and usually it 
is best to try and buy the entire col- 
lection or a part of it. That is easier 
than buying just one and often cheap- 
er. Then when they will not sell, some 
will trade. I frequently find this to 
be the case. Some will neither sell or 
trade, but will give it to you to put 
their piece in “The Finest Yuma Col- 
lection’? Since I now have the out- 
standing Yuma collection, quite a few 
gave me their specimens, if I’d agree 
to keep it in the collection. 

Then when you finally get the Yu- 
ma the next thing is to get its his- 
tory. That frequently necessitates the 
writing of numerous letters to run 
down, where found, when, by whom 
and the various trades and deals. In- 
stead of “from the cradle to the 
grave,” it’s “from your collection to 
the ground.” 

It’s taxen me many years to run 
down or get a certain Yuma I really 
wanted, but in the process of build- 
ing my collection, I never gave up. 
I found only two Yumas [ reallv 
wanted that I didn’t get, over a pe- 
riod of time. One was a Yuma in 
Nebraska, the other near Denver, 
Colo. I offered $200 for each and 
was refused. Now that I have reached 
my goal of 190 fine Yumas, I am not 
unhappy over the refusals. 

Since I have mentioned price, I 
have frequently been asked, “What 
is a Yuma worth?” Well, that is like 
asking what an automobile, house, 
horse, or cow is worth. It depends on 
many factors. In the case of a Yuma 
it depends on about seven factors: 
(1) Workmanship, (2) Material, (3) 
Condition, (4) Size, (5) Color, (6) 


Type, (7) History. All these factors 
go into determining the value of a 
Yuma blade, I’d say the value is from 
$1 to about $200. However, I have 
refused $300 for my best Yuma which 
I consider the finest ever found. That 
was all it was worth, but my theory 
is that if you have a collection and 
sell your best piece you have ruined 
your collection. 
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One of my friends, Ed McGuinn, 
paid $250 for what he considered the 
finest Yuma in the original Yuma 
collection. A business man made the 
comment on hearing of this deal: “A 
man’s a fool to pay $250 for a ‘spe:r,’ 
“Oh, I don’t know,” said another 
party, “What did you pay for that 
diamond of yours?” 

“Well, I paid $1,000 for it. But 
it’s a real one.” 

What’s it good for?,” was the next 
question. 

“Well, we take pride and pleasure 
in its possession.” 

“That is the same reason Ed Mce- 
Guinn paid $250 for that Yuma. 
There are many diamonds just like 
yours, but there isn’t a Yuma like 
his and never will be. The ‘factory’ 
was shut down thousands of years 
ago and will never reopen. So, if he 
is a fool, I’d say others are also.” 

One Montana collector offered to 
sell his for its weight in gold. He 
was much disappointed when he 
found its weight was the same as a 
twenty dollar gold piece. 

I used to pay almost any price to 
get a super-Yuma, but since I have 
reached my goal of 100 Yumas, I am 
a little more conservative. I have 
gathered most of them from Wyom- 
ing and Colorado, but I also obtained 
them from Montana, Nebraska, Kan- 
sas, Utah, Illinois, New Mexico, Tex- 
as, and Missouri. 

A cowboy found one of my finest 
Yumas eighty miles northeast of 
Douglas, Wyo., He was riding down 
a little draw, when he saw it sticking 
out of the bank. I finally got it from 
him. I thought then and still do that 
it was one of the finest Yumas ever 
found. 

I was showing it in a Colorado mu- 
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seum when I asked one of the cura- 
tors if she ever saw one as fine. 

“Yes,” she said, “one even better. 
It is owned by a man named sad 
She gave me his last name. I found 
thirty people by that name in the 
Denver telephone directory. I wrote 
to all of them. Finally, one replied. 
It was a relative in Cheyenne. I wrote 
Cheyenne. He had moved to Salt Lake 
City, then to Bremerton, Wash., then 
to Kodiak, Alaska. I finally caught 
up with the elusive owner of this 
“super” Yuma. Weli, I finally got it, 
after about two years search, Yes, it 
is a beautiful Yuma. It is the one 
for which I refused $300. 

But I am not always that fortun- 
ate. Twice I have spent quite a lot 
of money and time and when [I lo- 
cated the Yuma it was only a very 
ordinary specimen. That was rather 
exasperating. 

Several years ago I spent my entire 
Christmas vacation searching for Yu- 
mas. I drove more than 1,000 miles, 
saw many collectors and collections 
and three good Yumas. I offered 
fifty dollars apiece for two and $100 
for the other. But I returned from 
my trip with no Yumas. 

So I continue my search for the 
elusive super-Yuma, the symphony in 
stone. I now have 100 specimens. But 
I keep trying to get better ones and 
cull out my poorer ones. I feel sure 
there is no “one hundred” Yumas 
anywhere that will compare with this 
collection from the display viewpoint. 
It shows stone workmanship at_ its 
peak. The Scientific American, Feb. 
1931, page 103 says about one of my 
Yumas, “One of the finest pieces of 
stone chipping found in America.” 
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“Many strange things from many strange lands”’

What value will ever come out of 
the gathering of this Yuma collec- 
tion? Well, I suppose in time ”The 
Russell Yuma Collection” will rest in 
some large museum, The strays and 
mavericks that I have rounded up 
have made a Yuma herd that any 
museum will be proud to corral. 
There they may be studied by stu- 
dents of archaeology and admired by 
the public. 

This old cowboy is getting along in 
years and coming to the end of the 
trail. But he has a young cowboy, 
Virgil Yates Russell, Jr., fourteen 
years of age, who is willing to take 
over where his father leaves off and 
keep the herd moving “museum way” 
and gather up and brand mavericks 
along the way. 

How many are in the herd at pres- 
ent? There are 156 in the herd as of 
January 1, 1953. It has a few extra 
fine Folsoms in it and some few Ytt- 
mas that look as if their mother may 
have looked at something besides a 
Yuma. But it can be culled down to 
100 very fine “registered Yumas.” 


The Tupinamba 
Indians of Brazil 


Perhaps the weirdest attire in the 
history of male costumes was that 
of Brazil’s feathered men, the Tupin- 
amba Indians of Brazil. The ways of 
life of these people, now extinct as 
a group, are described in a publica- 
tion issued by the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution’s Bureau of American Eth- 
nology 

my its life both men and women 
were entirely naked. In contrast to 
this lack of dress, according to the 
Smithsonian account, ornaments were 
numerous and showy. On their heads 
men wore high diadems made of the 
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tails of parrots or other bright-col- 
ored birds, or bonnets of small feath- 
ers fastened in the knots of a cotton 
net. Some of these bonnets fell down 
in the back like long, narrow capes. 
The most spectacular feather orna- 
ments were long, wide cloaks com- 
posed entirely of red feathers of the 
guara, a bird of the Brazilian jun- 
gles. The love of feathers was so 
great that men, and sometimes wo- 
men, glued them to their heads with 
wax or sprinkled them all over their 
bodies, which they previously had 
coated with gum or honey. 

Chiefs and important men had 
necklaces of shell beads as much as 
thirty feet long which had to be 
coiled around their necks. Others had 
similar strings of black wooden beads. 
Warriors wore necklaces made of the 
teeth — sometimes as many as 2,000 
to 3,000 —of their victims. 

Both sexes were elaborately tat- 
tooed. Charcoal or plant juices were 
rubbed into wounds made with shells 
or the teeth of rodents, A man’s 
body was covered with designs which 
were extended each time he killed a 
man in war or sacrificed a prisoner. 

On every important occasion, such 
as a drinking bout, a funeral, or the 
slaying of a prisoner, both men and 
women painted their bodies black and 
red, sometimes all one color and some- 
times with alternating patches of one 
and the other. 

They entrusted themselves to skill- 
ful artists, generally women, who 
traced on their skin artistic and ca- 
pricious patterns consisting of checks, 
spirals, waves, and other elements 
similar to those painted on pottery. 
Blue and yellow, though less common, 
were used on the face in combina- 
tion with red and black.

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American Indian Club 
Holds Pow Wow 


Authentic Indian dances, danced by 
Indians from Chippewa, Sioux and 
other tribes were enjoyed by Chicag- 
ans recently. The American Indian 
Club of Chicago, comopsed of Indians 
now working and living in Chicago, 
put on an exhibition of tribal dances 
on February 28. 

About sixteen men and the same 
number of women, including a male 
drummer, took part in the dances. 
All were dressed in the beaded, 
fringed buckskins of their tribes. 
Feathered headdresses, were, of 
course, worn by the men, as well as 
bells on their ankles and shell neck- 
laces. 

Two shows had to be given as In- 
dians in modern dress and palefaces 
crowded into the auditorium of the 
Engineering building, 205 W. Wacker 
Drive. 

The program began with the read- 
ing of a poem by a Minnesota prin- 
cess, accompanied by the drum, and 
the double column of Indians enter- 
ing from the rear of the room. The 
men, led by Chief Good Horse, were 
followed by the women, and all then 
engaged in a Friendship or Welcome 
dance, a mass dance. 

Next came a Hopi religious cere- 
monial dance, part of the prayer for 
rain. In this, one man held a red 
wooden arrow, with a red, yellow and 
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green striped arch, topped with green 
feathers, and his movements were 
centered around this object. 


A demonstration of how an Indian 
wears his blanket while cold, running, 
on a journey, on horseback, and when 
refused by his girl friend was then 
given. This was followed by the Har- 
vest or Green Corn dance, Oneida 
War dance, Oneida Spirit dance (in 
which two men offer food to God) ; 
and a Feather dance in which a 
chief’s daughter attempted to pick up

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The Gun of the 
Baron Hackett 


By WILLIAM EDWARDS 





Of the many problems of research 
and exposition which confront the 
historian, one of the most difficult 
is to tell a “complete” story. From 
many sources details come, and grad- 
ually the fabric takes on an appear- 
ance of wholeness, yet the eternal 
moths of insufficiency, lack of exact 
and full details, too often makes this 
fabric but a tattered weave held to- 
gether by tenuous strands of cir- 
cumstance and supposition. 

All too pat an example of this is 
the story of the Gun of the Baron 
Hackett. It is believed to begin in 
Paris, about the year 1831, when the 
concurrent designs of A. Demondion 
and M. Robert, Arquebusier, resulted 
in the perfection of a novel and re- 
markably advanced firearm, the “Fu- 
sil Robert.” Demondion invented a 
cartridge case having a metallic tube 
containing detonating powder, which 
projected from its base, and was ex- 
ploded by a hammer striking it. The 
gun to use this cartridge, designed 
by Robert, was a breechloader made 
in both pistol and shoulder-arm type. 

The illustration in Fig 1,* taken 
from H. G. Young’s 1947 pricelist, 
shows the version of the French gov- 
ernment, in a Carbine form, while in 
the U. §. Cartridge Collection cata- 
log, item 629, Fig.2, is shown a pistol 
described as hammerless,: caliber. .58 
metallic cartridge, operated with a 
lever on top, which opens the breech 
for the cartridge ‘at the same time it 
cocks it. Hammer inside. Marks on 
the barrel “CBREDEGRE,” and on 
the lever, ‘‘Pistolet, Robert Brevete.” 
Deane, in his “Manual of Firearms,” 
London, 1858, describes this same 
basic breech, and illustrates the in- 
terior by the sketch shown as Fig. 3, 
so that there is no doubt as to the 
positive identification of the gun. 

Apparently there was little which 
came of Robert’s work on his inven- 
tion, until the intercession of one 
Baron Hackett, who probably became 
his patron. The Hackett. Baronetcy, 
a corruption of the name ‘“Halkett,” 
is an Irish title which during the 
past three centuries has undergone 
sporadic lapsing and reviving. Pos- 
itive identification thus of that Baron 
Hackett who became the mentor of 
Robert, has not been made. The right-

ful heir to the title of the Baron 
Hackett, during the mid-thirties, was 
Sir Peter Wedderburn, Captain, R. N. 

By 1837, the Robert invention, now 
known as the gun of the Baron Hack- 
ett, had become pretty well perfected. 
During June, 1837, the Baron Hack- 
ette himself, after some active prose- 
cution of this gun with military 
boards of Europe, and_ especially 
Russia, came to America to present 
the gun to an American ordnance 
board. He was in Washington during 
that spring, and since Colt,, Leavitt, 
Cochran, and Hall all desired a com- 
petitive test of arms to. settle the 
hotly disputed question of merits, the 
Baron Hackett was invited to dis- 
play his guns at the same time. 

A preliminary board, meeting at 
the Washington Arsenal, adjourned 
in April after only testing a Colt 
small-bore rifle. and re-convened at 
West Point in July, to offer an in- 
structive display for the graduating 
class of cadets. 

Leavitt’s carbine, a single revolv- 
ing breach piece of doubtful merits, 
as it was manually rotated, received 
scant attention. The Cochran gun, 
with its horizontal turret pointing in 
all directions at eye level simultan- 
eously, was speedily condemned, and 
a multiple discharge, probably from 
inferior wrought iron in the receiver

or cylinder, was a last nail in its 
coffin, and very nearly a first nail 
in the coffin of one of the officers. 

The Colt gun, with its charges par- 
allel to the bore was considered more 
safe in this wise, but the extreme 
weight of the musket submitted for 
the trial was of .64 bore arms, 15- 
odd pounds, was a condemning fea- 
ture. The Colt musket likewise dou- 
ble-shotted on several occasions, It 
received a very limited recommenda- 
tion, for special services, but was 
condemned as an arm for the infan- 
try of the line. Among the remaining 
four arms, the Common Rifle, the 
Common U. S. Musket, and the sev- 
eral Hall arms, and the gun of the 
Baron Hackett, there was little to 
choose. 

The infantry drill regulations were 
still based on those of Europe, and 
when any special fighting, as with 
Indians, was called for, it was the 
valiant Dragoons who went in and 
took over: the infantry were still 
trained to fight against infantry, and 
for this type of warfare, there was 
nothing offered superior to the basic 
bayonet equipped muzzle loading 
flintlock musket. The entire military 
world agreed on this, and, all other 
things being equal, with good and 
proper reason. 

The Hall breech-loader, which in 
operation was not too dissimilar to 
the regular arms, and in appearance 
was very similar, had been adopted 
and the Colonel of Ordnance, George 
Bomford, was quite satisfied of its 
superiority, for infantry and other 
uses (the U. S. Revenue Marine 
were in part armed with Hall’s rifles 
and carbines). The Hackett, with its 
one-piece stock, and general “mus- 
ket” outlines, seemed to be the most 
reasonable sort of breech-loader to 
consider. ; 

The musket offered was of .64” 
bore at muzzle, with an_ enlarged 
chamber of .72” diameter. The over- 
all length of the gun was 4’10%” 
and was accompanied by a bayonet 
19%” long, presumably of the univer- 
sally adopted socket type slipping 
over a stud on the barrel, This last 
was 42.37” long, the whole gun weigh- 
ing about 10 Ibs., 120z. The chamber 
was about 2 3/16” long. There were 
three brass bands, with two sling 
swivels, but no provision for a ram- 
rod. Of this, the Board reported: 


In Baron Hackett’s gun there Is no 
rod. It is thought that though the rod 
is unnecessary in loading, it is indis- 


pensable in washing or cleaning the 
barrel. No estimate has been made for 
it. If it should be thought necessary 
to add the rod, its cost is about that of 
the common musket, also, if the rod 
should be added, there would be some 
additional expense in stocking, and 
some in altering the top hand. 


Captain John H. Hall, Master Ar- 
morer at Harpers Ferry Armory and 
designer of the Hall breech loader, 
was present at the trials and was 
the official cost accountant for the 
Board, surveying each arm very 
thoroughly and giving estimates of 
the necessary cost of producing the 
various arms. 


The Hackett gun, with its 69 com- 
ponent parts, including a special 
screwdriver, was estimated to cost 
from $13.69 and 3.4 mills for 5,000 
to only $12.28 and 1.5 mills for as 
many as 50,000. This compared very 
favorably with the common musket, 
only a dollar or so less in cost, and 
was significantly lower than the Colt 
or Cochran estimates which ran as 
high as $20. 


From Captain Hall’s detailing of 
parts, with “trunnion plates,” “lever 
with copper plug,” “Hammer or 
spring for igniting,” “guard screws 
for screwing to the barrel,” etc., it 
is evident that the Fusil Robert was 
the actual gun presented by him. In 
addition, the Board referred to his 
arm as a gun “which in Europe is 
called the Fusil Robert.” 


Hackett had been “intriguing con- 
siderably” in Washington, and with 
the rumors of an adoption of his gun 
by European powers in the wind, he 
was able to persuade the officers of 
the board to make a recommendation 
to the Secretary of War, that, be- 
cause other nations had adopted his 
gun, and because it behooved the U. 
S. to keep up with foreign develop- 
ments, thus it was recommended that 
an open number of the Hackett gun 
be bought or constructed and issued 
for field trial. 


However interesting this informa- 
tion may be to antique firearms fak- 
ers, to whom the construction of a 
Hackett gun from a real Fusil Rob- 
ert might seem appropriate, it is

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An 8,000 Mile Collecting Trip 


I had intended to go to Wyoming 
but the Rocky Mountain Federation 
of Mineralogical Societies were hav- 
ing their convention in Salt Lake 
City, and I felt that being so close it 
would be more interesting to take 
in their show. I arrived in Salt Lake 
City several days before the show 
date, so I sought out some of the 
local “rockhounds” and among them 
Dr, H. T. Plumb. His title seems to be 
derived from one of two or more 
doctorates, but one in science is cer- 
tainly appropriate. He was with the 
General Electric Company’s House of 
Magic and even in his home there 
were evidences of his accomplish- 
ments in this field. He showed me a 
huge Tesla coil with which he did 
many highly spectacular tricks. Of 
course, he had a fine fluorescent min- 
eral collection and knew and demon- 
strated the uses of several lamps of 
varying wave length some of which 
I had never seen before. 

At the good doctor’s suggestion, we 
scheduled a trip to Ophir, an old 
mining town some fifty miles south- 
west of Salt Lake City. The trip out 
was uneventful and we were almost 
at once at work on the dumps of the

mines which were mostly producers 
of copper. I called one the “Wild 
Delerium.” Its minerals were sand- 
wiched in between old Cambrian ma- 
terial and carboniferous shales. The 
stratification was twisted like a pret- 
zel. The spots or lenzes of ore with 
hardly discernible continuity spotted 
through the native rock. 

In one opening, I found native 
copper, cuprite and both azurite and 
malachite, all hard enough to take a 
polish. This seemed to be a good find 
of double interest so I filled a hun- 
dred pound sack of samples. The Doc- 
tor found a good variety of speci- 
mens, but went in for micro crystals 
and variety rather than “stock.” We 
spent the night there in one of the 
mine company’s houses and continued 
our explorations in the morning. 
However, besides sulfides, mostly of 
copper, I found nothing as good as 
the native with carbonates noted 
above.

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joyable evening. The next day the 
convention started. 


After the second day of the show, 
I went up to Park City, some forty 
miles east of Salt Lake City. Here 
a very accommodating foreman put 
me up for the night. In the evening I 
saw several collections of fine Park 
City minerals. Here in this area, the 
mines have a great number of min- 
erals but most spectacular are the 
pyrite crystals of the main Park City 
Mine. These are bright brassy yellow 
and come in two forms: the cube and 
* the pyritehedrons, the latter having 
five edges to each crystal face. The 
mine must be located well over 6,000 
feet elevation but one is dropped down 
a shaft by cable lift at least 1,000 
feet. It is the 'wettest mine I was ever 
in. Though the foreman provided me 
with a rubber slicker and hat, I still 
got pretty wet before reaching the 
bottom of the shaft. There are many 
levels and each has its honeycomb 
system of adits and upraises. 


My foreman-guide showed me a 
new opening where some beautiful 
pyrites were entirely covering the 
walls. In loose powdery white “gouge” 
there were also loose perfectly formed 
pyrite xls. I found some over an inch 
and a half on a side. Others were 
twinned, two or more crystals grow- 
ing together. After filling my bags 
with such perfect loose ones as were 
readily available, I went to work on 
the walls for groups of crystals, Some 
came off readily but others resisted 
my best efforts to get them loose. 
One nice “slab” of crystals was quite 
thin yet measured ten inches by about 
twelve in area and is now in our mu- 
seum. 


The foreman showed me a huge 
group in the ceiling of one opening 
saying, “It’s yours if you can get it 
out.” Well I went to work, getting 
first one edge loose and then an- 
other until it was ready to drop. I 
had to wait then until my guide came 
to do the last bit of loosening and he 
caught it. However, he said he’d carry 
my sacks which left me to carry the 
huge specimen. We got it down the 
ladders all right and started up a 
long tunnel over worn planking and 
ties. I judged the specimen to weigh 
about 100 pounds and started gamely 
for our elevator shaft. However, the 
weight of the specimen plus my own 
was too much for some of the planks 
which broke and more than once I 
went in to my knees in water, still 
hanging on to my precious exhibit 
piece. As I stated, I guessed it to 
weigh 100 pounds, but by the time 
V’d- gone the 1,000 feet to the shaft 
it weighed an even ton. Surface was 
reached with only a little additional 
wetting and I was glad to shed my 
rubber coat and hat and get out into 
the sunshine. 


I found some very rare needle-like

influence of many churches, the mod- 
ernness of fine stores, night clubs, 
good restaurants, excellent transpor- 
tation, and the last word in air bases. 
San Antonio advertises itself as a 
city of contrasts. And there are post 
cards to be had that show every 
facet of this city of many attractions. 
A new Hotel Greeters Guide sup- 
plemented the one we had as a war- 
time souvenir. With this to jog our 
memory, we wrote to the places we 
had known, and added a few newer 
cards to the ones we had bought on 
the site in 1945. The old cards are 
not so easily obtained, possibly be- 
cause the subjects are so interesting 
that everyone wishes to keep them. 
The first card that anyone gets 
from San Antonio is a view of the 
Alamo. The Alamo is that mission 
built in 1718 by the Franciscan 
Monks, and called the Mission of San 
Antonio de Valera, which became a 
fortress where David Crockett, Bowie 
Travis, and 176 others gave their 
lives for liberty in the battle against 
Santa Ana and the Mexican invad- 
ers. This shrine of Texas freedom is 
naturally the subject of the first card 
anyone sends home from San Antonio. 
Our earliest cards of the Alamo 
are No. 10 by Thayer of Denver, and 
No. 2641 by Adolph Selige of St. 
Louis. Both show wooden store build- 
ings built up against and joining the 
Alamo, and a brick street in front. 
The plaza, the iron gateway, the 
covered walks, and the beautiful 
flower gardens did not at that time 
surround this famous landmark. 


Two cards by Tengg of San An- 
tonio, show this same bare approach 
around 1910-1915. Kropp cards of 
the 1920’s show some gardens and 
the walkway. These are Nos. 2101, 
19193, 11344, 18887, and an unnum- 
— ecard published for Kress in 


There are Alamo views showing the 
six flags: French, Spanish, Mexican, 
Texas, Confederate, and the United 
States. These were published by Me- 
trocraft (47460), and Curteich (5A- 
H1510). More modern views are Me- 
trocraft (47464, and 48852—a night 
scene); Curteich (5A-H886,-and 7A- 
H1310); Tichnor (69041); and three 


Albertype hand-painted cards. These 
new cards bring out the beauty of 
the gardens which now surround the 
Alamo, and of the covered arch walk 
which has been added or else recon- 
structed after having been destroyed. 
The Albertypes were published by 
the Alamo Chapel, and sold on the 
grounds at the Alamo Museum. The 
very latest views of the Alamo are 
very beautiful Dextones (45627, and 
456190), and Plastichrome (P616). 
In addition to the Alamo, there are 
four other old Spanish Missions south 
of the city on Mission Road. The first 
or northernmost mission, called “La 
Mission de la Nuestra Senora de la 
Conception Purissima de Acuna”, was 
built in 1731. This mission shares 
with the Alamo the distinction of

OVER 3000 CARDS, albums, etc., mos 
around 50 years old.—Egley, 3195 Kolmia, 
San Diego 4, Calif. my1631 
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Post Card views from the collection 
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having been used as a fort during 
the war for Texas Independence, 

Our older cards of this mission are 
quite attractive. They show crumbled 
buttresses, and broken walls covered 
with growing grasses. The newer 
views show renovation, reconstruc- 
tion, and orderly plantings of flowers. 
Cards of this Mission were made by 
Rotograph (G17677—dated 1905); 
Tuck (No. 2163); Thayer (5); 
Kropp (28031, and 26628N); Cur- 
teich (7683); Metrocraft (47452); 
and Dextone (45628). 

The second mission, which stands 
near where old Mission Road crosses 
Corpus Christi Road, is Mission San 
Jose, built in the same year as the 
Alamo, 1718. The carving on the fa- 
cade is one of the finest specimens 
of ancient carving still in existence. 
The older cards show the roof broken, 
the fine carvings badly damaged, 
weeds and an old fence surrounding 
the mission. These cards are: 

Tuck (2163); Curteich (7881); 
Paul Ebers (5 and 14); Curteich 
(2A-H673) ; and Kropp (26624N and 
7175N). Modern views show extens- 
ive renovations, repairs, and restora- 
tions in building and in gardens. 
Among these cards are Kropp (19- 
192N); Metrocraft (47453 and 495- 
47); and Dextone (45632). Cards 
showing a close-up of the beautiful 
carved front door are Kropp (18827), 
before the restoration; San Antonio 
Card Co. (69048); and Roberts Color 
Card (C1981), which show the beauty 
and intricacy of the design. 

The tower and a beautiful carved 
round window are pictured on Cur- 
teich (2A-H664); and San Antonio 
Card Co. (69047) is a close-up of this 
lovely window. Although this window 
is round and is sometimes called the 
“Rose Window” it is not at all what 
is meant by a rose window in Gothic 
architecture, but is a large open win- 
dow covered with a typical Spanish 
iron grill. The elaborate detail is in 
the carving on the stone surrounding 
the window. The restored gardens of 
Mission San Jose are pictured on 
Curteich Card (0B-H1172). 

Farther south and near Brooks 
Field is Mission San Juan Capis- 
trano, founded in 1731. Near this mis- 
sion is the oldest irrigation system in 
the United States, an aqueduct built 
by the monks, which conveyed water 
from the San Antonio River to their 
gardens near the mission. Cards of 
the third mission are: Nic Tengg 
(M653); Metrocraft (47454); Dex- 
tone (45623); and Roberts (C3022). 

The fourth mission is on Espada 
Road, south of Mission Road. It is 
San Francisco de Espada, a small 
simple building founded in 1730. Old 
cards are Adolph Selige (2905) ; Tuck 
(2163); and newer cards are Kropp 
(16214N) ; Metrocraft (47455); Cur- 
teich (3A-H431); and Dextone 
(45624). 

Back in San Antonio- we wish to 
see more of the old Spanish culture 
of the time of the Missions. West of 
Main and south of Commerce are the 
Main Plaza and San Fernando Ca- 


thedral. The Cathedral was built in. 


1734, and remodeled in 1868. On the 
roof of this building, Santa Anna 
mounted a cannon when he beseiged 
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the Alamo. Here, under the altar, lie 
buried the bones of the heroes of the 
Alamo, where tradition says they 
were buried by a sympathetic and in- 
fluential Mexican. 

Old cards of the Cathedral show 
the Cathedral with the old Southern 
Hotel on its south side, the old city 
hall to the rear, and a series of small 
stores to the north, where the Frost 
National Bank now stands. These old 
cards include No. 1 by Ebers. White, 
San Antonio; an unnumbered card by 
Nice Tengg; an old black and white 
print showing the Cathedral as it 
looked with one tower in ruins; a 
card by Geo. M. Bearce (140) made 
in Germany; Curteich (A-8844, 
mailed in 1911). Modern cards show- 
ing renovations, the Frost Building, 
and a remodeled and enlarged City 
Hall in the background, are: Metro- 
eraft (47465 and 48850); Tichnor 
(69863); and Roberts (C3021). 

Several other San Antonio church 
cards are good to have in your col- 
lection. There is a photograph card 
made in 1943 of beautiful St. Mary’s 
Church on the corner of St. Mary’s 
and College streets. There is a Metro- 
craft card of the National Shrine of 
the Little Fiower, and a card of the 
Post Chapel at Randolph Field, Me- 
trocraft (48955). : 

We searched for the Protestant 
Church views, but without result 
until we wrote direct to the churches 
themselves. This netted us a black 
and white greetings from the Travis 
Park Methodist Church, and two of 
the First Baptist Church, one view 
each of old and new buildings. 

We do not like the propaganda 
that church views will not sell. We 
know that they do sell, and when we 
offer to take any that they have 
failed to sell the distributors cannot 
produce them. It is pure propaganda. 
Yet the distributors decide in their 
meetings not to have any more print- 
ed, because “they won’t sell.” What 
is behind it? Yet they waste money 
on non-descript designs with an im- 
printed “Greetings from” upon them. 

Back to the Spanish landmarks of 
San Antonio, just back of the Cathe- 
dral and west of the City Hall on 
Cameron street, we find the old Span- 
ish Governor’s Palace. Our most 
beautiful cards of this palace are 
photographs sold exclusively at the 
palace. We inquired and bought them 
from our guide. 

The palace is a'massive one-story 
house of stone and adobe, with crude 
flagstone floors, heavy beams, thick 
walls, broad low doors, and few win- 
dows. The massive carved doors open 
on the street and the gardens are in 
the rear, The Hapsburg Royal Arms 
are carved on a stone keystone over 
the main entrance. Little light or air 
can penetrate the long narrow medie- 
val rooms, furnished with crude, 
hand-wrought, simple but heavy ta- 
bles, benches, and chests. The court 
yard has heavy arches, crude benches, 
and an old well. 

Imagine our consternation to see, 
when we were there, that some pub- 
lice-minded citizen, whose kindness 
outweighed his knowledge of the fit- 
ness of things, had donated a lovely 
Chickering square grand piano in ex- 
cellent condition and tune—we played 
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it—and had placed it in the Govern- 
or’s court room with its tapestry cov- 
ered chairs, its heavy carved table, 
iron bound chests, tall candle sticks, 
and rough stone floors. 

The patio and fountain at the Gov- 
ernor’s Palace are also pictured on 
Curteich (2A-H663), Dextone (45é- 
29), and Metrocraft (47461). 

Near the center of downtown San 
Antonio, and just south of Villita 
street, is the location of the original 
city of San Antonio, also built in 
1718. It is known now as La Villita, 
and contains several of the origina! 
houses and shops. La Villita is pic- 
tured on a Metrocraft card (48849), 
and the Mexican Market, the Mer 
cado, on Metro (42428). 

One of San Antonio’s greatest 
charms is the San Antonio River, 
the little “River Street”, which is 
crossed by about fifty bridges in the 
downtown area, and gives an added 
old-world charm to the city. Above at 
the street level is the roar and rush 
of the traffic of a busy American 
city; but turn aside at the rear of 
the Smith-Young Tower Building and 
St. Mary’s street and descend by a 
stone stairway to the lower level of 
the river, and you enter a fairy land 
of gardens, water falls, walks, seats, 
along a quiet meandering stream 
where happy people ride in Venetian 
gondolas. 

Small arched stone bridges, paved 
sidewalks, and stone stairs, make it 
possible to traverse a busy city while 
enjoying the fresh green loveliness 
of the country. At one point a small 
amphitheater is built with its stage 
on one bank and its tiers of stone 
seats on the opposite bank of the 
little stream. 

Cards of this little river with the 
back-drop of tall city buildings are 
quite beautiful. Among them are: 
San Antonio Card Co. (69104 and 
69865); Metrocraft (47470 and 483- 
84); Curteich (OB-H1168, 1B-H309), 
3B-H171); Jumbo card in black and 
white; and a Roberts Card (C3020). 
Olmos Dam which is on the San 
Antonio River north of the city is 
pictured on almost identical views by 
Kropp (7030), Curteich (5A-H891), 
and Metro (47472). 

Among interesting buildings whose 
grounds are along the little river 
are the Masonic Temple, the Public 
Library, and the Original Mexican 
Restaurant, The restaurant gives its 
patrons a menu on a card which is 
colored like a Mexican serape, and 
can be mailed as a double post card, 
but takes a three-cent stamp because 
of its length. 

There should be cards of the. Ma- 
sonic temple, and of the library, es- 
pecially of the world-famous exhibit 
of circusiana collected by the late 
Harry Hertzberg and now on exhibit 
on the third floor of the city library. 
But if there are cards of these, we 
have not been able to unearth them. 

However, there are the usual city 
views: an old view of the Bexar 
County Court House, and one of the 
City Hall both in the Tuck San An- 
tonio series 2163; an old view of the 
post office, Thayer (12); the Alamo 
Plaza and band stand, Tengg (473- 
11); and new views of the enlarged 
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post office by Metro (47457 and 47- 

There are many views of the Alamo 
Cenotaph, that modern giant of a 
statue which over-shadows the Alamo 
itself, the real memorial to Texan 
heroism. The views of the Cenotaph 
are Metro (47458); Curteich (OB- 
H1169); Plastichrome (P599); and 
Dextone (45626). The fine city audi- 
torium is pictured on Metro card (47- 
468) and Roberts (1727). This au- 
ditorium cost the city of San Antonio 
$1,500,000, and has a seating capacity 
of 6,500. The curtain inside is a 
mural of the early priests and In- 
dians, Kropp (7182N). 

Almost identical views of the San 
Antonio skyline were made by Kropp 
(14827) and Metro (47462). Hous- 
ton street is by Metro (48851), and 
the Smith-Young Tower from the San 
Antonio River by Metro (47456). 
There are two old cards of the Men- 
ger Hotel—a 1904 card by Wheel- 
ock, also an interior of the rotunda 
at that time. There is also a modern 
Plastichrome of the present lobby. 

Kropp cards picture the Hutchins 
Hotel and the Travelers Hotel. Color- 
picture cards are made of the Gunter 
Hotel, the Longhorn Restaurant, and 
the Park Motel Sidewalk Cafe. MWM 
makes a card of the Blue Bonnet 
Hotel; Curteich pictures the Robert 
E. Lee and the St. Anthony Hotels; 
Dexter Press and Artvue picture the 
Park Motel; San Antonio Card Co. 
makes a black and white of Joske’s 
“the largest store in the largest 
state”; Fullecolor makes the view of 
Rio Lado Drive-in Hotel; and there 
are surely others, but the request for 
their cards was not fruitful, ; 

To the northwest of the city is 
San Pedro Park with its branch li- 
brary, its Little Theater, tennis 
courts, baseball field, etc. (Ct. R-29- 
125). In the northeast section of San 
Antonio we find the Alamo Stadium, 
the Sunken Garden created from an 
abandoned rock quarry, Brackenridge 
Park, and farther to the northeast, 
Fort Sam Heuston.

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The Sunken Garden with its Chin- 
ese Tea Garden is pictured on an un- 
numbered Jumbo card, San Antonio 
Card Co. card (69053), Curteich (2A- 
H669), and Roberts (C3295). Witte 
Museum at Brackenridge Park is on 
Metro card (49418); the Open Air 
Theater on Metro (47459); flamin- 
goes and zebra from the Zoo on Rob- 
erts cards (C3100) and C3098); the 
grizzly bear (3099); and the tower 
which was once a part of the first 
Portland Cement factory west of the 
Mississippi. 

The Alligator Gardens at the gate 
of Brackenridge Park has a new set 
of black and white cards. Among 
them are views of a man and alli- 
gator wrestling, and a_ crocodile 
“Ching Lee, the Golden Dragon of 
China.” 

The Quadrangle and tower at Fort 
Sam Houston are beautifully pictured 
by Thayer (29), Curteich (3B- 
H172), and Roberts (C2174). In the 
San Antonio area are other interest- 
ing places that are the subject of 
collectable cards: Randolph Field, 
“The West Point of the Air’, Metro- 
chrome (47474) and Plastichrome 
(P1294); ten acres of flying cadets, 
Metro (48962; ranches in the area 
have quite lovely Dextone and photo- 
graph cards, among them are Heart 
o’ Hills Inn at Hunt, The Kendall 
Inn at Boerne, The Prades at Prade 
Ranch, and Lost Valley Resort Ranch 
at Bandera. At Boerne, twenty-five 
miles northwest of San Antonio are 
the Cascade Caverns, originally called 
“The Cave without a Name”, from 
which we have five black and white 
cards. 

You probably wonder if we have 
forgotten, but we have saved for the 
last one of the most unusual places 
you will ever visit— The Buckhorn 
Curio Store and Museum, originally 
the old Buckhorn Saloon. Even in the 
old days, the Buckhorn was more 
famous as a museum than as a sa- 
loon. The collection of animal heads 
and horns was started as a hobby in 
1881 by Albert Freidrich and now it 
contains almost every type of horned 
animal in the world. In addition to 
the horns, there is a collection of 
82,000 rattlesnake rattles, made into 
artistic designs by Mrs. Freidrich. 

The Buckhorn is termed the world’s 
oddest store. The entrance, and ex- 
terior view are pictured by Curteich 
(9A822-N and 6B-H832). Curteich 
(R-54090) is the picture of eight sets 
of death-locked deer heads. This is 
only one of a set of ten cards. In- 
terior views of the Buckhorn are on 
Curteich cards (5A-H590, 5A-H591, 
2B-H111, 2B-H844, 3B-H323-N, and 
6B-H340). 

Curteich card (2252-29-N) is a 
view of the famous rattlesnake rat- 
tles picture of a lifesize deer. Roberts 
ecard (C3033) is a very modern view 
of the center room of the Buckhorn 
with its present day odd combination 
of modern stock of Indian and Mexi- 
ean collectors’ items, and animal’s 
horns and other strange museum od- 
dities. 

If one really had the time and 
money to concentrate on them, we 
wonder how many cards he could get 
for the Home of the Alamo, the city 
ef contrasts, San Antonio?

1. Mrs. Poffenberger, of Willow 
Grove, Pa., asks about the value of 
good Western historic views from 
around 1900. 

Educationally, they could be quite 
valuable. Actually, Western cards 
have been made in great quantities, 
and have been preserved in great 
quantities, and are therefore of no 
greater value as such than cards of 
the same age from your own home 
town. 

If they are unidentified or in poor 
condition, they are of no value; if 
the stamps have been removed, they 
may be torn or there may be a square 
of glue left to stick up other cards 
in the files; then no one wants to 
risk keeping them. 

If they are Thayers, Mitchells, Phos- 
tint, Tuck, etc., or have the post 
mark of a territory, then they would 
bein demand. Even then, a dealer can 
give you only one or two cents each 
for a lot, as they will not turn over 
fast as a whole. As a post card one 
would sell for around ten cents retail. 
A stamp dealer would have to tell 
you about the stamps, but most one- 
cent stamps on post cards are not in 
demand. 

Cards are like books. While many 
rarities are found, and make the 
search exciting, most just old num- 
bers are worth less than new ones. 
A connoisseur will not be disheart- 
ened by the facts.

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The London Saturday Review, re-

Wilde and Jumbo doubtless experi- 
ence the same appreciative senti- 
ment. Mr. Matthew Arnold probably 
feels a trifle luke-warm on the sub- 
ject. 

The Review, however, should not 
fall into the error of concluding that 
New York is to the United States 
what London is to England, or rather, 
to put it in another way, that the 
United States lies within the limits 
of New York City.

a feather in her teeth while perform- 
ing acrobatics, and keeping rhythm 
with the drums.

An Eagle dance was performed by 
two youths in yellow feather costume 
with beaked headdress, and a Winne- 
bago played a love song on his flute 
to pretty Ione Jeunsse, a Chippewa. 

Next came a hoop dance, Sioux 
Rabbit dance done by couples, Prairie 
Chicken dance of seven warriors, and 
others. A round dance in which the 
audience participated concluded the 
evening. 

Explanations were given in English 
of the dances by one of the Chiefs 
present. 

According to the Bureau of Indian 
Affairs, 600 Indians from twenty-six 
tribes were brought to Chicago under 
a relocation project last year, as there 
is now a surplus Indian population on 
the reservations. 

Object of the club is to help In- 
dians adjust to city life and preserve 
the culture traditions of the tribes. 
President of the club is Harold L. 
Schwamp of Chicago. 

The club announced a dance for 
April 25, in Chicago, Bohemian Hall, 
its annual spring dance.

believed that there were none of this 
design ever bought nor manufactured 
by the United States. ;

TABULAR STATEMENT of experiments with Hackett’s musket. 
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Hackett came to our shores. The Re- 
public of Texas was the latest news 
in Europe, and the negotiations with 
the British government for a loan of 
$5,000,000 made the little country 
(about as big as all Europe) seem 
ripe for picking. In Houston, at the 
Houston Arsenal, a small converted 
blacksmith’s shop with a horse tread- 
mill to run the polishing wheels, the 
Baron presented his musket. At the 
same time his old friends from West 
Point, the guns of Cockran, Colt, 
and probably Leavitt and Hall as well 
were present, agents of their respect- 
ive makers displaying them for test. 


The proponent of the Colt rifle, 
John Fuller, was a close friend of 
President Lamar, and the Colt guns, 
then in production at Paterson, N. J., 
received more attention from Colonel 
Gearge W. Hockley than the others. 
Hockley made a report to President 
Lamar, since lost, but later he said: 


My report dated 28th March, exhibits 
the examination of Colt’s patent rifle, 
with my reasons for rejecting that arm, 
— with a _ notice of hran, Baron 
Hackett and others. 


With this decision the Baron had 
to be content, for Hockley was in- 
flexible in his opinion that “the arm 
still manufactured in the Armories 
of the United States is preferable to 
the patent arms of the day.” 


It must be presumed that the Baron 
Hackett returned to Europe, and 
possibly continued without success, 
his endeavor to obtain large govern- 
ment orders for the Fusil Robert, 
which so nearly became an official 
arm of the United States, and was 
in truth one of the world’s first self- 
primed fixed ammunition breech load- 
ers, at a time when the major policies 
of the world’s powers was against the 
newfangled “rejection of flint and 
steel.”

A bottle terrarium is a novel and 
baffling plant arrangement. For a 
hospital or sickroom it becomes a 
conversation piece. How is it pos- 
sible to get a rock garden with plants 
through the narrow neck of a bottle? 
There are two methods. The first and 
most successful for an amateur is 
this: 

With a sharp glass cutter cut the 
bottle off at the lower base. The cut 
should come at the end of the soil 
line to disguise the cut. The soil line 
should be one fourth of the distance 
of the bottle from bottom to top. Glue 
the two sections together with water- 
proof glue. (Glue of the type used 
for mending china.) 

The second method, oue that re- 
quires infinite patience, is the plant- 
ing of the bottle terrarium through 
the narrow neck. This is done with

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How to Plant a Bottle 


By ANN BURNETT 





the aid of wire and pincers of steel. 
These pincers are readily obtained 
from horticulturists or nurserymen. 

Before starting a terrarium there 
are several things to take into con- 
sideration. The size of the bottle will 
limit the number of plants which may 
be included. I use a half-gallon apple 
cider bottle. Only a small amount 
of stone and soil, one clump of moss, 
fern and a tiny berry plant should 
be used in bottle terrariums. 

Best results may be obtained by 
first planting on paper to get a con- 
cise picture of the effect’ you wish 
to create. At this time you should 
decide whether or not you wish a 
desert terrarium, a woodland terrar- 
ium or a vivarium. A vivarium is 
one containing animal life. 

The soil is important in these ar- 
rangements. Good drainage is also 
of prime importance. First place a 
layer of rock or small pebbles on the 
bottom of the bottle. Add a layer of 
soil-to within one fourth of the ca- 
pacity of the bottle. This soil should 
be one part sand, one part coarse 
gravel and three parts humus. Over 
your soil place a layer of spagnum 
moss. 

If you are preparing a rock garden 
effect, rocks and crevices should be 
finished at this time. The delicate 
plants are harmed when disturbed 
after planting. Do not let the plants 
touch the side of the bottle as this 
will invite rot and mold. After the 
plants are in place, trim and dust 
lightly with powdered sulphur, Cap 
the bottle, set in cool place for one

week to ten days until the planis 
“catch on” and start growing. 

Excessive moisture and tempera- 
ture extremes are the basic causes of 
terrarium failure. Mold will develop 
on plants if there is too much water. 
If mold has developed, powder plants 
lightly with powdered charcoal. If 
the terrarium is kept in extreme heat 
the plants will become spindly. Re- 
move the cap from the bottle for 
fifteen minutes each day. 

For a woodland terrarium the mos- 
ses offer an attractive arrangement. 
Liverworts, lichens, Selaginella and 
wood ferns can be used. Creeping 
snowberry, partridge berry and/or 
the twin flower with a common newt 
animal or a tree frog makes the most 
beautiful effect. After the planting 
is complete, the plants should be 
trimmed and the glass given a final 
cleaning. 

The desert terrarium is the sim- 
plest to assemble and needs the least 
attention. Cover with one and one- 
half inches of coarse sand and top 
with one-half inch of real desert sand. 
The lower layer of coarse sand should 
be moistened slightly when put in 
gee but the top layer should be 
ry. 

This terrarium needs small cacti. 
The roots of the cacti should be mois- 
tened before planting. If you wish to 
study nature —add a tiny snake, a 
lizard, or a toad. However, if you 
add animal life—do not put a cap 
on terrarium but cover with a wire 
screen. This bottle terrarium should 
be kept at a temperature range of 
from 68 to 85 degrees. If you are 
adding snakes and lizards, place a 
tiny pan partially buried in the sand, 
for drinking water. 

Tiny evergreen trees can be plant- 
ed in bottle terrariums— even some 
species of the palm—as they are 
slow growing plants. The fir and 
hemlock are especially adaptable to

The Chemistry 
of Plants 


One of the pigments with which 
nature paints spring gardens and au- 
tumn orchards is revealing hitherto 
unknown phenomena of plant life and 
growth. 

This is anthocyanin. It is the blue 
of morning-glory blossoms, the la- 
vender of costly orchids, the pink and 
blue of hydrangeas, the pink of ripe 
apples on orchard bows. Smithsonian 
Institution plant physiologists, work- 
ing with plant seedlings under black- 
red light more than 100,000,000 times 
less than that which will produce 
growth through photosynthesis and 
longer than the ultimate wavelengths 
of light effective in this basic pro- 
cess of all life on earth, have demon- 
strated the formation of this sugar- 
containing pigment in the plant tis- 
sue. 

Photosynthesis is the foundation of 
all plant growth. By means of it 
plants extract hydrogen from water 
and carbon from the minute amounts 
of carbon dioxide in the atmosphere 
and combine them to form carbohy- 
drates — starches, sugar, cellulose, 
etc. — which are the building stones 
of growth. Without it life on earth 
would be impossible because there 
would be no plant growth and hence 
nothing for animals to eat. The separ- 
ation of hydrogen and carbon from 
oxygen and their recombination are 
accomplished through the energy of 
sunlight which is tapped by the green 
pigment of leaves, chlorophyll. 

This is the way the energy of the 
sun is retained on earth instead of 
being reradiated into space, All the 
coal and oil in the world, for exam- 
ple, are “canned sunshine.” 

The photosynthetic process utilizes 
almost the entire visible spectrum of 
sunshine from the edge of the in- 
visible ultraviolet to close to the edge 
of the invisible red — or from about 
3,800 to 7,000 angstrom units. (The 
angstrom unit is a measure of wave- 
length, a hundred-millionth of a cen- 
timeter.) It progresses best in av- 
erage full sunlight, the energy of 
which is approximately 100,000 micro- 
watts per square centimeter of the 
sunlit surface of the earth. Some 
photosynthesis goes on in. extremely 
‘dim light, but several hundred micro- 
watts are..required for the plant to 
make any progress—that is, to ac- 
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quire energy for growth above its 
requirement of energy for living. 

There could not possibly be any 
synthesis of matter under such a low 
illumination as a millionth of a mi- 
crowatt per square centimeter, such 
as is used in the Smithsonian experi- 
ments. Yet there is distinct formation 
of the carbohydrate anthocyanin un- 
der these conditions and with light of 
wavelengths slightly longer than are 
utilized in the photosynthetic process. 
This indicates that the formation of 
this pigment is not a direct response 
of photosynthesis but is a separate 
light process. It is dependent, how- 
ever, on photosynthesis indirectly for 
the sugar necessary for the formation 
of the pigment. 

The explanation still eludes the ex- 
perimenters. Coloring flowers blue 
could hardly be one of nature’s pri- 
mary objectives. 

Now, Dr. R. B. Withrow and his 
associates at the Smithsonian explain 
that there are at least five basic re- 
actions between plant life and light, 
some of which require unbelievably 
minute amounts of the latter. 

First is the creation of that great 
and unduplicable solvent of energy 
into matter, chlorophyll itself. It is 
created, through the action of very 
minute amounts of solar energy in 
the blue and red regions of the spec- 
trum, from a substance known as 
proto-chlorophyll, which in turn is 
made up of substances known as pro- 
phorins, which the plant may inherit 
from the seed. 

Next is photosynthesis itself. 1t 
requires a great deal of energy to 
proceed at a practical rate. 

Third is phototropism, or the bend- 
ing of a plant toward light. This is 
activated by certain narrow wave- 
bands of blue light. 

Fourth is photoperiodism — regu- 
lation of the time of flowering deter- 
mined most effectively, according to 
the plant species, by narrow bands of 
red light. 

Fifth is photomorphogenesis, a 
phenomenon with which the antho- 
cyanin formation probably is inti- 
mately associated. Many seeds sprout 
from the soil in the shape of a hook 
—except for the grasses. Light — 
again chiefly red light—is required 
to straighten out this hook, get the 
seedling to grow upright and acquire 
strength, and develop leaves in which 
its chlorophyll will be formed. A 
potato sprout in a dark cellar is a 
good example of lack of the photo- 
morphogenesis phenomenon. The 
sprout remains brittle and never will 
put out leaves. 

The anthocyanin does not come 
from the seed, although the seed does 
contain sugar to sustain the plant 
until photosynthesis starts to work, 
and some of this sugar is combined 
into the highly complex pigment. The 
amount and rate of production are 
controlled by heredity. } 

Apparently, Dr. Withrow says, the 
extremely minute amounts. of red 
light “trigger” some highly complex 
chemical system which the growing 
shoot brings with it out of its seed.

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“Finds” in Wyoming 


Bones of a weird group of warm- 
blooded animals that lived approxi- 
mately 60,000,000 years ago—vague- 
ly ancestral to the mammals of to- 
day—have been obtained by the 
Smithsonian Institution from south- 
western Wyoming. They have just 
been classified and described by Dr. 
C. Lewis Gazin, curator of vertebrate 
paleontology of the U. S. National 
Museum, who collected the majority 
of the fossils. 


The strange creatures represent the 
earlier part of Eocene geological time, 
the second period of the Age of Mam- 
mals. Mammals had first become the 
dominant forms of land life in the 
preceding age, the Paleocene. They 
were primitive, small-brained crea- 
tures but were able to persist be- 
cause the great reptiles that had 
ruled the earth for hundreds of mil- 
lenniums had become extinct. 


Then came the Eocene, or “dawn 
age.” Mammalian forms appearing 
were more directly related to those 
extant today—including in a general 
way the forerunners of monkeys, 
bears, dogs, pigs, and the like. These 
are the creatures represented in the 
Wyoming deposits. 


Of particular interest in the col- 
lection are the primates. They in- 
clude a hitherto undescribed species 
of the Notharctus. It was an animal 
about the size of a present-day rhe- 
sus monkey and was presumably a 
tree dweller. It is probable that from 
some form similar to Notharctus came 
the monkeys of today, also perhaps the 
great apes, although Notharctus it- 
self actually became extinct in Eocene 
time. The collection also contains a 
new species of mouselike primate be- 
longing to the tarsioids, the living 
representatives of which are the 
weird little tarsiers of the East In- 
dian region, Both these primate lines 
appeared to flourish during the lower 
Eocene, but for unknown reasons be- 
came extinct in the middle Eocene, a 
few million years later, so far as 
North America was concerned. Some 
persisted in tropical America and 
others in the Old World. 


Another curious creature repre- 
sented in the collection was a stylin- 
odont, which was about the size of a 
large pig, with heavy, curved tusk- 
like teeth and probably looked much 
like an enormous rat. It was not, 
however, in the ancestral line of ei- 
ther pig or rat. In some ways it un- 
doubtedly resembled a ground sloth, 
although it did not belong to the 
same family. 


One of the most notable of the 
finds was that of a small armadillo- 
like edentate of a type new to sci- 
ence. It was in a general way related 
to the présent-day armadillos, but 
with ‘considerably bétter~ developed 


-teeth. . The» collection also contains 


many jaws and teeth of- Eohippus, 
the ancéstor of the later horse—a 


.four-toed animal about the size of a 


gray fox. 
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Coronation Issues 


The coronation of Queen Elizabeth 
II is an historical event to which the 
eyes of the world have been turned 
with breathless anticipation for al- 
most a year — the coronation of a 
queen not only young and beautiful, 
but greatly admired for her wisdom 
and dignity, and a renewed hope to 
her people that her reign will be the 
beginning of a more prosperous era 
as was the reign of her illustrious 
predecessor, Queen Elizabeth I. Queen 
Victoria was even younger when she 
began her long, prosperous reign over 
Great Britain and the Empire, so it 
is of little wonder that the English 
peoples have fresh hope for better 
years as the young queen prepares 
for her coronation. , 

Queen Elizabeth II was born April 
21, 1926, minus the pomp and gun 
salute usually accompanying the birth 
of a royal princess, as she was not 
an heir presumptive to the throne, 
but just a little girl who became 
“Lilibet” to her family until that 
fateful day when her uncle David — 
King Edward VIII — renounced his 
throne “for the woman I love.” Sud- 
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denly a carefree little girl became a 
very important person who, instead 
of reading fairytales began to study 
government and English history, and 
other subjects that would acquaint 
her with the knowledge a young 
queen should have. Elizabeth was a 
quick student and accepted the im- 
portant role of trying to be a good 
example for her people. She has 
steadily endeared herself in the 
hearts of the English people from the 
beginning. It is small wonder they 
feel confidence in her reign. 

London is to turned into a 
fairyland for the day with much pomp 
and glitter. Dragons, Unicorn and 
Griffins with the Lions will top 
arches as a blend of majesty and 
gaiety which so truly represents the 
young Queen. It is down this street 
that the procession will pass after 
the coronation. 

The young Queen who donned the 
uniform of the air corps during the 
war and learned to wield a monkey- 
wrench on the motor of a fighter 
plane has not forgotten how to meet 
and face situations with understand- 
ing. It is with this understanding 
that she approves the simulated er- 
mine to trim the robes which must be 
worn by the titled personages at- 
tending the coronation. Some are so 
fortunate as to have heirloom robes 
of other coronations, though many 
who are not so fortunate must be 
indeed grateful to the young queen 
for her common-sense application of 
customs and procedures established 
in a very different era. 

The purple velvet for the queen’s 
coronation robe is to be hand-woven 
at the rate of about a half yard 
daily, and the train will be twenty 
yards long by twenty-one inches wide. 
This is being woven by the same 
craftswoman who wove the velvet for 
the coronation robe of Elizabeth’s 
mother in 1937. 

Crowns have been worn by royalty 
as a sign of rank since 1362 and all 
of royal title-holders entitled to a 


crown must wear one, as well as the 
ermine, for the coronation. The pearl, 
which is a symbol of high rank, varies 
in the crowns with the rank of the 
wearer. The Earl has eight pearls in 
his Coronet, a Countess ‘wears seven, 
while a Viscount has sixteen small 
pearls fixed to a golden circlet and a 
Baron wears six large pearls in his 
crown. The Queens — Alexandria, 
Mary and Elizabeth — have all worn 
heavy chokers and ropes of pearls. 

Elizabeth will be crowned with the 
seventeenth century St. Edward’s 
Crown which is the symbol of royalty 
and weighs about five pounds. Be- 
cause of this weight it is not suitable 
for the hours-long procession after 
the ceremony, so it will be replaced 
after the ceremony with the Imperial 
State Crown which the Queen will 
wear at all state occasions. This 
crown has been remade to fit her 
head. It is set ‘with 2,783 diamonds, 
277 pearls, eighteen sapphires, eleven 
emeralds, five rubies and weighs ap- 
proximately two and a half pounds. 
This is the crown Elizabeth will wear 
in the procession through London’s 
streets. 

The Orb is the next emblem of im- 
portance, and it symbolizes Christ’s 
domination of the world. The Sceptre 
with the Cross (and large stone) is 
the symbol of royal power and justice. 
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The sceptre with the Dove is the sym- 
bol of equality and mercy; the -Cor- 
onation ring, the symbol of royal 
dignity and of defense of the Christ- 
ian faith. It also signifies the wed- 
ding of the Monarch to the people. 
The jeweled Sword of State wiil be 
handed to the queen by the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury during the cere- 
mony. It signifies the queen’s pledge 
to support the principles of the 
church. Queen Elizabeth’s crown is 
more massive and heavier than was 
Queen Marv’s or her mother Queen 
Elizabeth since the new queen is the 
ruler. 

There are numerous issues of play- 
ing cards being issued by the manu- 
facturers to commemorate this event. 
There have been twenty different 
colors or designs reported by the 
manufacturers to the writer at this 
time. There has been no report at 
this writing from Australia and 
South Africa, though undoubtedly 


Australia will issue at least one 


design. 


The designs as shown in the photo 
are as follows: The top row, design 
one and three are by the Thomas 
DeLaRue Ltd. and are the official 
coronation designs. Elizabeth is 
shown in her coronation robe of pur- 
ple velvet with wide bands of er- 
mine. The panels on either side are 
a dark red with a narrow dark red 
border. 


A full length painting of Phillip 
showing him in his Admiral’s uniform 
will be the mate. This pair comes in a 
beautiful deluxe presentation case. The 
illustration here is of Phillip in his 
lieutenant-commander’s uniform, but 
the queen later promoted him to the 
rank of admiral and the design for 
the card had to be remade before 
release, which ‘will explain the delay 
that may have caused many to won- 
der. The panels on this card are navy 
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blue, with a narrow navy blue border. 
Card No. Two shows the St. Edward’s 
crown-more often referred to as the 
coronation crown-with the jewels and 
emblems of the royal monarch, for 
the coronation and state occasions, in 
the panel above and below the crown 
in the center oval. The panels are 
green on one card and red on the 
mate. This design is issued by Ferd 
Piatnik & Sons of Austria. They also 
issue this same style except with the 
sceptre with the cross and jewel in 
the circle rather than the crown. This 
design has the two decks alike except 
for the bands—one card with a green 
band the other 'with the red band. The 
court cards show earlier English rul- 
ers for the King, Queen and Jack 
(Prince of Wales). The court cards 
of Queen Victoria also showed earlier 
English rulers for the King, Queen 
and Jack—which was the Prince of 
Wales, for her Diamond Jubilee. All 
collectors, whether single card or deck 
collectors, will do well to add one of 
these decks to their collection. 

The beautiful portrait of the Queen 
on the convex shape card is a special 
issue by the John Waddington Ltd, 
and is in, seven colors with the linen 
finish that the English manufacturers 
have used for so many very lovely 
cards that is always a pleasure to 
the. collector to possess. This card 
has the one design, but has a border 
of purple and the mate has a border 
of bright red. They also issue this 
design with the same colors but in 
the regular shape, (No. 6), in both 
the regular size and in the miniature 
size set. They have a fifth card— 
same design but in pink with the 
portrait in sepia. The border is a 
clear pink. The mate to the pink is 
a light blue with the design in sepia, 
and a plain blue border. This gives 
six cards to collect from the John 
Waddington Ltd, all the same subject. 
The Coronation Crown in the center

a horseshoe argent. 


The above description of the Wyatt 
Coat-of-Arms is found in Crozier’s 
General Armory of American Fam- 
ilies, and also in his Virginia Herald- 
ica, as ascribed to the early families 
of Virginia. It is also found in the 
New England Historic and Geneal- 
ogical Society’s Roll of Arms (No. 
192) registered for the descendants 
of Margaret Wyatt, wife of Matthew 
Alleyn of Cambridge, Mass., and 
Windsor, Conn. Burke’s General Ar- 
mory names the grant as the one 
used by the families of Devonshire 
and county Kent, in England. With 
slight variations it is found in other 
sections. 

Translated into non-Heraldic 
terms: A shield divided horizontally 
into two equal parts (per fesse), the 
upper half blue (azure), the lower 
half red (gules). This is charged with 
a barnacle of silver (argent), with 
a gold (or) ring. The crest is an os- 
trich of natural color (proper), hold- 
ing in its beak a silver (argent) 
horseshoe. - 

Fox-Davies’ Guide to Heraldry, 
says the barnacle or horse-curb, was 
granted to many early families, nam- 
ing the Wyatts as among them. 
Burke says the barnacle was an in- 
strument used by farriers to curb 
horses. While neither gives the her- 
aldic meaning, nor do other authors 
on interpretations, it is understood 
that a part of a symbol, or anything 
pertaining to it, has the same signifi- 
cance as the symbol! itself. Therefore,

the barnacle and the horseshoe in the 
ostrich’s mouth, might have indicated 
a farrier who was in charge of the 
horses of the royal court—a very im- 
portant and highly recognized posi- 
tion. Or, they might be only symbol- 
ical of the horse, the most highly 
esteemed of heraldic charges, repre- 
senting unfailing fidelity. 

The ostrich is the symbol of willing 
obedience and serenity of mind, It 
is also said by some authorities to 
have been a Crusader emblem, as the 
wearing of ostrich plumes was in- 
augurated in those times as indicat- 
ing an officer of high rank. 


Blue signifies loyalty and truth; 
red, courage and magnanimity; sil- 
ver, sincerity and peace; gold, gener- 
osity and elevation of mind. 

The motto “Honor et Veritas” 
(Truth and honor) is traditionally 
used by the descendants of Rev. 
Hawte Wyatt in America but it is 
not registered in either Burkes nor 
Fairbairns. Mottoes are not always 
granted with a Coat-of-Arms, and 
may be taken or omitted at will. 


The Wyatts are numerous both in 
Virginia and New England, but I 
could’find no record of a common an- 
cestor. The lineage of Sir Francis 
Wyatt, an early governor of Virginia, 
and his brother, the Rev. Haute Wy- 
att is well established in England 
and may be traced back to Adam 
Wiot (Wiat) who was born in the 
year 1320 and died in 1385. This is 
due in part to the fact that in 1702 
Edwin Wiat, the son of Sir Francis 
Wyatt (1588-1644) erected a monu- 
ment in the Church at Boxley, Eng- 
land, as a memorial to the Wiat 
family. 


This monument displays the Coat- 
of-Arms pictured and described here 
for Wiat, as well as the Crispe, Skip- 
with, Hawte and other unidentified 
arms. The inscription on this monu- 
ment mentions Edwin’s grandfather, 
George Wiat, and gives the geneal- 
ogy of the family back to Sir Henry 
Wiat, born in 1460 and died in 1537. 


Sir Henry’s son, Sir Thomas Wyat 
(1503-1542), and his grandson, Sir 
Thomas, Jr., (born circa 1520-1 died 
1554) both are given considerable 
attention in the Encyclopedia Bri- 
tannica (1911). The elder Thomas 
is labeled “poet”, and his son, “Eng- 
lish conspirator.” Distance, particu- 
larly in time, lends a gloss to events 
that must have been difficult for the 
principals to live through, and I 
know anyone descending from these 
men will find these two pages of very 
fine print interesting reading. I’ve 
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noticed that events that normally 
would be hush-hush are likely to be 
bragged about with a twinkle both 
in voice and eye—if a few hundred 
years have elapsed. 

Sir Thomas Wyat, Jr., says the 
Encyclopedia, “was noted in his youth 
as dissipated, and even disorderly.” 
His father, a friend of King Henry 
VIII, was also a “friend” of Anne 
Boleyn. Sir Thomas, Jr., was behead- 
ed on April 11, 1554, for his part 
in the insurrection following the mar- 
riage of Queen Mary of England to 
Philip of Spain. His estates were con- 
fiscated, but afterwards partly re- 
stored to his son George, the father 
of Rev. Hawte (Haute) Wyatt and 
Sir Francis Wyatt, twice Governor 
of Virginia. 

Sir Gerge Wyatt was a student and 
wrote several books; among them was 
“The Life of Anne Boleyn.” As his 
grandfather was a personal friend of 
Cardinal Woolsey and Cromwell, and 
a particular favorite of Henry VIII, 
I imagine it would be interesting 
reading. 


In Volume 8, page 180 of the Vir- 
ginia Magazine of Biography and 
History may be found a chart begin- 
ning with the name of Sir Thomas 
Wiatt, Jr. (c. 1521-1554) who mar- 
ried Jane, the daughter of Sir Wil- 
liam Hawte; and carries on the line 
through Sir George Wiatt (c. 1550- 
1624) who married Jane, daughter 
of Sir Thomas Finch. They were the 
parents of Sir Francis Wiatt, the 
Virginia Governor, who married Mar- 
garet Sandys’ the daughter of Sir 
Samuel Sandys, Kt. and left issue 
two sons: Henry and Edwin. Henry 
left only a daughter, and Edwin had 
two sons, both of whom died without 
issue. 


Rev. Hawte Wiatt, the second son 
of Sir George, married first Barbara 
Elizabeth Mitford, and secondly Anne 
Coxe. The children by his first mar- 
riage were: Edward Wyatt (1620- 
circa 1670) who married Jane Con- 
quest; George Wyatt (1622-1671/2) 
said to have married Susanna (last 
name unknown); and Thomas Wyatt 
who died in infancy. Rev Hawte 
Wyatt and his second wife were the 
parents of John who was born in 
England in 1630 and came to Vir- 
ginia in 1658; and a girl, Anne. 


The Rev. Hawte Wyatt was born 
at Boxley Manor in the Parish of 
Boxley in the County of Kent in Eng- 
land in 1594, and he was named for 
his paternal grandmother. He came 
to. Virginia’ with his brother, Sir 
Francis Wvatt and. his: wife and 
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young son Edward, one year old. They 
arrived in Jamestown in October, 
1621. His second son, George, was 
born in Jamestown shortly after the 
Indian massacre of Good Friday in 
March, 1622. The two brothers re- 
mained in Jamestown until after the 
death of their father, who was bur- 
ied at Boxley September 1, 1624. 
Both Rev. Hawte and Sir Francis 
asked to be relieved of their posts in 
Jamestown, and they returned to 
England with their families. Rev. 
Hawte Wyatt later became vicar of 
Boxley where he remained until his 
death, but Sir. Francis returned to 
Virginia thirteen years later and 
served a second term as Governor. 

Edward Wyatt (born 1620) whose 
father, Rev. Hawte Wyatt, died in 
1638, came for the second time to 
Virginia with his distinguished uncle 
Governor Francis Wyatt, and settled 
permanently in this country. Gov. 
Francis Wyatt returned to England 
in 1642 where he died and was bur- 
ied in August, 1644, at Boxley. 


Another comprehensive chart con- 
cerning the descendants of Rev. 
Hawte Wyatt may be seen in the 
William and Mary Quarterly, First 
Series Vol. 12. This chart was com- 
piled in 1778 by Francis Wyatt 
(1750- 1803) of Liverpool, England, 
in an effort to locate a Wyatt heir 
to the estate in Boxley. 


The descendants of Rev. Hawte 
Wyatt may claim descent from var- 
ious Magna Charta barons, including 
Roger Bigod, Robert de Vere, Saher 
de Quincy, Richard and Sir Gilbert 
de Clare and Henry de Bohun; also 
from Hugh Magnus, Leader of the 
First Crusade; and, of course, vari- 
ous other prominent and kingly lines. 


Browning, in his Americans of 
Royal Descent, in a footnote on page 
207 lists the "following bearing the 
name of Wyatt who were early land- 
owners in Virginia: Ralph, 1636; 
Henry of James City, 1641; George, 
1645 and Sir Dudley, 1650 "of York 
County; Edwin, 1663; Anthony, 1664 
and Henry, 1647-85 of New Kent 
County; and Capt. Nicholas, 1677, 
son of Anthony of Charles City. 


Material concerning the Virginia 
families is found scattered through 
various periodicals and is covered 
fairly well genealogically but desired 
material to follow any one line must 
be pieced together, as the records 
have not been assembled in one vol- 
ume. 


There are various books in print 
pertaining to the New England Wy- 
att families. The Ancestry of Mar- 
garet Wyatt, Wife of Matthew Allyn

of Braunton in Devon and Later of 
Windsor in Connecticut, was compiled 
by Charles Knowles Bolton. Appar- 
ently the Kent and Devonshire Wy- 
atts used the same Arms. 


Margaret’s ancestry is as follows: 
John Wyatt, baptized 11/27/1558 at 
Braunton, Devon married Frances 
Chichester, daughter of Amias and 
Jane (Gifford) Chichester; John’s 
father was Philip Wyatt (1563/2- 
1592) who married Jone (Joan) 
daughter of Jeffrie Paty of Pilton; 
and Philip was the son of John Wyatt 
of Braunton. Frances Chichester, the 
mother of Margaret (Wyatt) Allyn, 
was descended from King John and 
this line may be followed in Weis’ 
Ancestral Roots of Sixty Colonists. 
Matthew and Margaret (Wyatt) Al- 
lyn were ancestors of President Gro- 
ver Cleveland. 


Margaret Wyatt married in Braun- 
ton, Devon, February 2, 1625/6 Mat- 
thew Allyn (born 1605 in Braunton 
and died 2/1/1670-1 in Windsor, 
Conn.) He was the son of Richard 
and Margaret (Wyatt) Allyn who 
were married in 1583. His mother’s 
connection with the Wyatts has not 
been recorded. 


The Families of Joseph and Isaac 
Wyatt, by W. Carl Wyatt (1950) dis- 
plays the Coat-of-Arms for the Kent 
family, but the line is not carried 
beyond the two mentioned in the 
title — Joseph born 1797, who died in 
1801; and Isaac born, 1803, who died 
in 1885, The Genealogy of the Wyatt 
Family (1921) by Alden H. Wyatt 
follows the line of George Wyatt and 
his wife Elizabeth who settled in 
Salem, Mass., in 1695. The book 
states that George lived near London, 
“but nothing is known about the fam- 
ily in England.” The genealogy con- 
taining this statement is illustrated 
by the following Coat: “Gules, on a 
fesse or, between three boar’s heads 
erased argent, two lions passant 
sable,” which is registered in Burke’s 
for the Wyatt families of Barking, 
Co. Essex. I do not know why this 
Coat was picked out of the possible

thirteen or more registered under 
the name “Wyatt.” 

Another of the early Wyatt set- 
tlers in New England was Edward 
of Dorchester who was born in Eng- 
land in 1614. He married Mary..., 
and died 2/14/1680, leaving issue, 
Nathaniel and Waitstill, (baptized 
3/2/1645 Dorchester, Mass., died 
1/8/1727 aged 84 who married Capt. 
Thomas Vose. 

John Wyatt came to Farmington 
in 1648, was at Windsor in 1649 and 
married Mary, the daughter of John 


Bronson. They left the following 
children: Mary, 1648; John, 1650; 
Hepzibah, 1652; Dorcas, 1655; Sarah, 


3/20/1659; Joanna (Hannah), 1663; 
Elizabeth, 1665; and Israel b. 3/1668 
who married Sarah Pratt in 1690. 
John died in September, 1668, and 
his widow lived through three other 
marriages. 

The lineage book of the Society 
of Colonial Wars (1922) lists Lieut. 
Israel Wyatt, b. 1668, a lieutenant in 
the Colchester Militia, 1712, deputy 
1723, ’27; also Ens. John Wyatt who 
died in 1668 who commanded a com- 
pany from Hartford in pursuit of 
Indians, 1677. 

Other early settlers may be found 
in Savage’s Genealogical Dictionary 
of New England, but, as stated ear- 
lier, the connection between these 
various branches has never been 
worked out. 

The name is spelled variously Wiat, 
Wyat and Wyatt.

or early 1834 he finally rebelled at 
the task, and turned it over to a 
secretary, as did all his successors. 

Tyler, Buchanan, Pierce, Van Bur- 
en, Polk, Taylor, Fillmore, and other 
early presidents all delegated the 
signing of landgrants to secretaries. 
Sometimes the secretary made a de- 
liberate effort to imitate the presi- 
dent’s signature, but never with much 
success. The secretary was usually 
required to sign his name under the 
president’s, to indicate that the chief 
executive did not sign personally. Of 
the landgrants dated after 1834, not 
more than half a dozen are known to 
exist which were personally signed 
by a president, and it is unlikely 
that any more will be discovered at 
this late date.

This card also comes in blue and the 
mate in bright red. The crest is one 
of a pair issued by the U.S. Playing 
Card Company, in their usual lovely 
quality Congress card. The back- 
ground is white with a narrow gold 
border. The mate is the crown, smal- 
ler in size than the No. 5, larger 
than No. 2, with a background of red 
velvet, and gold edge. A lovely as- 
sortment to honor any queen.
